ROM  REOPENING  IS  SET  FOR  NEXT  CANADA  DAY 
(July  2-  Toronto  Star) 

The  above  quotations  from  the  media  reflect  the  buoyant 
spirit  now  prevailing  throughout  the  Museum  as  we  make 
plans  to  re-open  our  doors  to  the  public  on  1  July  1982.  The 
new  nine-storey  Curatorial  Centre  has  been  completed  and 
is  being  fully  utilized.  The  renovations  in  our  main  build¬ 
ing  are  well  under  way,  with  galleries  being  prepared  as 
space  becomes  available.  The  Terrace  Galleries  building  — 
our  Bloor  Street  showpiece  — now  houses  the  Ming  Tomb 
and  its  guardian  figures. 

At  the  end  of  June,  we  completed  the  first  phase  of  our 
Private  Sector  Fund-Raising  appeal  under  the  direction  of 
our  co-chairmen,  Mrs.  Mona  Campbell  and  Mr.  John 
Devlin,  with  the  full  cooperation  of  all  members  of  the 
Museum  family  and  very  special  assistance  from  many  of 
our  friends  whose  names  have  been  recorded  in  Rotunda 
and  other  ROM  publications. 

We  continue  to  enjoy  the  generous  financial  support  and 
full  cooperation  and  sympathetic  understanding  of  the 
Ministry  of  Culture  and  Recreation  through  the  Honour¬ 
able  Reuben  Baetz,  Minister;  Mr.  Ward  Cornell,  Deputy 
Minister;  Mr.  Douglas  McCullough,  Assistant  Deputy 
Minister;  and  Mr.  Michael  Noon,  Grants  Administration 
Division,  who  also  sits  as  a  member  of  our  Project  Control 
Group. 

In  these  days  of  necessary  financial  restraint  by  govern¬ 
ment,  the  Board  intensifies  its  endeavour  to  ensure  that  the 
public  gets  good  value  for  monies  invested  in  this  priceless 
resource  entrusted  to  us.  Our  financial  statement,  included 
as  part  of  this  annual  report,  reflects  the  effectiveness  of 
these  financial  controls.  It  must  be  said,  however,  that 
although  modest  salary  increments  for  our  staff  were  possi¬ 
ble  during  this  past  year,  we  still  have  many  unfilled  posi¬ 
tions  and  still  have  been  unable  to  recognize  merit  to  the 
extent  that  we  would  wish.  Nor  has  it  been  possible  for  us 
to  make  up  for  the  sacrifices  endured  by  our  staff  in  earlier 
years. 

The  Board  continues  to  function  through  its  several  com¬ 
mittees,  with  each  member  participating  in  one  or  more. 
The  ninety  per  cent  average  record  of  attendance  at  our 
monthly  Board  meetings  is,  we  believe,  unique.  Ours  is  a 
working  Board,  ever  mindful  of  the  delicate  role  that  it 
plays  in  the  governance  of  the  Museum,  constantly  striving 
to  strengthen  and  improve  communications  with  our 
Director  and  his  dedicated  staff  throughout  the  whole 
Museum.  It  continues  to  be  our  basic  philosophy  that  our 
strength  and  our  mandate  is  to  ensure  the  integrity  of  the 
Museum  itself  and  its  collections  and  to  continue  to 
encourage  friends  and  patrons  in  Canada  and  in  other 
countries  to  share  their  treasures  with  us. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  were  honoured  and 
pleased  when  Your  Honour  accepted  our  invitation  to 
become  an  Honorary  Patron  of  the  Museum. 

During  the  year  under  review,  a  special  committee  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Director  in  1979,  chaired  by  Miss  Dorothea 


Hecken,  a  senior  and  distinguished  member  of  our  staff, 
with  representation  from  our  Trustees,  Honorary  Trustees, 
curators,  teachers,  preparators,  and  designers,  produced  the 
first  draft  of  "The  Statement  of  Principles  and  Policies  of 
Ethics  and  Conduct"  which  will  undoubtedly  become  a 
landmark  document  for  those  who  are  concerned  with  the 
work  of  the  Museum. 

Our  Personnel  Committee,  chaired  by  Mrs.  Joan  Fitzpat¬ 
rick,  after  long  and  arduous  consultation  through  the 
Director  with  all  departments  of  the  Museum,  has  estab¬ 
lished  personnel  policies  for  Museum  staff  which  are  now 
in  place.  Implementing  procedures  are  now  being  prepared, 
as  is  a  "ready  reference"  staff  handbook  which  will  be  of 
particular  value  to  those  who  join  us  for  the  first  time. 

The  Finance  Committee,  chaired  by  Mr.  Ronald  L.  Mac- 
Feeters,  continues  to  review  the  monthly  and  quarterly 
financial  statements,  including  not  only  our  daily  opera¬ 
tions,  but  also  our  complex  trust  funds  and  restricted  oper¬ 
ating  funds.  Our  Accounting  Department  has  gone  through 
major  changes  during  the  past  few  years  and  is  now  produc¬ 
ing  more  comprehensive  statements  more  frequently.  You 
will  note  that  our  1980/81  annual  financial  statements 
received  a  clear  report  from  the  Museum's  auditors.  They 
particularly  noted  the  change  in  policy  whereby  certain 
former  trust  accounts  are  now  handled  as  restricted  oper¬ 
ating  accounts  as  recommended  by  the  Provincial  Auditor 
in  1979.  The  implementation  of  these  changes  has  been  a 
long  and  tortuous  process. 

For  several  years,  Mr.  Gordon  D.  deS.  Wotherspoon,  a 
former  Chairman  of  the  Board,  has  chaired  our  Investment 
Committee  where  the  expertise  available  to  us  is  so  impor¬ 
tant.  On  his  retirement  this  year,  Miss  J.  Elizabeth  Leitch 
has  taken  over  the  chairmanship. 

Our  Collections  Committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mr.  Gerald  F.  Levenston,  continues  to  work  very  diligently 
with  our  generous  donors.  We  have  been  particularly  for- 
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tunate  in  receiving  a  number  of  valued  additions  to  our 
collections  under  the  aegis  of  the  Cultural  Review  Board 
and  the  Cultural  Property  Export  and  Import  Act.  Each  and 
every  application  is  carefully  and  thoroughly  prepared  by 
the  Museum  staff  before  it  is  considered  by  the  Committee. 

Mrs.  "Dibs"  Rhind,  chairman,  and  the  Revenue  Services 
Committee  have  been  working  long  and  diligently  in  pre¬ 
paring  for  the  shops  and  food  service  facilities  which  will  be 
available  in  our  newly  renovated  Museum. 

The  Communications  Committee,  chaired  by  Mr. 
Harold  M.  Turner,  continues  to  organize  our  membership, 
to  provide  ongoing  liaison  with  the  private  sector,  our  pub¬ 
lications,  educational  services,  extension,  development 
and  membership  departments,  and  to  coordinate  the 
arranging  and  mounting  of  travelling  exhibitions  and  dis¬ 
plays  as  our  expanded  facilities  become  available. 

Mr.  Maurice  F.  Anderson,  the  Board  member  responsible 
for  our  Project  Control  Group,  carries  on  with  the  project  as 
chairman  of  the  Board's  Gallery  Development  Committee 
as  the  emphasis  shifts  from  construction  to  installation  of 
galleries.  Mr.  Henry  Graupner,  our  Project  Director,  will 
now  be  making  his  unique  talents  available  to  our  senior 
staff  in  the  planning  and  installation  of  galleries. 

At  the  end  of  this  year,  Dr.  Richard  M.  Ivey  of  London  and 
Mr.  Albert  G.  Hearn  of  Toronto  completed  their  terms  of 
office  as  members  of  the  Board  and,  because  of  other  com¬ 
mitments,  were  not  available  for  reappointment.  Dr.  Ivey 
has  been  our  Vice-Chairman  and  a  source  of  great  strength 
to  the  Museum.  Mr.  Hearn,  a  member  of  our  Personnel 
Committee,  has  made  invaluable  contributions  in  that  area 
through  his  experience  over  many  years.  Happily,  both  of 
these  gentlemen  have  accepted  appointments  as  Honorary 
Trustees,  as  has  Dr.  Walter  M.  Tovell,  a  former  Director  of 
the  Museum,  on  his  retirement  from  the  staff.  Mr.  Ronald 
L.  MacFeeters  was  re-elected  by  the  members  of  the 
Museum  for  a  second  three-year  term  and  Mrs.  Linda 
Camp,  Miss  J.  Elizabeth  Leitch,  and  Mr.  Gerald  F. 


Levenston  were  reappointed  by  the  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ment  for  their  second  three- year  terms.  Dr.  Edison  J.  Quick 
of  Toronto,  well  known  in  the  field  of  education,  was  a  very 
welcome  new  appointment  to  our  Board  for  the  next  three 
years. 

I  would  again  express  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the  Board 
to  those  full-time  and  part-time  members  of  the  Museum 
staff  who  continue  to  work  with  dedication  and 
enthusiasm  under  difficult  conditions  and  who  now  share 
our  buoyant  spirit  as  the  time  for  the  yellow  school  buses 
and  the  mounting  of  new  exhibits  approaches. 

We  continue  to  have  every  confidence  in  our  highly 
respected  Director,  Dr.  James  E.  Cruise,  and  his  Senior 
Management  Team:  the  Associate  Director,  Mrs.  Barbara 
Stephen;  and  Assistant  Directors,  Mr.  R.  McCartney  Sam¬ 
ples  and  Mr.  C.  Gordon  G.  Bristowe. 

Mr.  Frank  J.  Dunbar,  our  knowledgeable  and  competent 
Secretary,  continues  to  render  invaluable  service  and  we 
applaud  the  Fellowship  awarded  to  him  by  the  Canadian 
Museums  Association,  which  reflects  great  credit  on  him, 
as  it  does  on  all  of  us. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  would  thank  Your  Honour,  the 
Ministry,  and  the  people  of  this  Province  for  their  confi¬ 
dence,  and  assure  you  that  we  will  continue  to  endeavour 
to  exercise  the  trust  given  to  us  under  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum  Act,  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

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Director's  Report 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees 


It  is  an  honour  for  me  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
to  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
on  our  activities  during  the  period  from  1  July  1980  to  30 
June  1981.  Although  I  am  writing  this  introduction  to  the 
1980-81  Annual  Report  in  the  fall  of  1981,  it  will  be  read  by 
most  recipients  in  early  1982  — a  most  exciting  year  in  the 
seventy-year  history  of  the  Museum,  when  we  will  com¬ 
plete  the  first  stages  of  our  great  renovation  and  building 
project  and  re-open  the  doors  of  the  ROM  to  the  public. 

I  must  first  convey  to  all  our  donors  our  appreciation  of 
their  generous  contributions  which  have  made  this  mas¬ 
sive  work  possible,  even  though  at  the  same  time  I  have  to 
appeal  to  all  who  have  the  Museum's  interests  at  heart  to 
help  us  further  in  our  ongoing  capital  needs.  We  still  require 
over  $5  million  to  complete  the  renovation/expansion  pro¬ 
ject,  and  even  greater  additional  sums  to  install  gallery 
displays  in  the  expanded,  renovated,  and  new  public  areas 
that  will  be  available  to  us. 

The  1980-81  year  was  a  difficult  time  for  the  Museum.  It 
included  total  closure  of  the  main  building  from  early  Janu¬ 
ary  1981,  dismantlement  of  our  beloved  galleries,  the 
movement  of  the  collections  into  safe  storage,  and  a  major 
dislocation  of  office  and  working  accommodation  for  the 
staff.  I  pay  high  tribute  to  all  my  staff  for  their  quite  remark¬ 
able  achievements  during  this  extremely  trying  period. 
They  have  endured  working  conditions  which  would  tax 
the  most  hardy,  while  maintaining  a  very  high  level  of 
service  to  the  community  both  within  the  city  of  Toronto 
and  the  province  of  Ontario,  and  also  to  the  broader  Canad¬ 
ian  community  from  coast  to  coast. 

Occupation  of  the  massive  Curatorial  Centre  building  of 
the  Museum  began  in  March  1981.  By  30  June  1981  most  of 
the  nine  floors  had  been  handed  over  to  the  Museum,  and 
for  the  first  time  the  staff  and  the  collections  were  accom¬ 
modated  in  an  essentially  dust-free,  air-conditioned  atmos¬ 
phere.  Outstanding  features  of  the  Curatorial  Centre  are 
the  specialized  dry,  wet,  and  cold  collection  storage  areas; 
the  existing  and  potential  compacted  collection  storage 
facilities;  the  galvanized  steel-lined  "bug  room"  for  the 
living  dermestid  beetle  colony;  the  large  and  smaller  fumi¬ 
gation  chambers;  and  excellent  accommodation  for  conser¬ 
vation  activities  and  the  Museum  library.  A  specimen  such 
as  the  butterfly  pictured  on  our  cover,  one  of  the  ROM's 
more  than  one  million  insect  specimens,  is  now  safely 
housed  for  the  first  time  in  a  controlled  environment.  Each 
department  has  planned  carefully  and  worked  hard  to 
ensure  that  its  move  would  be  effected  smoothly,  but  I 
would  like  to  pay  particular  tribute  to  our  staff  of  fine 
preparators  who,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Vivian  Pever- 
ley,  have  successfully  moved  the  artifacts  and  specimens. 

Renovation  of  the  old  H-shaped  main  building  of  the 
Museum  necessitated  its  closing  to  the  public  on  11  Janu¬ 
ary  1981.  It  is  scheduled  to  re-open  on  1  July  1982.  As  of  30 
June  1981  the  renovation  of  the  centre  block  and  the  north¬ 
west  wing  of  the  old  building  was  complete  and  work  is 
proceeding  satisfactorily  on  the  remainder  of  the  renova¬ 
tion  phase. 

An  indication  of  the  size  and  shape  of  the  new  six-storey 
Terrace  Galleries  building  emerged  during  the  year,  and  by 
30  June  1981  the  first  of  the  precast  pebble  aggregate¬ 
surfaced  sheathing  panels  was  being  fastened  into  its  per¬ 
manent  place. 

When  complete,  the  Museum's  main  building  complex, 
with  some  750  000  square  feet  of  floor  space,  will  be  one  of

the  largest  museum  buildings  on  the  North  American  con¬ 
tinent.  Some  220  000  square  feet  of  this  total  space  will  be 
available  for  permanent  gallery  exhibits,  and  nineteen  dif¬ 
ferent  gallery  design  teams  — designers,  programmers,  con¬ 
servators,  teachers,  and  curators  — are  planning  for  the 
future.  The  cluster  concept  of  galleries  developed  around  a 
common  theme  of  "the  ancient  world"  or  "the  life  scien¬ 
ces"  will  lead  to  logical  grouping  of  related  disciplines.  Our 
Exhibit  Design  Services  Department,  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Lome  Render,  is  heavily  involved  both  in  gallery 
design  and  fabrication  and  in  the  planning  of  future  tempo¬ 
rary  exhibitions,  and  to  them  I  pay  particular  tribute. 

Few  custodial  institutions  have  ever  attempted  so  com¬ 
plex  a  move  of  millions  of  artifacts  and  specimens.  The 
majority  of  art  and  archaeology  artifacts  were  packed  with 
care  into  mobile  storage  units,  their  locations  were 
recorded  in  the  computer,  and  then  they  were  moved  once 
or  twice  before  their  new  home  in  the  Curatorial  Centre 
could  be  made  ready.  Most  science  department  specimens 
were  moved  in  the  cabinets  in  which  they  have  previously 
resided.  All  these  very  complicated  chain-reaction  moves 
have  been  efficiently  managed  by  Mr.  Toshio  Yamamoto, 
coordinator  of  collections  management.  The  effective  re¬ 
use  of  existing  Museum  furniture  and  the  ordering  and 
installation  of  new  furniture  for  the  Curatorial  Centre 
building  has  been  the  responsibility  of  Mr.  Tim  Moore. 
Tosh  and  Tim  have  earned  the  respect  of  all  staff  through 
their  quiet  efficiency. 

We  have  continued  to  reach  the  public  through  shows 
and  exhibitions  at  the  McLaughlin  Planetarium  and  the 
Sigmund  Samuel  (Canadiana)  Building.  More  than  128  000 
people  attended  the  McLaughlin  Planetarium,  and  approxi¬ 
mately  24  000  people  visited  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Build- 
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ing,  increases  in  attendance  over  the  previous  year  of  19  per 
cent  and  7  per  cent  respectively.  Extension  Services  pro¬ 
grammes  reached  people  in  600  Ontario  communities, 
eight  new  exhibits  were  completed  for  circulation,  and  a 
school  case  was  developed  for  French  language  students. 
Following  closure  of  the  main  building,  more  than  17  000 
students  enjoyed  contact  with  genuine  artifacts  and  speci¬ 
mens  in  their  schools  and  some  500  teachers  received 
instruction  from  staff  of  the  Education  Services  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Loans  from  our  collections  for  both  exhibitions  and 
research  continued  throughout  the  year.  We  contributed 
more  than  140  artifacts  for  an  international  travelling  ex¬ 
hibition  entitled  The  Covenant  Chain:  Indian  Ceremonial 
and  Trade  Silver  being  prepared  by  the  National  Museum 
of  Man.  Both  our  Textile  and  Conservation  departments 
were  involved  in  preparing  textiles  and  costumes  for  a 
National  Gallery  of  Canada  exhibition  The  Comfortable 
Arts:  Traditional  Spinning  and  Weaving  in  Canada, 
assembled  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Burnham,  our  curator  emeritus 
of  textiles.  Many  of  our  departments  cooperated  to  mount 
temporary  exhibits  at  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Reference 
Library,  The  Gallery  Stratford,  the  Toronto-Dominion 
Centre,  and  the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Show. 

Outstanding  acquisitions  during  the  year  included  the 
John  and  Mary  Yaremko  Collection  of  Canadian  and 
American  glass,  a  collection  of  more  than  2500  tropical 
butterfly  specimens  donated  by  Mr.  John  Stuart,  and 
almost  300  specimens  of  conodonts,  tiny  toothlike  phos- 
phatic  fossils  between  190  and  550  million  years  old.  A 
bequest  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Harrison  G.  Fraser  of 
London,  Ontario,  has  brought  more  than  175  very  impor¬ 
tant  portrait  miniatures  into  the  collections  of  our  Euro¬ 
pean  Department. 

Although  it  has  not  been  possible  to  increase  our  staff 
complement,  we  have  welcomed  some  outstanding  new 
people  to  senior  positions.  Mr.  George  deW.  Rogers  came 
from  the  Conservation  Division  of  Parks  Canada  in  Ottawa 
to  head  our  Conservation  Department.  Mr.  Charles  S.  Tom- 
sik,  who  had  held  the  position  of  controller  and  corporate 
secretary  at  the  Glenbow  Museum  in  Calgary,  joined  our 
staff  as  exhibitions  manager,  and  Louise  W  Mackie  left  the 
Textile  Museum  in  Washington  D.C.  to  become  associate 
curator  in  our  Textile  Department.  We  welcome  these  and 
others  who  have  joined  the  ROM  staff  during  the  year. 

This  year  saw  the  retirement  of  two  staff  members  who 
had  each  given  thirty-five  years  of  dedication  to  the 
Museum,  Dr.  Walter  M.  Tovell  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Walker. 
Dr.  Tovell  has  served  as  curator  of  geology,  acting  director 
and  director  of  the  Museum,  and  head  of  the  Ontario 
Museums  Support  and  Advisory  Services  Department  of 
the  ROM.  Upon  his  retirement  the  Board  of  Trustees  made 
Dr.  Tovell  an  honorary  trustee  of  the  Museum. 

Mrs.  Walker  has  acted  as  secretary,  administrative  assist¬ 
ant,  and  executive  assistant  to  a  series  of  directors  of  the 
Museum  —  the  late  Dr.  T.  A.  Heinrich,  Dr.  WE.  Swinton,  Dr. 
PC.  Swann,  and  myself.  In  addition,  she  served  for  a 


number  of  years  as  the  Museum's  first  full-time  archivist. 

Loyal  staff  members  who  retired  after  shorter  periods  of 
service  were  Mr.  Eric  Bright  and  Mr.  Robert  Deslslets. 

Mr.  John  Vollmer,  for  six  years  curator  in  charge  of  our 
Textile  Department,  was  elected  president  of  the  Canadian 
Museums  Association.  The  ROM  was  honoured  by  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Frank  Dunbar,  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  as  a  fellow  of  the  cma.  Of  the  relatively  small  number 
of  Canadians  named  fellows  of  the  CMA  over  the  years, 
three  belong  to  the  ROM:  Mr.  Dunbar,  Mrs.  Helen  Downie, 
and  Dr.  A.  Douglas  Tushingham. 

Again  this  year  I  wish  to  pay  particular  tribute  to  my 
senior  management  team:  Mrs.  Barbara  Stephen,  associate 
director  — curatorial;  Mr.  R.  McCartney  Samples,  assistant 
director  — education  and  communication;  Mr.  C.  Gordon 
Bristowe,  assistant  director  —  administration  and  facilities. 
Their  dedication  to  the  Museum  and  effective  liaison 
between  the  board  committees  and  staff  members  for 
whom  they  have  responsibility  make  our  system  function 
well.  The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  is  indeed  fortunate  to 
have  Mr.  Henry  Graupner,  P.Eng.  as  its  project  director. 
While  dealing  effectively  with  a  wide  range  of  technical  and 
logistic  problems,  he  never  loses  his  sense  of  humour  nor 
his  patience. 

Without  its  volunteers  the  Museum  could  not  exist.  The 
women  of  the  Members'  Volunteer  Committee  and  the 
men  and  women  of  the  Museum  Volunteers  have  sustained 
their  interest  in  the  ROM,  even  during  a  year  of  greatly 
restricted  opportunity  for  public  service.  It  is  a  tribute  to 
their  dedication  and  resourcefulness  that,  when  not 
engaged  in  fund-raising  activities,  they  have  participated  in 
training  sessions  in  order  to  be  better  prepared  for  the 
re-opening  of  the  main  building  and  its  galleries. 

Our  volunteer  fund-raisers,  under  the  remarkable  co¬ 
chairmanship  of  Mrs.  K.L.  Campbell  and  Mr.  John  Devlin, 
have  successfully  completed  Phase  I  of  our  private  sector 
campaign,  having  achieved  the  Wintario-matchable  target 
of  $  10.338  million  net,  and  Phase  II  of  the  campaign,  with  a 
goal  of  a  further  $5  million  net,  is  off  and  running.  The  most 
hard-working  of  all  the  Museum's  volunteers  are  our  dedi¬ 
cated  and  imaginative  Board  of  Trustees,  under  the  very 
able  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Sydney  M.  Hermant  LL.D.  On 
behalf  of  all  the  staff  it  is  my  privilege  to  express  sincere 
appreciation  to  Mr.  Hermant,  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  to  all  those  other  volunteers  who  labour 
diligently  to  help  us  prepare  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  for 
the  twenty-first  century.

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The  Renovation  and 
Expansion  Project  Report 
1980-81 


A  recent  Statistics  Canada  report,  The  Changing  Educa¬ 
tion  Profile  of  Canadians  1961-2000 ,  estimates  that  attend¬ 
ance  at  museums  and  art  galleries  will  increase  more  than 
any  other  leisure  activity  over  the  next  decade.  Because  of 
its  current  project  of  renovation  and  expansion,  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum  will  be  well  prepared  to  meet  this  chal¬ 
lenge. 

After  a  decade  of  discussion  and  years  of  detailed  plan¬ 
ning,  the  project  is  now  nearing  completion.  The  first 
building  phase,  the  Curatorial  Centre,  started  in  1978,  has 
now  been  completed.  The  second  and  third  phases,  the 
renovation  of  the  main  building  and  the  building  of  the  new 
Terrace  Galleries,  are  now  well  under  way. 

Generous  support  by  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Metropoli¬ 
tan  Toronto,  the  National  Museums  of  Canada, and  many 
corporations,  foundations,  and  individuals  has  provided 
the  ROM  with  a  total  of  $53  million.  The  Museum  is  now 
engaged  in  raising  the  final  amount  required  to  complete 
the  project. 

Construction  and  Renovation 

The  Curatorial  Centre 

The  nine-storey  Curatorial  Centre,  designed  by  Mathers 
and  Haldenby/ Moffat,  Moffat  and  Kinoshita,  associated 
architects,  is  located  in  the  south  courtyard  of  the  Id- 


shaped  main  building  adjoining  the  McLaughlin 
Planetarium. 

By  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  (30  June  1981)  more  than 
twenty  Museum  departments  had  moved  into  their  new 
quarters  in  the  Curatorial  Centre.  Collections  previously 
stored  in  walled-off  galleries  or  remote  warehouse  space 
have  been  brought  together  in  the  Centre  to  permit 
improved  access  and  conservation. 

The  Curatorial  Centre  is  the  heart  of  the  new  Museum 
complex  both  in  physical  and  museological  terms.  The 
main  mechanical  and  electrical  services  (water,  steam, 
heat)  enter  the  Museum  through  the  Centre  and  are  distrib¬ 
uted  from  it.  The  central  shipping  and  receiving  facilities, 
woefully  inadequate  in  the  old  Museum,  are  now  capable  of 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  entire  Museum. 

The  specialized  and  sophisticated  facilities  required  for 
the  manifold  "behind-the-scenes"  activities  of  a  great 
museum  are  now  provided  in  the  additional  290  000  square 
feet  of  floor  space  of  the  new  building. 

Every  new  gallery  or  major  exhibition,  for  example, 
requires  the  particular  skills  of  curators,  designers, 
teachers,  carpenters,  writers,  painters,  welders,  and  conser¬ 
vators  to  make  the  resources  of  the  Museum  accessible  to 
the  many  communities  it  serves. 

In  addition  to  the  general  controlled  air  system  through¬ 
out  the  building,  special  micro-climate  storage  areas  have 
been  provided  for  various  collections  according  to  their 
individual  requirements.  For  example,  the  Far  Eastern 
Department  has  a  large  storage  area  for  ceramic  materials,  a 
dry  room  for  metals,  a  room  for  paper  material  such  as 
prints  and  drawings,  and  a  room  with  higher-than-average 
humidity  for  materials  such  as  wood  and  lacquer.  Some

departments  also  have  cold  storage  areas  for  animal  speci¬ 
mens  and  furs. 

Improved  storage  space  is  an  important  feature  of  the 
new  building.  The  floors  at  all  levels  of  its  northern  section 
have  been  specially  constructed  to  withstand  twice  the 
load  requirements  of  standard  construction. 

An  advanced  compacted  storage  system  has  been 
installed  in  four  curatorial  departments:  Mammalogy, 
Invertebrate  Palaeontology,  New  World  Archaeology,  and 
Textile.  In  this  storage  method,  movable  cabinets  are 
placed  on  carriage  tracks  and  closely  packed  together. 
Push-button  controls  open  the  units  to  create  an  aisle  for 
easy  access  to  the  rows  of  cabinets.  This  flexible  system  has 
been  adapted  to  handle  existing  Museum  cabinets,  thereby 
resulting  in  considerable  savings. 

The  science  laboratories  in  the  new  building  are  a  major 
improvement  over  the  antiquated  facilities  formerly  in  use 
in  the  main  building.  Fume  cabinets  are  mounted  in  appro¬ 
priate  locations,  glass  piping  is  used  to  conduct  corrosive 
acids,  and  emergency  showers  are  located  in  areas  where 
dangerous  spills  could  occur. 

The  Conservation  Department,  responsible  for  the  pres¬ 
ervation  and  restoration  of  ROM  artifacts,  has  a  "clean 
room"  for  microscopy,  a  "dirty  room"  for  work  requiring  a 
power  saw,  drilling  equipment  or  air-abrasive  equipment, 
and  a  studio  and  dark  room  equipped  for  ultra-violet  and 
infra-red  photography.  In  addition  there  are  eight  conserva¬ 
tion  laboratories  for  treating  different  types  of  material: 
metals,  furniture  and  wooden  artifacts,  paintings,  paper, 
ethnographic  materials,  decorative  arts,  textiles,  and 
ceramics,  stone,  and  glass. 

The  Museum  library  is  a  vitally  important  resource  for 


ROM  staff,  scholars,  and  the  general  public.  The  new  quar¬ 
ters  in  the  Centre  now  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the 
first  time,  and  the  Planetarium  collection  has  been  inte¬ 
grated  into  the  main  library  collection.  In  the  stacks  area, 
there  are  fifteen  study  carrels  with  outlets  for  audio-visual 
equipment  for  use  by  ROM  staff.  For  the  general  public, 
there  is  a  reading  room,  reference  room,  and  circulation  and 
reference  desk.  Material  from  the  closed  stacks  can  be 
retrieved  on  request. 

The  Far  Eastern  Library,  which  ranks  among  the  leading 
libraries  of  its  type  in  the  West,  is  located  on  the  sixth  floor 
adjacent  to  the  quarters  of  the  Far  Eastern  Department.  Its 
shelving  capacity  has  been  doubled,  and  there  is  a  separate 
archives  room  for  the  slide  and  photograph  collections. 

The  Terrace  Galleries 

Over  the  past  year,  passers-by  on  Bloor  Street  have  seen  the 
structure  of  the  new  Terrace  Galleries  rise  from  ground 
level.  The  six-storey  building,  with  four  floors  above 
ground,  had  by  30  June  reached  the  stage  at  which  the 
pre-cast  wall  panels  were  being  installed  on  the  finished 
frame. 

When  completed,  this  dramatic  new  building,  set  into 
the  north  courtyard  of  the  main  building  and  designed  to 
complement  the  existing  structure,  is  destined  to  become  a 
Toronto  landmark.  The  ROM's  unique  Ming  tomb  complex 
will  be  safely  housed  in  the  new  building,  protected  from 
the  effects  of  acid  rain  and  visible  from  Bloor  Street. 

Renovation  of  the  Main  Building 

The  complete  renovation  of  the  main  building  involves  a 
complex  series  of  moves  of  approximately  six  million 
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artifacts  and  specimens  in  the  three  main  sections  of  the 
building:  the  west  wing,  the  centre  block,  and  the  east 
wing. 

By  30  June,  the  renovations  to  the  centre  block  and 
northwest  wing  had  been  completed,  gallery  construction 
was  in  progress  in  the  renovated  galleries,  and  the  clearing 
of  the  east  wing  was  proceeding  on  schedule. 

Public  galleries  which  had  over  the  years  been  converted 
to  offices,  laboratories,  and  storage  areas  are  now  being 
reclaimed  as  gallery  space.  New  wiring  and  plumbing,  fire 
safety  systems,  environmental  controls,  and  facilities  for 
the  handicapped  are  being  installed  to  bring  the  main  build¬ 
ing  up  to  acceptable  contemporary  standards.  As  the  con¬ 
struction  crews  complete  their  work,  each  area  in  turn  is 
handed  over  to  the  Museum  staff  and  the  work  of  con¬ 
structing  and  installing  new  galleries  begins. 

Gallery  Development 

The  planning  of  galleries  in  the  new  Museum,  a  major 
project  in  itself,  has  been  in  process  for  a  number  of  years. 
Although  this  work  is  the  primary  responsibility  of  Exhibit 
Design  Services,  virtually  every  department  is  involved  in 
some  way  in  the  process. 

Each  gallery  is  planned  by  a  team  which  includes  a 
curator,  designer,  educator,  programmer,  and  conservator, 
plus  additional  staff  as  their  expertise  is  required.  Over  the 
past  year,  nineteen  of  these  gallery  development  teams 
have  been  active.  By  30  June  five  had  completed  their  con¬ 
cept  reports,  and  three  more  were  in  the  final  stages  of 
completing  theirs. 

The  first  results  of  this  long  and  complex  process  began 


to  take  on  concrete  form  early  in  1981  as  ROM  staff  started 
the  construction  of  new  galleries  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
centre  block  of  the  main  building.

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The  Building  Fund  Campaign 

Government  Grants 

In  September  1980  the  Museum  was  pleased  to  learn  that 
the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Council  had  approved  by  an 
unprecedented  and  overwhelming  majority  a  matching 
grant  based  on  our  private- sector  donations  up  to  the 
requested  limit  of  $5  000  000  spread  over  a  seven-year 
period.  Mr.  Harold  Turner,  Jr.,  chairman  of  MacLaren 
Advertising  and  a  member  of  the  ROM  Board  of  Trustees, 
piloted  this  grant  application  to  its  successful  conclusion. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  on  25  May,  the  Hon¬ 
ourable  Reuben  Baetz,  Minister  of  Culture  and  Recreation, 
announced  to  a  legislative  committee  that  the  provincial 
government  had  committed  an  additional  $3  000  000  to 
the  ROM's  renovation  and  expansion  project,  bringing  the 
commitment  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  a  total  of 
$37  573  300. 

Private-Sector  Campaign 

The  campaign  co-chairmen,  Mrs.  K.L.  (Mona)  Campbell, 
president  of  Dover  Industries  Limited,  and  Mr.  John  H. 
Devlin,  chairman  of  Rothmans  of  Pall  Mall,  Canada  Lim¬ 
ited  were  presented  with  "gold  caps"  at  a  reception  held  in 
their  honour  by  Mr.  Sydney  Hermant,  chairman  of  the  ROM 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  Mrs.  Hermant  towards  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year.  The  occasion  was  to  mark  the  achievement  of 
the  critical  campaign  target  of  $10  338  000  required  to 
attract  the  matching  Wintario  grant  extended  by  the 
Ontario  Ministry  of  Culture  and  Recreation  in  1978. 

Throughout  the  campaign  the  co-chairmen  have  had  the 
strong  support  of  many  volunteers. 

Mr.  Richard  M.  Ivey,  chairman  of  Allpack  Products  Lim¬ 
ited  and  vice-chairman  of  the  ROM  Board  of  Trustees,  led 
the  foundations  sector  campaign,  together  with  Mr.  John 
C.  Barrow,  chairman  of  Simpsons-Sears  Limited,  and  Mrs. 
John  (Marian)  Bradshaw,  editor-in-chief  of  the  Canadian 
Collector. 

Mr.  John  A.  Rhind,  president  of  Confederation  Life,  and 
Mr.  James  Thackray,  president  of  Bell  Canada,  Montreal, 
led  the  major  corporations  sector,  assisted  by  Mr.  Hugh 
Franks  of  Dominion  Securities  Limited.

Mrs.  Joan  Randall,  honorary  trustee  of  the  ROM,  chaired 
the  student  participation  programme,  with  Mrs.  Joan 
Fitzpatrick,  a  member  of  the  ROM  Board  of  Trustees,  in 
charge  of  school  liaison,  and  Mrs.  Joan  Thompson  of  the 
Members'  Volunteer  Committee  serving  as  publicity  coor¬ 
dinator. 

Four  former  chairmen  of  the  ROM  Board  of  Trustees  have 
acted  as  honorary  chairmen  of  the  campaign:  Mr.  Richard 
R.  Meech,  Mr.  Noah  Torno,  the  late  Mr.  Harold  M.  Turner, 
Sr.,  and  Brigadier  General  Gordon  D.  deS.  Wotherspoon. 
Mr.  Donald  Fullerton,  vice-chairman  and  president  of  the 
Canadian  Imperial  Bank  of  Commerce,  is  the  honorary 
treasurer  of  the  campaign. 

Having  celebrated  the  achievement  of  the  crucial  cam¬ 
paign  target  of  $10  388  000,  the  ROM  continues  its  fund¬ 
raising  to  meet  the  escalated  costs  of  the  project.

Canadiana  Department 

Donald  B.  Webster 
Curator 

Certainly  the  most  important  event  for  the  department 
during  the  year  was  the  gift  of  the  John  and  Mary  Yaremko 
Collection  of  Canadian  and  American  glass,  1033  pieces 
showing  the  high  quality  of  the  mould-maker's  art  in  the 
late  19th  century.  Mr.  Yaremko,  former  Solicitor  General  of 
Ontario  and  a  noted  Canadiana  collector,  first  became 
interested  in  glass  in  1958,  and  over  the  years  collected 
many  rare  and  outstanding  examples  from  notable  Cana¬ 
dian  makers  of  pressed  glassware. 

The  Yaremko  gift  more  than  doubles  our  holdings,  giving 
the  ROM  the  most  comprehensive  existing  representation 
of  19th-century  Canadian  glass  forms  and  patterns.  We 
contemplate  an  exhibition  of  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
Yaremko  Collection  soon  after  the  main  Museum  building 
re-opens. 

Acquisitions 

In  addition  to  the  Yaremko  Collection,  a  total  of  forty-six 
gifts  was  received  from  seventeen  donors,  the  most  notable 
perhaps  being  a  group  of  ten  pieces  of  18th-century  Quebec 
church  silver  given  by  Mrs.  A.  Murray  Vaughan. 

The  department  also  made  some  important  purchases, 
including  an  excellent  group  of  twenty-six  watercolours  of 
Ontario  and  Manitoba  painted  by  Sir  Alexander  Moncrieff 
in  1857;  three  William  Berczy  portraits;  a  labelled 
mahogany  card  table,  circa  1825,  by  Thomas  Nisbet  of 


Saint  John,  New  Brunswick;  two  portraits  of  the  William 
Jarvis  family  dating  from  1792;  and  a  group  of  nine  19th- 
century  Canadian  ship  portraits.  These  acquisitions  have 
been  made  possible  in  large  part  through  grants,  totalling 
$10  000,  from  Wintario;  a  grant  of  $80  900  (U.S.)  from  the 
Federal  Ministry  of  Communications;  and  private  gifts 
from  Mr.  R.  A.N.  Bonnycastle  and  Mrs.  A.  Murray  Vaughan. 

Research 

Mrs.  Mary  Allodi  continued  research  on  Canadian  portraits 
and  portraitists,  while  Miss  Janet  Holmes  continued  her 
project  on  the  19th-century  Canadian  glass  industry.  Mr. 
Donald  Webster  worked  on  the  second  quarter  of  the  19th 
century  in  stylized  Canadiana  furniture,  the  period  of  early 
mechanization,  while  Mrs.  Honor  de  Pencier  worked  on 
isolating  new  marks  and  previously  unknown  makers  of 
Canadian  silver. 

Exhibitions 

Exhibitions  during  the  year  included  Two  Officers  in 
Quebec  from  4  June  to  28  September;  The  Arctic:  Views  of 
Early  Explorations  from  4  October  to  7  January;  Great 
Expectations  from  15  January  to  23  February;  The  New 
Brunswick  Landscape  Print  from  15  March  to  15  April;  and 
House  Proud:  Canadian  Houses  as  seen  by  19th-Century 
Artists  from  24  April  to  30  September.  All  of  these  exhibi¬ 
tions  have  been  the  responsibility  of  Mrs.  Allodi  and  Mrs. 
de  Pencier,  and  Arctic  Views  was  accompanied  by  a 
catalogue  prepared  by  Mrs.  de  Pencier  and  published  in- 
house. 

Miss  Holmes  prepared  a  Christmas  exhibition  of  Christ-

mas  toys.  In  addition,  the  department  has  prepared  exhibi¬ 
tions  for  Extension  Services,  most  notably  the  newly  cir¬ 
culating  Canadian  Guns  and  Gun  Makers. 

Loans 

During  th,e  year  outgoing  loans,  mostly  multiple,  have  been 
prepared  and  have  gone  to  the  London  Regional  Art  Gallery, 
the  Beaverbrook  Art  Gallery  in  Fredericton,  the  Musee  du 
Quebec,  the  Burnaby  Art  Gallery  in  British  Columbia,  the 
Art  Gallery  of  Algoma,  Mount  St.  Vincent  University  in 
Halifax,  the  McCord  Museum  in  Montreal,  Campbell 
House,  and  The  Market  Gallery  of  the  City  of  Toronto 
Archives. 

Lectures 

Lecturing  activity  has  included  the  usual  schedule  of 
Extension  Services  lectures  throughout  Ontario.  Mrs. 
Allodi  lectured  on  "Early  Canadian  Prints"  in  a  symposium 
at  Mount  St.  Vincent  University,  and  Mr.  Webster  lectured 
on  "Stylized  Canadian  Furniture  Before  1820"  at  the  Bea¬ 
verbrook  Art  Gallery.  March  was  designated  as  Canadiana 
Month,  with  a  series  of  five  lectures,  all  by  the  department 
staff,  two  in-house  antiques  identification  sessions,  and 
four  Sunday-afternoon  concerts.  The  Sigmund  Samuel 
(Canadiana)  Building  hosted  a  number  of  other  functions, 
including  openings  for  the  Great  Expectations  and  Arctic: 
Views  exhibitions,  as  well  as  the  Members'  Volunteer 
Committee  annual  meeting  and  receptions  hosted  by  Uni¬ 
versity  and  Innis  colleges. 

Memberships 

Mrs.  Allodi  continued  to  serve  during  the  year  as  chairman 
of  the  art  and  archaeology  editorial  board,  while  Mrs.  de 
Pencier  served  on  the  search  committee  for  a  head  of  the 
Conservation  Department.  Miss  Holmes  continued  as 
secretary  of  the  Joint  Curatorial  Council.  Mr.  Webster 
served  on  the  Special  Interest  Group  Committee  and 
chaired  the  Tenure  Committee. 

Attendance 

The  attendance  for  the  year  1  July  1980  to  30  June  1981  was 
24  563.  This  is  an  increase  of  2033  over  last  year's  attend¬ 
ance. 


The  year's  activities  in  the  Egyptian  Department  have  been 
dominated  by  two  events:  the  third  season  of  surveying  at 
the  Dakhleh  Oasis  in  the  eastern  Sahara,  directed  by  associ¬ 
ate  curator  Mr.  Anthony  J.  Mills;  and  the  transfer  of  our 
entire  reserve  collection  from  the  Sigmund  Samuel 
(Canadiana)  building  to  new  quarters  in  the  Curatorial 
Centre.  Following  the  field  season  at  the  Dakhleh  Oasis, 
Mr.  Mills  went  on  a  six-month  sabbatical  leave  pursuing 
research  and  publication  commitments  in  England. 

Field  Work 

The  Dakhleh  Oasis  Project  began  its  third  season  of  field 
activities  on  3  September  1980,  with  the  departure  from 
Toronto  of  our  technician,  Mr.  Alan  F.  Hollett,  who  ensured 
that  all  preparations  were  complete  before  the  arrival  of  the 
principal  investigator,  Mr.  Mills,  on  20  September  1980. 
Actual  field  work  of  the  1980  season  began  on  27  Septem¬ 
ber.  This  project  is  a  joint  venture  between  the  department 
and  the  Toronto-based  Society  for  the  Study  of  Egyptian 
Antiquities.  All  expenses  are  met  from  Canadian  sources, 
principally  the  federal  government's  Social  Sciences  and 
Humanities  Research  Council. 

The  project  is  divided  into  two  separate  phases.  We  are 
currently  in  the  first  phase,  designed  to  elucidate  as  much 
as  possible  about  the  history  of  the  oasis  as  a  unit.  The 
whole  area  is  being  surveyed  for  archaeological  remains  by 
a  team  of  specialists  in  Egyptology,  ceramics,  prehistory, 
classics,  and  epigraphy.  Environmental  evidence  is  col¬ 
lected  by  a  geomorphologist,  a  palaeobotanist,  and  a 
palaeontologist.  Phase  two  is  designed  to  concentrate  on 
the  details  of  specific  problems  which  may  or  may  not  be 
unique  to  Dakhleh. 

The  results  of  the  third  season  of  surveying  have  been 
very  rewarding.  Although  only  161  square  kilometres  were 
covered,  somewhat  less  than  in  the  previous  season,  the 
concentration  of  sites  was  almost  double  that  of  western 
Dakhleh,  providing  a  total  of  116  ancient  locations.  The 
project  has  now  covered  a  total  of  546  square  kilometres 
and  has  recorded  246  sites. 

Numerous  papers  have  been  given  by  Mr.  Mills  covering 
the  third  season's  surveying,  and  a  full  report  on  the  third 
season  of  survey  will  be  published  shortly. 

The  Dongola  Reach  Survey  Project,  under  the  director¬ 
ship  of  Dr.  Nicholas  Millet,  was  held  in  abeyance  for  the 
year  because  Mr.  Mills  was  on  sabbatical  leave.  A  grant 
application  was  submitted  to  the  Social  Sciences  and 
Humanities  Research  Council  of  Canada  for  financial 
assistance  for  the  continuation  of  this  project  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  year. 

The  Akhenaten  Temple  Project,  under  the  directorship 
of  Dr.  D.B.  Redford,  enjoyed  a  very  successful  study  season 
at  Karnak  East.  The  department  also  made  its  usual  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  Egypt  Exploration  Society's  excavations  at 
Saqqara. 

Research 

With  the  help  of  Mrs.  Faith  Stanley,  work  continued  on 
preparing  for  publication  Dr.  Millet's  excavations  at  Adda 
in  Egyptian  Nubia.  Mrs.  Stanley  also  continued  the 
cataloguing  of  our  collections,  as  well  as  assisting  in  all 
office  procedures. 

Dr.  Millet  continued  his  work  on  the  decipherment  of 
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Dakhleh  Oasis  — Amheida: 
The  excavation  crew  cool  off! 


Meroitic,  the  language  of  the  classical  culture  of  the 
ancient  Sudan,  and  his  research  on  Meroitic  religion.  He 
also  did  a  study  of  the  problem  of  the  ancient  Egyptian 
"Reserve  Heads",  a  type  of  sculpture  known  from  the  Old 
Kingdom. 

Exhibitions 

Three  travelling  exhibitions  were  granted  renewals:  Words 
of  the  God  until  April  1983,  Peasant  Life  in  Ancient  Egypt 
until  July  1983,  and  the  school  case  More  Than  Meets  the 
Eye  until  July  1983.  The  exhibition  Equipment  for  Eter¬ 
nity,  which  went  out  in  September  1979  in  connection 
with  the  Tutankhamun  Exhibition,  is  still  travelling  in 
Ontario. 

Loans 

The  Games  Museum,  University  of  Waterloo,  was  granted 
a  loan  of  eight  objects  for  their  display  The  Senet  Game 
from  March  1981  to  March  1982. 

A  renewal  of  a  loan  was  granted  to  the  University  Art 
Gallery  and  Museum,  University  of  Alberta,  until  May 
1983,  for  their  display  of  Egyptian  antiquities. 

Teaching,  Lecturing,  and  Publications 

Dr.  Millet  continued  to  teach  in  the  Department  of  Near 
Eastern  Studies,  University  of  Toronto,  giving  both 
graduate  and  undergraduate  courses,  supervising  thesis 
work,  and  serving  on  the  examination  board  for  the  Ph.D. 
oral  and  thesis  defence  for  four  graduate  students. 

On  23  November  1980,  Dr.  Millet  gave  a  Hauptreferat  or 
theme  paper  on  Meroitic  Religion  at  the  Fourth  Interna¬ 
tional  Meroitic  Conference,  held  in  East  Berlin.  On  28 
January  1981,  he  gave  a  lecture  on  "Ancient  Egyptian  Art 
and  Architecture"  at  Glendon  Gallery,  Glendon  College, 
York  University.  On  13  March  1981,  Mr.  Mills  gave  a  lec¬ 
ture  to  members  of  the  Society  for  the  Study  of  Egyptian 
Antiquities  and  interested  members  of  the  public,  entitled 
"The  Dakhleh  Oasis  —  Season  iy  1980".  Mr.  Mills  and  Miss 


Winifred  Needier  gave  several  papers  to  learned  societies  in 
the  United  States,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Europe.  The 
research  assistants  also  gave  numerous  lectures  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

Recent  publications  by  Dr.  Millet,  Mr.  Mills,  and  Miss 
Needier  are  listed  in  the  staff  bibliography. 

Public  Service 

Identifications,  a  regular  activity  of  the  department,  con¬ 
tinue  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  per  month.  Enquiries 
related  to  Egyptology,  although  less  than  the  number  gener¬ 
ated  last  year  by  the  Tutankhamun  Exhibition,  steadily 
increased  to  thirty  letters  a  month. 

Appointments 

Dr.  Millet  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies,  University  of 
Toronto,  effective  1  July  1981.  He  was  re-elected  to  the 
Visitors'  Committee  at  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 
As  in  past  years,  he  served  as  vice-president  and  chairman 
of  the  Archaeology  and  Research  Excavations  Committee 
and  on  the  board  of  governors  of  the  American  Research 
Center  in  Egypt,  Inc.,  the  professional  and  funding  organi¬ 
zation  for  North  American  Egyptologists.  He  also  served 
again  on  the  Museum  Committee  of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine  Museum,  Toronto,  and  was  elected  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Oriental  Club,  University  of  Toronto.  Dr. 
Millett  and  Mr.  Mills  continued  their  service  on  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Society  for  the  Study  of  Egyptian  Antiqu¬ 
ities;  they  also  continued  to  serve  on  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  Third  International  Congress  of  Egyp¬ 
tologists  to  be  held  in  Toronto  in  September  1982.  The 
Congress  is  sponsored  by  the  Society  for  the  Study  of  Egyp¬ 
tian  Antiquities  in  conjunction  with  the  International 
Association  of  Egyptologists,  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
(Egyptian  Department),  and  the  University  of  Toronto.  Mr. 
Mills  also  continued  to  serve  as  secretary-treasurer  to  the 
Canadian  Society  for  Archaeology  Abroad. 
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The  Department  of  Ethnology  has  continued  its  research 
into  the  ethnohistory  of  the  Indians  of  northern  Ontario 
and  Manitoba.  This  work,  however,  was  curtailed  to  some 
extent  because  our  primary  attention  had  to  be  given  to 
gallery  planning. 

Acquisitions 

During  the  year,  the  department  received  117  gifts,  which 
included  materials  from  Africa,  New  Guinea,  the  United 
States,  and  Canada. 

Of  the  159  items  purchased,  35  paintings  by  various 
North  American  Native  artists  substantially  increased  our 
growing  collection  of  contemporary  art.  In  addition  to 
items  acquired  from  Mexico,  Peru,  and  North  America,  a 
collection  of  92  pieces  of  Guatemalan  textiles  was  pur¬ 
chased  in  cooperation  with  the  Textile  Department. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

For  a  few  weeks  during  October  and  November  1980  Dr. 
Helmuth  Fuchs  again  conducted  field  work  in  Mexico.  His 
investigations  were  aimed  at  eliciting  any  myths  that 
might  relate  to  the  origin  of  maize  cultivation. 

Dr.  Mary  Black  Rogers,  assisted  by  Ms.  Valerie  Grant, 


continued  investigating  the  Crane  and  Sucker  Indians  of 
northern  Ontario  and  Manitoba. 

Miss  Mary  Fitz-Gibbon  put  the  final  touches  to  Edmund 
Morris's  journal,  which  describes  his  western  trips.  This 
task  has  been  a  demanding  one  because  of  the  difficulty  in 
deciphering  Morris's  handwriting,  and  consequently  it  has 
taken  a  number  of  years  to  complete.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
publication  of  the  journal  will  coincide  with  the  opening  of 
the  new  ethnology  galleries. 

Dr.  E.S.  Rogers,  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Culture  and 
Recreation,  visited  Whitewater  Lake,  Ontario,  to  report  on 
the  Indian  material  bequeathed  to  the  Ministry  by  the 
Beckworth  estate. 

Collections 

In  preparation  for  the  transfer  of  the  collections  from  the 
old  building  to  the  new  Curatorial  Centre,  a  continuing 
effort  was  made  to  place  the  collections  in  proper  order  for 
final  storage.  Mr.  Arni  Brownstone  undertook  this  task,  so 
that  all  the  material  will  be  readily  located  on  the  basis  of 
cultural  area  and  typology. 

Loans 

During  the  year  eleven  loans  consisting  of  160  artifacts  and 
paintings  were  organized.  In  addition,  eight  previous  loans 
involving  eighty-eight  items  were  renewed.  Of  particular 
interest  was  the  loan  of  forty-two  Inuit  and  North  Ameri¬ 
can  Indian  paintings,  prints,  and  artifacts  to  the  University

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of  Texas  in  cooperation  with  the  Canadian  consulate  in 
Dallas.  The  material  was  sent  to  help  celebrate  a  festival  of 
Canadian  culture  held  in  Texas  during  the  fall  of  1980.

Exhibitions 

The  Department  of  Ethnology  is  particularly  pleased  to 
furnish  artifacts  for  an  exhibition  sponsored  by  the 
National  Gallery  of  Canada.  The  Comfortable  Arts:  Spin¬ 
ning  and  Weaving  in  Canada,  organized  by  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Burnham,  a  former  curator  in  the  ROM  Textile  Department, 
consists  of  materials  from  major  Canadian  collections  and 
exhibits  various  weaving  techniques  and  arts. 

There  was  continued  demand  for  photographs  for  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  purposes  —  publicity,  film,  lectures,  research,  exhibi¬ 
tions,  and  personal  use.  Photos  of  Paul  Kane's  painting  of 
Mount  St.  Helens  accounted  for  a  large  number  of  these 
requests. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  Fuchs  taught  one  class  at  York  University  during  the 
winter  semester  in  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts.  He  then 
took  a  three-month  sabbatical  leave,  beginning  in  April,  to 
visit  Germany,  where  he  conducted  classes  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Heidelberg.  While  in  Mexico  conducting  field  work 
in  the  fall  of  1980,  Dr.  Fuchs  also  attended  the  International 
Council  of  Museums  meetings. 

Mr.  Basil  Johnston  delivered  a  number  of  lectures 
throughout  Ontario  and  as  far  away  as  Illinois,  Minnesota, 
and  Wisconsin,  dealing  with  the  language  and  literature  of 
the  Native  people  and  with  the  Native  studies  program¬ 
mes.  He  also  served  on  several  committees:  Wigwamen 
Inc.,  the  Ontario  Geographic  Names  Board,  and  the  Ph.D. 
candidate  supervisory  committee  at  York  University. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Lister  represented  the  department  at  the 
opening  of  the  Museum  of  Indian  Archaeology,  London, 
Ontario. 

In  November,  Dr.  Mary  Black  Rogers  gave  a  joint  paper 
with  Dr.  E.S.  Rogers,  "Who  were  the  Cranes?  Group  and 
group  identity  names  in  northern  Ontario",  at  meetings 
devoted  to  the  Algonkian  Indian  sponsored  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Anthropology,  University  of  Calgary.  In  July,  Dr. 
E.S.  Rogers  gave  a  talk,  "Traditional  Ojibway  Culture",  at 
Lakehead  University  for  the  university's  Native  studies 
programme.  In  addition,  in  April  he  delivered  a  lecture, 
"Some  thoughts  as  to  the  ethnohistory  of  the  Crane  Ojib¬ 
way  of  northern  Ontario",  to  the  Ontario  Archaeological 
Society.  He  also  continued  teaching  two  seminars  at 
McMaster  University  and  serving  on  several  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  committees.  He  was  outside  reader  on  two  Ph.D. 
dissertations  by  University  of  Toronto  students. 

Major  Publications 

In  addition  to  a  number  of  articles  in  Ontario  Indian  and 
Canadian  Fiction  Magazine,  Mr.  Johnston  had  a  collection 
of  stories  in  a  book  entitled  Tales  the  Elders  Told:  Ojibway 
Legends  published  by  the  ROM. 

Appointments 

At  the  end  of  June,  Mr.  Lister  was  promoted  to  curatorial 
assistant.  In  April,  Mrs.  Helen  Kilgour  replaced  Marcela 
Cristi  as  department  secretary. 


The  department's  installation  in  its  new  premises  was 
more  than  satisfactorily  coordinated  and  supervised  by  Mr. 
Brian  Musselwhite  and  Mrs.  Marion  Blake,  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  combined  staff  of  the  department.  Mr.  K.  Corey 
Keeble  undertook  preparatory  work  for  the  forthcoming 
exhibition  The  Arts  of  Italy,  which  opens  at  the  Art  Gal¬ 
lery  of  Ontario  in  mid-December  1981,  and  to  which  the 
ROM  and  private  collectors  under  Mr.  Keeble's  guidance 
contributed  about  one  hundred  objects.  The  material  con¬ 
sists  of  objects  of  art,  drawings,  bronze  and  other  sculpture, 
metalwork,  arms  and  armour,  silver,  glass,  pottery,  furni¬ 
ture,  and  textiles,  all  dating  between  the  15th  and  18th 
centuries.  Although  administratively  the  exhibition  is  to 
be  handled  as  a  loan  from  one  house  to  the  other,  it  demon¬ 
strates  close  and  cordial  collaboration  between  our  two 
institutions. 

Acquisitions 

With  the  generous  assistance  of  The  Elizabeth  and  John  W 
McColl  Trust  Foundation,  the  department  acquired  a  large 
quantity  of  fine  Continental  and  English  porcelain  from  the 
collection  of  Mrs.  Donald  C.  Early.  Through  the  continuing 
generosity  of  Mr.  J.A.  Howson  Brocklebank  we  received  a 
number  of  modern  paperweights  by  Mr.  Rick  Ayott  and  Mr. 
Paul  Stankard,  and  we  also  took  possession  of  a  very  fine 
collection  of  classic  paperweights  from  the  late  Mrs.  A.B. 
Hall. 

Another  valuable  acquisition  was  a  fine  silver-gilt  and 
jewelled  box  in  filigree  and  enamel  work  attributed  to 
Chlebnikov,  a  gift  from  Dr.  M.  Shulman  and  Mr.  S.  Sarik. 


A  17th-century  Spanish  crucifix  figure  in  pewter  (35.5  cm),  an 
anonymous  gift. 
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Other  important  gifts  included  a  fine  English  tea  set  from 
the  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Craig  ( through  the  Oxley  fam¬ 
ily);  a  collection  of  medieval,  Renaissance,  and  baroque 
objects  of  art  from  Mrs.  A.  Murray  Vaughan,-  a  pewter 
collection-cum-library  of  the  late  Mr.  Edgar  J.  Stone;  and, 
last  but  not  least,  the  unexpected  wealth  of  a  collection  of 
more  than  175  fine  Western  portrait  miniatures,  the 
bequest  of  the  late  Harrison  G.  Fraser,  Q.C.,  of  London, 
Ontario.  These  miniatures,  while  well  known  to  the 
curator,  have  never  been  shown  in  Canada.  They  will  com¬ 
bine  with  the  Museum's  existing  collection  of  miniatures 
to  create  a  well-balanced  and  most  admirable  international 
collection. 

Loans 

The  department's  collection  of  Renaissance  bronze  fig¬ 
urines  has  been  enriched  by  a  long-term  loan  of  ten  well- 
selected  examples  by  Giovanni  di  Bologna  or  his  followers, 
or  from  his  workshop. 

Research  and  Publications 

Mr.  Ladislav  Cselenyi  completed  the  identification  and 
authentication  of  the  icons  in  Dr.  P.  Janetos's  collection  and 
continued  research  on  the  tradition  of  pictorial  representa¬ 
tion  in  Eastern  Rite  churches  in  Canada;  this  will  provide 
the  introduction  to  the  catalogue  of  the  Janetos  collec¬ 
tion.  Mr.  Cselenyi  finished  the  first  part  of  the  monograph 
on  the  R.S.  Williams  family,  manufacturers  and  collectors 
of  musical  instruments  in  Toronto,  and  on  the  importation 
and  manufacture  of  instruments.  He  studied  the  hitherto 
unpublished  collection  in  the  archives  of  the  Ursulines  in 
Quebec,  and  evaluated  the  structure  and  effectiveness  of 
the  international  exhibition  of  musical  instruments,  The 
Look  of  Music,  at  the  Vancouver  Centennial  Museum,  to 
which  the  ROM  loaned  twenty-six  major  items.  An  article 
by  Mr.  Cselenyi  in  Rotunda  was  the  first  publication  of  the 
collection  of  16th-century  prints  after  drawings  by  Joris 
Hoefnagel. 

Mr.  Keeble  published  two  articles  in  Rotunda  and  two  in 
Apollo.  His  catalogue  of  bronzes  has  been  accepted  for 
publication  and  is  presently  being  edited.  He  and  Dr.  Alice 
Hamilton  worked  on  a  book  about  stained  glass.  Mr.  Keeble 
also,  almost  singlehanded,  prepared  sections  on  the  Euro¬ 
pean  and  Textile  Departments'  contributions  for  the 
catalogue  for  the  exhibition  The  Arts  of  Italy ;  mentioned 
previously. 

Mr.  Heribert  Hickl-Szabo  is  researching  material  for  pub¬ 
lication  of  Museum  material  on  hand,  "Collectibles 
Curiosi".  He  supervised  the  publication  of  Portrait  Minia¬ 
tures  in  the  ROM,  and  has  also  prepared  our  newly  acquired 
material  for  a  second  and  larger  catalogue  which  will  con¬ 
sist  of  about  300  items.  Together  with  Mr.  Keeble  he  super¬ 
vised  the  final  stages  of  the  bronze  catalogue  and  its  illus¬ 
trations. 

Mr.  Peter  Kaellgren  published  a  monthly  column  in  the 
Maclean's  publication,  Home  Decor  /Canada . 

Mr.  Brian  Musselwhite  wrote  book  reviews  and  carried 
out  research  on  the  paperweights  and  miniatures  for  forth¬ 
coming  publications. 

Miss  Mary  de  Brisay  Campbell  prepared  for  publication 
material  on  the  department's  collection  of  political  and 
other  cartoons,  which  have  never  been  previously 
catalogued.  Mrs.  Florence  Jackson  carried  on  her  work  on 
medieval  English  pottery;  Miss  Gay  Guthrie  catalogued 
Prof.  James  Tassie's  collection  of  glass  paste  portraits;  and 
Miss  Judy  Margies,  our  Experience  '81  student,  catalogued

the  fine  collection  of  crucifixes  and  religious  articles 
donated  by  Mrs.  A.  Murray  Vaughan  and  the  recently 
received  collection  of  fine  pewter. 

Exhibitions 

Tiles  Tell  the  Story,  prepared  by  Mr.  Kaellgren  and  Miss 
Guthrie,  is  to  be  circulated  by  Extension  Services.  Exten¬ 
sion  Services  was  also  given  the  show  Plaster  for  the  Par¬ 
lour,  consisting  of  sculptures  by  John  Rogers.  Mr.  Kaellgren 
helped  to  arrange  the  Boudoir  Show  at  Mackenzie  House. 

Mr.  Cselenyi  and  Mr.  Keeble  prepared  and  selected  the 
materials  for  Prof.  Michael  Gervers's  exhibition,  Travel¬ 
lers,  Traders  and  Foreigners  in  Medieval  Eyes. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Mr.  Hickl-Szabo  was  again  cross-appointed  as  associate 
professor  in  the  Fine  Arts  Department  of  the  University  of 
Toronto.  Mr.  Cselenyi  organized  a  lecture  by  Prof.  Dr.  N.K. 
Moran  of  the  Pontifical  Institute  on  "Musicians  in  Late 
Byzantine  and  Slavonic  Painting".  Mr.  Cselenyi  and  Mr. 
Keeble  participated  in  the  second  annual  ROM  col¬ 
loquium. 

Mr.  Keeble  lectured  to  the  Canadian  Austrian  Society, 
presented  a  lecture  series  in  the  ROM  entitled  "Bronze, 
Marble,  and  Sparkling  Wine",  and  was,  as  usual,  involved  in 
the  spring  and  autumn  lecture  courses  given  to  the  School 
of  Continuing  Studies  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  He 
collaborated  with  Mr.  John  Kenny  and  Mr.  Daniel  Hyatt  on 
a  film  for  the  Planetarium,  Exploring  the  Milky  Way. 

Through  the  Speakers'  Bureau,  Mr.  Kaellgren  lectured 
nineteen  times,  and  was  four  times  engaged  in  treasure 
identification  clinics.  He  also  supervised  the  activities  of 
our  volunteers  and  students  throughout  the  year. 

Mr.  Musselwhite  continued  his  twenty-week  teaching 
programme  on  antiques  three  nights  weekly  at  Parkwood 
Secondary  School.  Through  the  Speakers'  Bureau,  he  gave 
several  lectures  for  the  docents,  two  for  senior  citizens,  and 
one  for  Harbourfront,  and  he  gave  seventeen  lectures  in  the 
programme  itself. 

Special  Opportunities 

Mr.  Kaellgren  was  accepted  in  the  Ph.D.  programme  of  the 
History  of  Fine  Arts  Department  at  the  University  of  Dela¬ 
ware. 
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Far  Eastern  Department 

James  C.H.  Hsu

The  Far  Eastern  Department  has  moved  its  offices,  library, 
and  collection  to  its  permanent  home  in  the  new  Curato¬ 
rial  Centre.  Involvement  with  gallery  planning  has  led  to 
an  exciting  discovery,  the  true  identity  of  the  general  in  the 
Ming  Tomb.  Since  the  acquisition  of  the  tomb  in  1918  from 
Mr.  George  Crofts,  several  unsuccessful  attempts  have 
been  made  to  identify  the  Ming  general  whose  name  was 
given  as  Tsu  Ta-cheou.  When  the  tomb  had  to  be  moved,  a 
temporary  research  assistant,  Mr.  Barry  Till,  recognized 
the  post-Ming  style  of  the  tomb  and  found  the  general's 
name  listed  as  Zu  Da-shou  (Wades-Giles:  Tsu  Ta-shou)  in 
the  Qing  Dynasty  Chronicles.  General  Zu  defended  the 
borders  against  the  Manchus  on  behalf  of  the  Ming  emperor 
and  was  promoted  to  brigadier-general  of  the  border  troops 
in  1628.  He  was  captured  once,  but  escaped  by  a  ruse  and 
fought  on  for  ten  years  before  finally  surrendering  to  the 
Qing.  On  his  death  in  1656,  twelve  years  after  the  fall  of  the 
Ming,  the  Qing  emperor  ordered  his  burial  with  full  hon¬ 
ours  because  of  his  courage  and  loyalty  to  the  Ming.  Thus, 
the  general  was  in  fact  a  Ming  subject,  but  he  died  in  the 
Qing  period  and  was  recorded  by  Qing  historians.  This 
identification  of  the  renowned  general  and  his  achieve¬ 
ments  sheds  historical  light  on  the  ROM  complex  and 
suggests  a  more  appropriate  title  for  the  monument:  the 
Tomb  of  the  Ming  General. 

Acquisitions 

Because  of  limited  purchasing  funds,  additions  to  the  Far 
Eastern  Department's  collections  have  consisted  largely  of 
gifts.  The  most  significant  gifts  this  year,  filling  gaps  in  our 


South-east  Asian  collection,  were  a  Khmer  honey  pot  and 
an  owl-shaped  lime  pot  given  to  us  by  Mr.  Herman  Levy.  In 
addition,  three  Chinese  fan  paintings,  one  Japanese  wood¬ 
block  print,  one  Japanese  mask,  and  one  Khmer  lime  jar 
were  purchased.  A  small  amount  has  been  set  aside  for  a 
long-term  plan  to  make  purchases  in  the  field  of  Japanese 
Buddhist  art. 

Research 

This  year  staff  members  concentrated  on  formulating  con¬ 
cepts  and  designs  for  the  new  galleries  to  open  in  1982,  and 
on  resettling  the  department's  vast  collections  in  the  new 
storage  area.  Nevertheless,  Dr.  James  Hsu  has  continued 
research  into  the  use  of  pictographs  to  illustrate  aspects  of 
life  in  ancient  China.  Dr.  Doris  Dohrenwend,  who  has  a 
special  interest  in  Chinese  jade  and  Chinese  glass,  is  cur¬ 
rently  researching  Chinese  bronze  mirrors  and  ritual  ves¬ 
sels  and  increasing  her  knowledge  of  the  Qin-Han  period 
with  a  view  to  the  eventual  publication  of  the  ROM's  Han 
collections.  Dr.  Evelyn  Nagai-Berthrong  is  researching  the 
Indian  and  Tibetan  collections,  compiling  notes  on  the 
Indian  miniature  paintings,  and  planning  a  travelling  exhi¬ 
bition  with  a  comprehensive  catalogue.  Mrs.  Patty  Proctor 
continues  her  research  on  the  important  Chinese  tomb 
figure  collection.  Miss  Ka  Bo  Tsang  has  devoted  her  efforts 
to  assembling  information  about  the  Japanese  print  collec¬ 
tion,  while  continuing  her  research  on  the  stylistic  devel¬ 
opment  of  Qing  Dynasty  Chinese  paintings. 

Exhibitions 

In  response  to  public  demand  for  some  display  of  Oriental 
art  while  the  Far  Eastern  galleries  are  closed,  the  exhibition 
Prints  of  the  Great  Kabuki  Actors  was  shown  in  the  lower 
rotunda.  Also,  more  than  fifty  pieces  of  porcelain  were  sent 
to  the  Agnes  Etherington  Art  Centre  at  Queen's  University 
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Staff  photograph  in  the  new  library.  Left  to  right:  Dr.  fames  Hsu, 
Dr.  Evie  Nagai-Berthrong,  Mrs.  Nancy  Tsao,  Miss  Ka  Bo  Tsang, 
Miss  Betty  Kingston,  Mr.  Jack  Howard,  Dr.  Doris  Dohrenwend, 
Ms.  Nancy  Pat,  Mrs.  feannie  Parker .

Loans 

Several  large  loans  were  approved  in  order  to  utilise  the 
collection  while  the  galleries  were  closed.  Twenty-six 
miniatures  went  to  The  Gallery,  Stratford,  for  India  in 
Miniature-,  thirteen  Shang  oracle  bones  were  loaned  to  the 
Department  of  Metallurgy  and  Material  Science,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Toronto,  for  study;  five  Song  Chinese  porcelains 
went  to  the  Indianapolis  Museum  of  Art,  the  China  House 
Gallery  in  New  York,  and  the  Cleveland  Museum  of  Art,  as 
part  of  the  exhibition  Tz’u-chou  Type  Wares-,  and  several 
Buddhist  pieces  were  shown  in  Gods  at  Harbourfront.  Six 
renewable  long-term  loans  went  to  the  Universal  Buddhist 
Temple  in  Vancouver,  Holy  Blossom  Temple  in  Toronto, 
Huronia  Historical  Park  in  St.  Marie  Among  the  Hurons, 
the  Bank  of  Canada,  and  others.  We  also  made  numerous 
internal  loans  to  the  Discovery  Room,  Education  Services, 
Extension  Services,  and  the  Department  of  Mineralogy  and 
Geology. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  Hsu  and  Dr.  Dohrenwend  are  cross-appointed  to  the 
Department  of  East  Asian  Studies,  University  of  Toronto. 
Dr.  Hsu  taught  two  courses,  "Written  Word  in  Ancient 
China"  and  "Thirteen  Classics." 

Dr.  Dohrenwend,  Dr.  Nagai-Berthrong,  and  Mrs.  Sara 
Irwin  talked  on  the  Far  Eastern  collections  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  for  Asian  Studies,  held  in 
Toronto.  Dr.  Nagai-Berthrong  gave  lectures  entitled  "Hell 
and  the  Buddhist  Way  Thither",  "Solar  and  Lunar  Mait- 
reyas  in  the  ROM",  and  "How  the  Altaic  Shaman  Celebrated 
the  Parinirvana". 

Library 

The  invaluable  Far  Eastern  Library  has  been  relocated  in 
spacious  new  quarters  in  the  Curatorial  Centre's  east  side 
on  the  sixth  floor.  It  includes  an  archives  room,  special 
study  cubicles  for  research  purposes,  and  twice  the  original 
shelving  capacity  for  books.  The  centre's  new  climate  con¬ 


trols  will  help  prevent  deterioration  of  both  newly  acquired 
books  and  those  that  formerly  belonged  to  a  Chinese 
scholar,  Professor  H.H.  Mu. 

Following  his  death  in  1929  and  the  outbreak  of  civil  war, 
Professor  Mu's  family  offered  the  Mu  library  for  sale  on  the 
condition  that  the  library  be  kept  intact  in  a  research 
institution.  William  C.  White,  then  Anglican  Bishop  of 
Honan,  had  already  established  a  close  working  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  and  collected  much 
of  its  Chinese  art  and  archaeology  collection.  On  a  visit  to 
Peking  he  learned  of  the  Mu  offer  and  immediately 
arranged  to  begin  negotiations  for  the  library's  purchase  by 
the  ROM.  A  price  of  approximately  $12  000  (Canadian)  was 
agreed  to.  The  funds  were  provided  by  Bishop  White  and  Dr. 
John  C.  Ferguson,  a  leading  historian  of  Chinese  art,  then 
living  in  China,  and  by  Dr.  Sigmund  Samuel  and  Sir  Robert 
Mond,  both  lifetime  Museum  supporters. 

The  Mu  library  was  purchased  in  1933.  It  contained 
about  40  000  ts’e  (separately  bound  sections  of  a  Chinese 
work  bound  together  in  a  t’ao,  or  container).  During  the 
two  years  the  collection  remained  in  Peking  for  catalogu¬ 
ing,  Bishop  White  collected  an  additional  10  000  volumes. 
In  early  1935  the  collection  was  packed  and  shipped  to  the 
ROM,  accompanied  by  5000  rubbings  of  stone  inscriptions 
and  carved  monuments  that  Bishop  White  had  acquired 
during  his  years  in  China.  The  Mu  library  brought  to 
Toronto  the  third  largest  collection  of  Chinese  books  in 
North  America  at  that  time. 

On  6  November  1937,  the  ROM's  Professor  H.H.  Mu 
Library  (later  designated  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library)  was 
officially  opened.  Bishop  White  was  appointed  its  first 
keeper.  Although  the  Mu  Library  was  divided  in  1966,  the 
larger  part  going  to  the  University  of  Toronto  Library,  the 
collection  remained  intact,  since  at  that  time  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Toronto  and  the  Museum  were  affiliated.  When  the 
Museum  separated  from  the  University  in  1968,  the 
Museum  retained  all  the  Mu  books  relating  to  art  and 
archaeology,  the  rubbings  of  stone  inscriptions,  and  a  valu¬ 
able  collection  of  books  in  Western  languages  obtained 
through  grants  and  gifts. 

Although  inflation  is  having  its  effect  on  our  fixed 
budget,  the  library  continues  to  grow.  Numbered  in  Occi¬ 
dental  terms  (volumes  and  container,  or  t’ao  rather  than 
sections,  or  ts’e )  it  now  contains  more  than  20  000  vol¬ 
umes,  and  its  collection  of  slides  numbers  25  750. 

The  Far  Eastern  Library  is  now  the  best  reference  and 
resource  facility  on  East  Asian  art  and  archaeology  in  Can¬ 
ada,  and  it  ranks  among  the  leading  Far  Eastern  art  and 
archaeology  libraries  in  Western  countries.  Just  recently  it 
has  been  undergoing  adjustment  to  a  new  classification 
system,  a  new  system  of  subject  headings,  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Toronto  Library  Automation  System.  Lack  of  funds 
to  carry  out  the  changeover  with  speed  and  efficiency  has 
occasioned  many  difficulties.  However,  we  feel  the  neces¬ 
sity  to  keep  abreast  of  the  great  changes  taking  place  in  the 
library  world,  and  hope  that  in  the  near  future  our  integra¬ 
tion  into  the  vast  international  information  network  will 
help  our  own  research  and  make  our  holdings  known  to  a 
much  larger  public. 

Other  Public  Service 

The  informal  identification  of  objects  from  private  and 
sometimes  public  collections  is  a  departmental  service 
much  in  demand.  In  spite  of  the  closure  of  the  office  to  the 
public  for  several  months,  187  people  brought  objects  to  the 
department  for  identification  and  more  than  100  written 
requests  for  identification  were  answered. 
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Greek  and  Roman  Department

In  order  to  fulfil  one  of  the  essential  Museum  commit¬ 
ments,  that  of  keeping  the  collections  available  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  and  the  scholarly  community,  we  have,  during  the  clo¬ 
sure  of  the  galleries,  arranged  a  remarkable  number  of  loans 
to  national  and  international  institutions.  A  selection  of 
Roman  portrait  sculpture  went  to  the  University  of  British 
Columbia;  ancient  surgical  instruments  to  the  Academy  of 
Medicine,  Toronto;  Etruscan  and  Greek  bronze  mirrors  to 
the  University  of  Florida;  and  miscellaneous  Greek  and 
Roman  artifacts  to  the  Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Art.  With 
a  loan  of  forty-eight  ancient  coins,  the  department  col¬ 
laborated  in  a  scientific  project  on  metal  analysis  at  the 
Department  of  Physics,  University  of  Toronto,  undertaken 
with  the  use  of  non-destructive  X-ray  fluorescence.  Six 
marble  busts  that  formed  an  exhibition  on  Roman  por¬ 
traiture  in  the  Museum  subway  station  received  sustained 
public  interest  and  gratifying  feedback.  A  large  loan  went  to 
the  Museum's  own  Education  Services  to  be  used  in  class¬ 
room  teaching  programmes.  The  museumobile  exhibition 
on  Warfare  in  Ancient  Greece  with  Greek  bronze  arms  and 
armour  continued  its  touring  throughout  the  province.

Acquisitions 

The  collections  have  been  augmented  through  both  gifts 
and  purchases.  We  thank  our  research  associate,  Dr.  Joseph 
Shaw,  for  a  gift  of  twenty-seven  Minoan  and  Greek 
artifacts,  including  pottery,  terracotta  figurines,  and  coins,- 
the  Colchester  Archaeological  Trust  and  Mrs.  Alison  Eas- 
son,  assistant  curator  in  the  department,  for  Roman  pottery 
sherds;  and  Mrs.  L.  Stone  for  a  collection  of  slides  of  Greek 
sites. 

The  most  significant  purchase  was  a  Roman  marble 
relief  with  scenes  of  gladiatorial  combat,  which  will  make  a 
fine  focal  point  in  a  planned  new  exhibit  on  Roman  games 
and  entertainment. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

Dr.  Shaw  continued  his  excavations  on  the  site  of  the 
Minoan  and  Greek  settlements  at  Kommos,  Crete.  Spon¬ 
sored  by  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Canada  Council, 
and  the  ROM,  the  project  has  so  far  yielded  extremely 
rewarding  results  which  have  been  regularly  reported  on  in 
both  scholarly  and  popular  publications. 

Dr.  John  Hayes,  curator,  participated  in  the  Kommos 
project,  studying  the  pottery  finds  and  preparing  them  for 
publication.  He  also  took  part  in  the  Liri  Valley  archaeolog¬ 
ical  survey  of  Italic  and  Etruscan  sites  conducted  by 
McMaster  University,  and  in  the  Cypriot  excavations  at 
Paphos  and  Curium. 

Mrs.  Neda  Leipen,  curator  in  charge,  continued  work  on 
the  ROM  collection  of  Greek  and  Roman  sculpture.  For  the 
soon-to-be-completed  publication  of  the  former  Ludwig 
Curtius  collection,  she  was  awarded  a  Social  Sciences  and 
Humanities  Research  Council  grant,  which  financed  a 
research  assistant,  Mr.  Paul  Denis,  for  six  months.  She 
spent  a  number  of  weeks  at  the  Institute  for  Advanced 
Study  in  Princeton. 

Dr.  Hayes  worked  on  the  black-glaze  ware,  preparing  a 
catalogue  for  publication,  and  his  metalware  catalogue 
advanced  to  manuscript  form.  His  Corpus  Vasorum 
Antiquorum  volume  on  black-figure  pottery  in  the  ROM 
and  Ancient  Lamps  in  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  Vol.  I, 
were  published  during  the  year. 

In  charge  of  the  ancient  coin  collections,  Mrs.  Easson 
supervised  record  photography  by  Mr.  Wilfred  Boroskie, 
technician,  of  a  large  part  of  the  holdings.  She  continued 
her  work  on  Gaulish  mould-makers  and  began  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  a  catalogue  of  Central  and  East  Gaulish  mould¬ 
decorated  Samian  ware  in  the  ROM.  Mrs.  Easson  visited  the 
international  exhibition  of  Macedonian  royal  treasures,  In 
Search  of  Alexander,  at  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago,  on 
which  occasion  she  also  examined  the  collections  at  the 
Field  Museum  of  Natural  History  and  the  Oriental 
Institute.  The  department  is  much  indebted  to  her  for  her 
role  as  departmental  liaison  with  the  project  office  and  the 
collections  management  task  force  during  the  planning  and 
the  moving  stages,  and  with  Exhibit  Design  Services  with 
regard  to  details  of  arrangement  and  furnishing  of  the  new 
premises. 

All  curators  attended  the  colloquium  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Association  for  the  Study  of  Mosaics  ( AIEMA),  Cana¬ 
dian  branch,  held  at  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Medieval 
Studies,  St.  Michael's  College,  University  of  Toronto. 

Galleries,  Exhibitions,  and  Collections 

Throughout  the  year  all  curators  took  part  in  intense  plan¬ 
ning  for  the  re-opening  of  the  galleries.  At  the  same  time, 
the  material  from  the  dismantled  galleries  was  stored  in  the 
new  storage  units  and  subsequently  moved  into  the 
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departmental  storage  areas  in  the  Curatorial  Centre.  Keep¬ 
ing  track  and  recording  the  changing  locations  of  the  mate¬ 
rial  was  the  responsibility  of  Mr.  Boroskie,  who  also  suc¬ 
cessfully  coped  with  the  demanding  task  of  keeping  the 
collections  easily  accessible  whenever  needed  for  loans, 
study,  or  photography.  The  collection  of  coins  received 
extensive  curatorial  care  by  Mrs.  Easson. 

As  usual,  a  number  of  visiting  scholars  both  from  Canada 
and  other  countries,  including  Germany,  the  United  King¬ 
dom,  Sweden,  and  the  U.S.A.,  studied  the  collections  and 
made  use  of  our  facilities. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Mrs.  Leipen,  cross-appointed  to  the  Department  of  Fine 
Art,  University  of  Toronto,  taught  a  graduate  course  on 
classical  Greek  art,  structured  around  examples  of 
sculpture  in  the  ROM  collections.  She  delivered  a  paper  for 
the  ROM  research  colloquium  entitled  "The  head  of  a  youth: 
a  new  Etruscan  marble".  Mrs.  Easson's  contribution  for  the 
same  colloquium  was  "East  Gaulish  Samian  bowls  with 
mould-makers' signature  in  the  ROM".  Dr.  Hayes  delivered 
a  lecture  for  the  School  of  Continuing  Studies,  University 
of  Toronto,  on  pre-Roman  Italy.  He  served  on  the  Ph.D. 
examining  committee  for  candidate  P.  Olson.  Professor 
Joseph  Shaw  and  Professor  J.S.  Wilkinson,  research  associ¬ 
ates,  gave  public  lectures  on  the  Mediterranean  Bronze  Age 
and  ancient  numismatics,  respectively. 

Public  and  Museum  Service 

A  total  of  about  700  ancient  coins  and  artifacts  were  iden¬ 
tified  for  the  public.  A  number  of  Greek  and  Roman 
inscriptions,  both  ancient  and  modern,  were  translated. 
Two  extensive  private  collections  were  examined  by  Mrs. 
Leipen.  Greek  educational  slide  kits,  prepared  by  the  ROM 
Education  Services,  were  vetted  by  the  curators. 

All  curators  served  on  various  Museum  committees. 
Mrs.  Leipen  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Art  and  Arch¬ 
aeology  Curatorial  Council. 

Appointments,  Honours,  and  Distinctions 

Dr.  Hayes  was  promoted  to  full  curator  in  the  department. 
Mrs.  Easson  was  invited  to  give  a  major  paper  introducing 
ancient  coinage  as  seen  through  the  ROM  collections  at  the 
Nickle  Conference  '81,  which  will  take  place  in  Calgary  in 
October  1981. 

Mrs.  Leipen  was  elected  corresponding  member  of  the 
German  Archaeological  Institute. 

Dr.  Wilkinson,  research  associate,  was  awarded  the  Fer¬ 
guson  Gold  Medal  of  Merit  at  the  annual  convention  of  the 
Canadian  Numismatic  Association  in  Montreal. 


The  Jerusalem  Project

Research  and  writing  have  continued  on  what  will  be  the 
first  volume  of  the  report  on  the  Jerusalem  Excavation 
Project  of  1961-67,  devoted  to  the  work  carried  out  in  the 
Armenian  Garden  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  city  walls. 

Dr.  Douglas  Tushingham,  associate  director  of  the  whole 
project  under  the  late  Dame  Kathleen  Kenyon,  has  been 
assisted  in  this  research  by  his  wife,  who  was  in  charge  of 
the  ceramic  type  series  for  the  expedition.  The  Museum 
generously  provided  financial  support  for  this  work,  office 
space,  and  the  services  of  skilled  personnel.  Several  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Museum  staff,  principally  Dr.  John  Hayes  and 
Dr.  Lisa  Golombek,  and  Dr.  Ursula  Franklin,  Dr.  Sheila 
Campbell,  and  Dr.  C.P.  Jones  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
have  given  great  assistance.  Some  scholars  abroad  are  also 
collaborating:  Dr.  Donald  Harden  of  the  British  Museum; 
Dr.  Yuri  Miller  of  the  Hermitage  Museum  in  Leningrad;  Dr. 
Adnan  Hadidi,  director  of  the  Jordan  Department  of 
Antiquities;  Mrs.  Varda  Sussman  of  the  Israel  Department 
of  Antiquities;  and  Dr.  John  Lawrenz  and  scholars  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society. 

For  three  weeks  in  April,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Tushingham  par¬ 
ticipated  in  a  session,  held  in  Amman,  of  a  special  interna¬ 
tional  advisory  group  to  the  Jordan  Department  of  Antiqu¬ 
ities.  They  were  also  able  to  spend  a  few  days  in  Jerusalem 
discussing  with  colleagues  recent  work  in  the  Old  City  and 
checking  artifacts  from  their  excavations. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  manuscript  will  be  completed  in  the 
autumn  of  1981  for  submission  to  the  editorial  committee. 
The  Museum's  commitment  to  publish  this  volume  is 
greatly  appreciated.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Tushingham  wish  to 
express  their  thanks  to  the  board  and  staff  of  the  Museum 
for  their  interest,  support,  and  assistance  at  every  turn.

The  198 1  season  of  excavations  at  Lamanai,  Belize,  spanned 
the  period  from  early  January  through  mid-June.  Under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  David  M.  Pendergast,  curator,  the  eighth 
season  of  work  at  the  site  provided  us  with  a  much  fuller 
picture  of  life  in  the  city's  northern  suburbs  than  we  pos¬ 
sessed  at  the  end  of  1980,  and  also  revealed  a  large  zone  of 
Post-Classic  ( 10th- 15th  centuries  A.D.)  occupation  near  the 
south  end  of  the  site  centre.  Lamanai  remains  the  only 
known  Central  Maya  Lowlands  site  that  saw  continuous 
occupation  from  perhaps  as  early  as  1500  B.C.  until  the  mid- 
to  late- 17th  century  A.D.  The  1981  excavations  covered  a 
very  considerable  portion  of  this  long  period,  ranging  from 
about  500  B.C.  through  A.D.  1500.  As  the  Post-Classic  period 
was  almost  entirely  unknown  prior  to  the  Lamanai  work, 
the  discovery  of  the  south  site  centre  zone  this  year  is  of 
great  importance  and  sets  the  direction  for  much  of  the 
work  in  the  two  seasons  now  planned  to  complete  the 
project. 

Dr.  Pendergast's  work  is  supported  by  both  the  Museum 
and  the  Social  Sciences  and  Humanities  Research  Council 
of  Canada. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

Dr.  Peter  L.  Storck,  associate  curator  in  charge,  supervised 
the  computerization  of  data  on  the  distribution  of  artifact 


and  chert  types  for  thousands  of  objects  from  several  years 
of  excavation  at  the  Fisher  site,  a  10  000-  to  12  000-year-old 
Early  Palaeo-Indian  site  near  Stayner,  Ontario.  Assisted  by 
Mr.  Andrew  Stewart,  a  research  assistant  supported  by  a 
grant  from  the  Social  Sciences  and  Humanities  Research 
Council  of  Canada,  Dr.  Storck  is  using  the  computer  data  to 
prepare  a  major  publication  of  this  site. 

His  work  on  burial  mounds  completed,  Dr.  Walter  A. 
Kenyon,  Qurator,  turned  his  attention  to  a  study  of  the 
history  of  James  Bay,  with  emphasis  on  the  beginnings  of 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company.  Dr.  Kenyon's  report  on  this 
subject,  planned  for  completion  in  1982,  will  encompass 
his  many  years  of  work  on  the  Bay  at  sites  such  as  Fort 
Albany. 

From  July  to  October  1980  Mr.  Brian  Molyneaux,  field 
associate,  continued  recording  rock-painting  sites  in  north¬ 
western  Ontario  with  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Ontario 
Heritage  Foundation.  Mr.  Molyneaux  also  received  a 
research  contract  from  Parks  Canada,  Atlantic  Region, 
Halifax,  and  has  developed  a  resource  manual,  bibliog¬ 
raphy,  and  collection  of  site  maps  based  on  previous 
research  on  the  Kejimkujik  National  Park  petroglyphs. 

Mrs.  Mima  Kapches,  research  associate,  began  research 
on  the  Early  Iroquoian  period  in  southern  Ontario  by 
analyzing  a  collection  of  Princess  Point  ceramics  on  loan 
from  Mr.  G.W.  Marshall  of  Brantford,  Ontario.  Mrs. 
Kapches  was  also  awarded  a  postdoctoral  fellowship  from 
the  Social  Sciences  and  Humanities  Research  Council  of 
Canada  to  study  the  Early  Iroquoian  developments  in 
Prince  Edward  County,  Ontario.  This  project  will  include 
the  analysis  of  part  of  the  G.J.  Chadd  collection  acquired  by 
the  Museum  during  the  1920s.

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Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  Storck  delivered  lectures  to  the  Royal  Canadian 
Institute  in  Toronto,  the  London  Chapter  of  the  Ontario 
Archaeological  Society,  and  students  at  Wilfrid  Laurier 
University,  Waterloo.  Dr.  Kenyon  spoke  to  archaeological 
and  historical  societies  in  Toronto,  Collingwood,  Grimsby, 
and  Ottawa;  gave  a  talk  to  air  cadets  in  Toronto;  and  deliv¬ 
ered  lectures  at  the  Royal  Canadian  Institute  in  Toronto, 
Gairloch  Art  Gallery  in  Oakville,  and  the  Department  of 
Anthropology  at  Trent  University,  Peterborough.  Dr.  Pen- 
dergast  gave  the  1980  Vaughan  Lecture  and  addressed  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Niagara  Peninsula  Society  of  the  Archaeological 
Institute  of  America  and  the  Sudbury  Archaeological  Soci¬ 
ety.  Mrs.  Kapches  delivered  a  lecture  at  the  Ontario  College 
of  Art. 

During  the  year,  staff  interviews  were  given  on  cbc 
Radio,  Radio  Canada  International,  and  CJRT  Radio,  and  for 
the  radio  series  "The  Collectors". 

Other  Public  Service 

Mrs.  Kapches  visited  the  Huron  Indian  Village,  Midland, 
Ontario,  at  the  request  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Huronia  Museum  and  acted  as  consultant  on  technical 
aspects  of  the  village's  construction.  In  addition,  the  village 
was  provided  with  a  script  and  set  of  slides  prepared  by  Mrs. 
Kapches  and  Ms.  Peta  Daniels,  technician,  to  be  used  as  a 
new  introductory  audio-visual  presentation.

Acquisitions 

Among  the  more  unusual  acquisitions  for  the  department 
was  a  mail-order  yurt,  the  traditional  felt  tent,  from  Mon¬ 
golia.  The  arrangements  were  made  by  Professor  Wayne 
Schlepp,  University  of  Toronto,  while  he  was  in  Urumchi, 
Mongolia,  on  sabbatical. 

Two  donations  to  the  department  were  designated  by  the 
Canadian  Cultural  Property  Export  Review  (ccper)  Board 
to  be  of  national  significance:  a  collection  of  144  early 
Christian  and  medieval  Islamic  textiles  and  costumes 
given  by  Messrs.  Albert  and  Federico  Friedberg;  and  a  rare 
early  16th-century  Chinese  embroidered  handscroll,  given 
jointly  by  Dr.  Morton  Shulman,  Mr.  Samuel  Sarick,  and 
Mr.  Albert  Friedberg. 

Other  important  gifts  included  a  documented  collection 
of  Kashmiri  shawl  fragments  from  Mrs.  William  Hadow, 
Victoria,  B.C.  and  a  painted  Chinese  silk  yardage  for  an 
18th-century  European  dress,  a  gift  from  the  Fashion  Group 
of  Toronto,  Inc.  The  Textile  Endowment  Fund  Committee 
gave  a  medieval  Coptic  vestment  in  memory  of  Dr.  Ver¬ 
onika  Gervers. 

Several  important  purchases  added  significant  strength 
to  existing  collections,  including  three  shawls  from  Bor¬ 
neo,  two  ceremonial  cloths  from  the  Celebes,  and  an 
extremely  rare  mid- 17th-century  embroidered  Chinese 
coat  yardage  that  adds  new  information  to  our  knowledge 
about  early  Ch'ing  costume.  Thirteen  pieces  of  18th- 
century  French  wood-block  printed  fabric  were  added  to  fill 
gaps  in  that  world-famous  collection.  A  collection  of  110 
Guatemalan  costumes  acquired  at  source  for  the  Museum 
was  purchased  jointly  by  the  Ethnology  and  Textile  depart¬ 
ments. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

Mrs.  Mary  Holford,  assistant  curator,  completed  the  manu¬ 
script  of  her  study  of  18th-century  dress  construction.  She 
initiated  a  survey  of  dressmaking  and  tailoring  establish¬ 
ments  in  Toronto,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Fashion 
Group  Inc.,  Toronto,  is  preparing  for  publication  a  study  of 
couturier  and  designer  clothes.  Mrs.  Holford  is  also  work¬ 
ing  in  collaboration  with  Mrs.  Edith  Starink,  research  asso¬ 
ciate,  on  a  handbook  of  the  ROM's  lace  collection.  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Burnham,  research  associate,  travelled  to  New 
Orleans,  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Denver  to  study  handweaving 
and  Plains  Indian  costume.  Mrs.  Katharine  Brett,  curator 
emeritus,  worked  on  the  chintz  collections  at  the 
Rijksmuseum,  Amsterdam,  and  the  Costume  Museum, 
The  Hague.  Louise  W.  Mackie  studied  Mamluk  silks  and 
other  Islamic  textiles  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art 
and  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Art. 

A  total  of  631  recent  accessions  were  catalogued  and 
documented  this  year  by  departmental  staff. 

Loans 

Loans  to  seven  institutions  involved  seventy-five  objects 
from  the  collection.  A  rare  13th-century  Egyptian  silk  was 
lent  for  an  important  travelling  exhibition  of  Mamluk  art 
organized  by  the  Freer  Gallery  of  Art,  Smithsonian  Institu¬ 
tion;  Canadian  coverlets  from  Nova  Scotia  were  sent  to  an 
exhibition  of  Acadian  weaving  organized  by  the  Louisiana 
State  Museum;  and  seven  pieces  of  Slavic  costume  were

lent  to  the  exhibition  Our  Shining  Heritage,  organized  by 
the  Roberson  Center  for  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  Bingham¬ 
ton,  New  York. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Louise  W  Mackie  supervised  a  graduate  student  and  gave 
lectures  in  the  Middle  East  and  Islamic  Studies  Depart¬ 
ment,  University  of  Toronto.  She  presented  invited  papers 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Research  Center  in 


Egypt  in  Boston  and  at  a  symposium  of  Mamluk  Egyptian 
Art,  National  Gallery  of  Art,  Washington,  D.C.  Louise 
Mackie  also  lectured  on  Oriental  carpets  at  the  Montclair 
Art  Museum,  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  and  Winterthur 
Museum,  Wilmington,  Delaware.  Mr.  Vollmer  lectured  on 
Chinese  costume  and  textiles  to  the  Monterey  Historical 
Society,  Edmonton  Art  Gallery,  Seattle  Art  Museum,  Met¬ 
ropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  and  five  groups  in  Toronto.  Mr. 
Vollmer  and  Mrs.  Brett  presented  lectures  on  natural  dyes 
in  a  three-lecture  series  sponsored  by  the  Textile  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund  Committee. 

The  Commonwealth  rights  (excluding  Canada)  to  Warp 
and  Weft:  A  Textile  Terminology  by  Dorothy  Burnham 
were  sold  to  Routledge  &  Kegan  Paul  (Britain)  and  the  U.S. 
rights  to  Charles  Scribner's  Sons  (New  York).  The  Edmon¬ 
ton  Art  Gallery  published  a  book  on  Chinese  costume  by 
John  E.  Vollmer,  Five  Colours  of  the  Universe,  Symbolism 
in  Costume  and  Textiles  of  Ch’ing  Dynasty.  Mr.  Vollmer 
organized  an  exhibition  by  the  same  title  for  the  gallery. 

Other  Public  Service 

The  department  staff  assisted  156  visitors  from  around  the 
world  with  questions  concerning  the  collections.  More 
than  230  members  of  the  public  brought  items  into  the 
department  for  identification  and  were  seen  by  the  curator¬ 
ial  staff.  Enquiries  by  phone  and  letter  exceeded  1400. 

Appointments 

Louise  W.  Mackie  assumed  duties  as  associate  curator  in 
January  to  curate  the  ROM's  Islamic  textile  collections.  She 
is  one  of  the  foremost  scholars  in  that  field  and  comes  to  us 
from  the  Textile  Museum,  Washington,  D.C.,  where  she 
has  served  as  curator  for  the  past  eleven  years.  Mr.  Vollmer, 
associate  curator  in  charge,  completed  six  years  as  depart¬ 
ment  head  on  June  30  and  has  been  granted  sabbatical 
leave.  Louise  Mackie  will  assume  administrative  respon¬ 
sibilities  for  the  department. 

In  November  Mr.  Vollmer  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
the  presidency  of  the  Canadian  Museums  Association  and 
travelled  to  Ottawa;  Stephenville,  Newfoundland;  Halifax, 
Nova  Scotia;  Washington,  D.C.;  and  Indianapolis  on  behalf 
of  the  museum  community  in  Canada.  He  continued  to 
represent  Canada  on  the  standing  committee  for  costume 
for  the  International  Council  of  Museums  (icom)  and  pre¬ 
pared  a  draft  glossary  of  terms  to  classify  regional  dress. 
Mrs.  Brett  travelled  to  The  Hague  to  meet  with  the  working 
group  of  the  ICOM  costume  committee  to  finalize  the  vocab¬ 
ulary  of  fashionable  women's  dress. 

Mr.  Vollmer  served  on  the  dean's  committee  reviewing 
the  museum  studies  programme  of  the  University  of 
Toronto.

Art  and  Archaeology 


West  Asian  Department 

Louis  D.  Levine 
Curator  in  Charge 


Field  operations  in  the  Middle  East,  the  core  area  of 
research  for  the  West  Asian  Department,  were  directly 
affected  by  the  continuing  unrest  in  the  region.  All  of  our 
Iranian  projects  remained  stalemated,  and  we  began  seek¬ 
ing  out  new  frontiers  and  areas  for  research. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

Two  developments  are  particularly  noteworthy.  Dr.  E.J. 
Keall  spent  two  weeks  in  the  Yemen  Arab  Republic  laying 
the  groundwork  for  a  full  season  of  archaeological  survey  to 
take  place  in  the  winter  of  1981-82,  when  he  will  lead  a 
team  of  six  in  investigations  of  medieval  trade  and  settle¬ 
ment  along  the  shores  of  the  Red  Sea.  Dr.  T.  Cuyler  Young 
spent  five  weeks  in  Iraq,  two  participating  in  the  Abu 
Salabikh  excavations  of  the  British  School  of  Archaeology 
in  Iraq,  and  the  other  three  in  preliminary  reconnaissance 
of  the  middle  Euphrates  and  the  upper  Tigris  areas.  The 
former  survey  will  result  in  an  excavation  at  Tell  Yimniyeh 
this  year.  The  latter  will  probably  be  the  site  of  the  next 
ROM  project  in  Iraq. 

While  launching  new  projects  is  always  exciting,  the  job 
of  sorting,  analyzing,  and  preparing  the  results  of  work 
done  in  the  past  is  the  quiet  yet  far  more  important  part  of 
our  research.  In  this,  all  members  of  the  department  made 
excellent  progress.  Dr.  Lisa  Golombek  made  significant 
headway  with  her  book  about  Timurid  architecture,  and 
eighty-five  plans  and  drawings  have  been  completed.  She 
also  worked  on  the  restoration  and  identification  of  a 
mosaic  faience  panel,  which  had  come  to  the  ROM  in  thou¬ 
sands  of  pieces.  She  was  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Mary 
Faghani,  an  Iranian  conservator,  who  volunteered  her  ser¬ 
vices  for  this  project.  Dr.  L.D.  Levine  made  progress  with 
the  preparation  of  publications  on  three  projects:  Seh  Gabi, 
Godin  II,  and  the  Mahidasht  soundings,  all  from  western 
Iran.  Dr.  Young  completed  parts  of  his  manuscript  for  the 
Cambridge  Ancient  History,  Volume  IV,  and  continued 
work  on  Godin  II  and  III.  Dr.  Keall,  in  addition  to  the  Yemen 
trip,  did  major  work  on  the  Nippur  excavation  report  and 
on  his  material  from  Qal'eh-i  Yazdigird.  In  connection  with 
the  last  of  these,  he  received  a  grant  from  the  Social  Sciences 
and  Humanities  Research  Council  to  conduct  an  extensive 
analysis  of  Near  Eastern  stucco  decoration.  Finally,  Ms. 
Suzanne  Heim  continued  her  research  on  early  glazed 
wares  from  Iran. 

Exhibitions  and  Loans 

Although  most  of  the  ROM  was  closed  to  the  public,  the 
planning  of  collections  and  exhibitions  took  much  of  our 
time.  Dr.  Levine  and  Mr.  William  Pratt  have  computerized 
the  department  holdings  of  some  17  000  objects.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  all  members  of  the  department's  curatorial  staff  have 
been  involved  in  planning  the  new  galleries  and  new 
shows.  Janet  Emonson  has  coordinated  work  on  all  of  the 
department's  ancient  galleries,  while  Dr.  Golombek  and 
Dr.  Keall  have  looked  after  Islam.  Dr.  Keall  has  also  worked 
on  the  Silk  Road /China  Ships  show,  and  Ms.  Heim  sent 
Ladders  to  Heaven:  Our  fudeo-Christian  Heritage,  5000 
B.C.  —A.D.  500  to  Europe,  where  it  opened  on  5  June  1981 
at  the  Liebieg  Haus  Municipal  Gallery  in  Frankfurt.  The 
year  also  saw  the  production  of  the  major  catalogue  Lad¬ 
ders  to  Heaven,  first  in  English  and  then  in  a  German 
edition.  Dr.  Young  arranged  a  small  exhibit  of  Godin  II

material  in  the  sidewalk  cases  and  a  loan  of  material  to 
Harbourfront  for  their  exhibition  Gods.  Other  loans  to  the 
Art  Gallery  of  Ontario  and  the  Islam  Fourteenth  Centen¬ 
nial  Exhibition  were  looked  after  by  Dr.  Golombek. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Teaching  is  always  a  large  item  in  our  department's  sched¬ 
ule.  Two  graduate  courses,  two  undergraduate  courses,  and 
the  supervision  of  five  Ph.D.  dissertations  were  the  formal 
load;  but  informally  there  were  courses  on  using  comput¬ 
ers,  consultations  with  students,  and  small  meetings  with 
public  groups.  Scholarly  lectures  were  delivered  by  all 
members  of  the  department,  both  in  Toronto  and  as  far 
afield  as  Chicago,  Peterborough  (Trent  University),  Boston, 
and  Washington,  D.C.  Popular  lectures,  radio  and  televi¬ 
sion  appearances,  talks  to  school  groups,  and  the  ROM  world 
civilization  tour  to  Israel  and  Jordan  were  the  other 
activities  of  the  department  related  to  teaching. 

Other  Public  Service 

The  areas  of  public  service  in  which  our  staff  engaged 
ranged  from  membership  of  University  of  Toronto  commit¬ 
tees  and  directorships  in  professional  organizations  to 
work  on  behalf  of  local  private  school  boards  and  public 
institutions. 
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Department  of  Botany

The  Department  of  Botany  is  pursuing  its  usual  activities, 
amid  preparations  for  imminent  renovations  and  reloca¬ 
tion.  The  department  will  soon  be  moving  to  the  Sigmund 
Samuel  ( Canadiana)  Building  to  be  joined  by  the  herbarium 
collections  in  July  1982. 

The  department's  laboratory  analysis  of  changes  in  pol¬ 
len  along  the  length  of  each  new  core  of  lake  sediments 
describes  the  story  of  the  "greening"  of  North  America 
since  the  last  glaciation.  The  herbarium  collection  con¬ 
tinued  to  expand;  it  is  the  finest  extant  collection  for  the 
study  of  the  variation  and  distribution  of  Ontario's  flora, 
and  the  largest  teaching  collection  in  Canada. 

Acquisitions 

Over  6500  new  specimens  from  Scandinavia;  Ireland;  Gre¬ 
nada;  the  Northwest  Territories;  Labrador;  and  Ontario 
localities  such  as  the  Hudson  Bay  Lowland,  the  Niagara 
Escarpment,  and  Metropolitan  Toronto,  were  added  to  the 
vascular  plant  herbarium.  These  additions  came  from  field 
studies  by  herbarium  staff,  graduate  students,  and  active 
amateur  herbarium  associates.  A  significant  Scandinavian 
collection  was  purchased  from  Lund  University,  and  many 
additions  to  the  collection  derived  from  an  exchange  pro¬ 
gramme  with  other  Canadian,  American,  and  European 
herbaria.  This  year,  2100  specimens  were  sent  out  on 
exchange. 

With  the  support  of  the  Museum,  Dr.  J.  Krug,  research 
fellow,  continued  to  act  as  curator  of  the  University  of 
Toronto's  cryptogamic  herbarium,  adding  nearly  1000  new 
fungi  specimens  and  undertaking  an  exchange  programme. 

Field  Work 

Dr.  J.H.  McAndrews  cored  lake  sediments  in  conjunction 
with  the  investigation  of  a  Palaeo-Indian  site  near  Thunder 
Bay.  Another  lake  near  Bancroft,  Ontario,  was  also  cored. 

Mr.  John  Riley,  curatorial  assistant,  took  part  in  an  inter¬ 
departmental  collecting  trip  to  the  Aquatuk  Lake  area,  the 
northernmost  exposure  of  the  Canadian  Shield  in  Ontario. 
It  yielded  several  species  new  to  the  Ontario  flora  as  well  as 
a  valuable  general  collection  from  a  very  remote  part  of  the 
subarctic.  Mr.  Riley  also  made  general  collections  in  the 
Timiskaming  drainage  basin  and  locally  in  southern 
Ontario. 

Galleries 

Planning  continued  for  the  Museum's  new  botany  gallery, 
which  will  include  an  introductory  display,  using  the  life 
cycle  of  sugar  maple;  a  display  of  the  systematics  of  flower¬ 
ing  plants;  and  a  treatment  of  both  the  modern  and  prehis¬ 
toric  plantscapes  of  North  America. 

Publications,  Teaching,  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  McAndrews  published  a  scientific  paper  on  the  inter¬ 
pretation  of  late-Quaternary  temperature  change  from  fos¬ 
sil  pollen  records,  and  an  interpretive  paper  communicat¬ 
ing  his  work  to  archaeologists.  He  also  submitted  several 
plates  on  vegetation  history  and  modern  landscape  ecoreg- 
ions  for  the  National  Historic  Atlas.  Mr.  Riley  completed 
his  M.Sc.  thesis  at  the  University  of  Toronto  on  the  "Flora 
of  the  Hudson  Bay  Lowland".  He  also  wrote  a  provincial 
government  report  on  the  classification  and  regional  inter¬ 
pretation  of  Lowland  wetlands,  a  step  towards  the  estab¬ 


lishment  of  a  provincial  park  system  in  that  region.  Funds 
derived  from  consultation  with  the  Ontario  Ministry  of 
Natural  Resources  will  assist  Mr.  Riley  in  making  further 
studies  in  northern  Ontario,  cataloguing  extant  herbarium 
materials  from  northern  Ontario,  and  processing  a  com¬ 
puter  ordination  of  wetland  data  from  the  Hudson  Bay 
Lowland. 

Mr.  Riley  helped  edit  the  proceedings  of  a  conference 
"Protection  of  Natural  Ajreas  of  Ontario",  and  co-authored  a 
synoptic  paper  on  the  population  trends  of  various  species 
of  birds  wintering  in  southern  Ontario  over  the  past  fifty 
years. 

Dr.  McAndrews  taught  "Archaeobotany",  a  graduate 
course  of  the  departments  of  Botany  and  Anthropology  at 
the  University  of  Toronto.  He  presented  a  paper  with  Ms. 
Christine  Manville,  research  assistant,  at  the  International 
Palynology  Conference  at  Cambridge,  England;  delivered 
another  paper  at  the  Hudson/James  Bay  Symposium  at  the 
University  of  Guelph,  and  gave  invited  lectures  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Toronto,  McMaster  University,  and  Wilfrid 
Laurier  University.  He  spoke  at  the  Canadian  Naturalist 
Federation  meetings  on  the  "Greening  of  Ontario"  and  also 
to  the  Guelph  Field  Naturalists  Club.  Mr.  Riley  delivered  a 
paper  at  the  Hudson/James  Bay  Symposium  and  chaired  the 
vegetation  section  of  the  meeting.  He  also  made  a  presenta¬ 
tion  at  the  Canadian  Botanical  Association  meeting  in  Van¬ 
couver. 

Other  Public  Service 

Mr.  Riley  served  as  a  director  of  the  Toronto  Field  Natural¬ 
ists  and  became  editor  of  the  Ontario  Field  Biologist.  He 
continues  to  represent  the  Brodie  Club  on  the  board  of  the 
Federation  of  Ontario  Naturalists. 

The  department  identified  specimens  for  professional 
biologists,  local  enthusiasts,  environmental  consultants, 
government  agencies,  and  university  ecologists  and  arch¬ 
aeologists,  and  made  more  than  one  hundred  identifica¬ 
tions  of  ingested  plant  material  for  the  poison  control 
centres  of  various  hospitals.

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Department  of  Entomology

This  department  is  now  a  major  contributor  to  the  nation¬ 
ally  based  Biological  Survey  of  the  Insect  Fauna  of  Canada. 
Our  field  programme  is  directed  by  Dr.  Glenn  B.  Wiggins, 
curator.  This  year,  Mr.  Rein  Jaagumagi,  research  assistant, 
and  Mr.  Ed  Fuller,  student  assistant,  spent  twelve  weeks  in 
the  Yukon  Territory  collecting  some  30  000  terrestrial  and 
freshwater  arthropods  of  all  types  from  one  of  Canada's 
least-explored  frontiers.  With  the  deposition  of  this  mate¬ 
rial  in  our  research  collection,  Toronto  becomes  a  primary 
centre  for  investigation  of  northern  insect  fauna.  This 
nationally  prominent  role  is  possible  only  because  of  the 
strong  support  for  entomological  research  provided  by  sci¬ 
entific,  administrative,  technical,  and  secretarial  staff 
within  the  department. 

Acquisitions 

Through  Dr.  Wiggins's  activities  and  contacts  with  experts 
the  world  over,  substantial  new  material  was  added  to  the 
Trichoptera  collections.  Specimens  from  Malaysia  were 
donated  by  Dr.  G.F.  Edmunds,  University  of  Utah,  and  from 
South  America  by  Dr.  O.S.  Flint,  U.S.  National  Museum. 
Paratypes  of  a  new  species  of  caddisfly  from  India  were 
deposited  in  our  collection  by  the  authors,  and  approxi¬ 
mately  1500  vials  and  122  pinned  specimens  from  New 
Caledonia  were  received  as  a  legacy  from  a  project  begun  by 
the  late  Professor  H.H.  Ross  of  the  University  of  Georgia.  In 
return  for  identifications  of  Trichoptera  by  Dr.  Wiggins  and 
his  assistants,  specimens  were  obtained  from  several  parts 
of  North  America,  and  a  collection  of  stoneflies  (Plecopt- 
era)  from  Tasmania  was  donated  by  Dr.  H.B.N.  Hynes  of  the 
University  of  Waterloo. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

Dr.  David  Barr,  curator  in  charge,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Norma  E.  Barr,  research  assistant,  made  an  exploratory 


field  expedition  to  Inuvik,  Northwest  Territories,  and  there 
collected  over  3000  specimens  of  aquatic  mites  from  local 
lakes  and  ponds.  These  are  the  first  extensive  faunal  sam¬ 
ples  available  in  the  Museum  collections  from  subarctic 
environments. 

Dr.  Wiggins's  revision  of  the  Uenoidae  (Trichoptera)  was 
advanced,  and  Dr.  J.D.  Unzicker  of  the  Illinois  Natural 
History  Survey,  one  of  the  participants  in  this  research 
project,  visited  the  Museum  to  study  material  in  our  collec¬ 
tion.  Dr.  Wiggins  continued  his  research  on  two  other 
groups  of  caddisflies,  the  subfamily  Dicosmoecinae  and  the 
genus  Onocosmoecus.  Dr.  O.S.  Flint  of  the  U.S.  National 
Museum  and  Mr.  J.S.  Richardson,  a  graduate  student  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  are  collaborating  on  these  projects. 
Dr.  Wiggins  completed  an  outline  of  families  of  caddisflies 
for  a  book  on  the  immature  insects  of  North  America. 

Dr.  Barr  completed  two  microcomputer  programs  for  the 
analysis  of  data  generated  in  experiments  on  the  light  reac¬ 
tion  of  aquatic  mites,  and  together  with  N.  E.  Barr  he 
advanced  a  study  of  the  morphology  and  classification  of 
Canadian  mites  of  the  family  Limnocharidae.  A  second  full 
set  of  complex  statistical  analyses  of  the  anatomical 
similarities  of  African  army  ants  of  the  genus  Dorylus  was 
completed  in  a  joint  study  with  Dr.  W.  H.  Gotwald,  Jr.  of 
Utica  College,  Syracuse  University.  This  study  of  the  rela¬ 
tively  rare  male  caste  of  these  African  species  will  be  used 
as  a  comparison  with  their  earlier  work  on  the  major 
worker  caste. 

Exhibitions 

Ms.  Zile  Zichmanis,  scientific  illustrator,  worked  with 
curatorial  and  exhibits  staff  on  the  design  of  additional 
cases  to  be  installed  in  the  refurbished  arthropod  gallery. 
Our  research  associate,  Dr.  Glenn  Morris  of  Erindale  Col¬ 
lege,  provided  the  tapes  of  insect  song  which  were  broad¬ 
cast  in  the  arthropod  gallery  during  the  last  six  months  of 
public  access  to  the  rom. 

Many  specimens  were  prepared  by  Mr.  David  Pagnello, 
technical  assistant,  for  exhibition  in  both  the  arthropod 
gallery  and  other  new  galleries  to  be  opened  in  the  reno-

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vated  and  expanded  Museum.  Mr.  Brian  Marshall,  techni¬ 
cian,  led  several  local  expeditions  to  gather  display  speci¬ 
mens.  Mr.  Marshall  and  Mr.  Pagnello  also  continued  to  care 
for  the  department's  collection  of  living  invertebrates,  both 
those  that  were  on  display  until  January  and  those  main¬ 
tained  within  the  department  following  closure  of  the 
Museum  to  the  public. 

Loans 

Although  we  were  able  to  provide  only  a  reduced  form  of 
service  to  experts  interested  in  utilizing  the  entomology 
collections  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year,  several 
dozen  specimen  loans  were  sent  to  museums,  universities, 
and  research  institutes  across  Canada,  North  America,  and 
Europe.  In  addition,  a  loan  of  specimens  for  exhibit  was 
made  to  the  Ministry  of  Natural  Resources  for  use  at  the 
Kortright  Centre  for  Conservation. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  Barr  taught  a  course  on  advanced  invertebrate  zoology 
in  the  Department  of  Zoology,  University  of  Toronto,  and 
also  lectured  for  one-quarter  of  a  course  on  human  biology. 
Dr.  Wiggins  directed  the  work  of  Mr.  E.R.  Fuller  in  a  project 
course  in  zoology  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Dr.  Barr  led 
a  tour  of  the  entomology  collections  for  a  University  of 
Toronto  medical  entomology  class  visiting  the  Museum 
and  also  gave  a  lecture  and  gallery  tour  on  entomology  for 
the  Women's  Touring  Committee  of  the  ROM.  Dr.  Wiggins 
gave  a  lecture  on  invertebrates  of  temporary  pools  as  part  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  School  for  Continuing  Education 
course,  "The  Bog,  the  Marsh,  the  Swamp".  Dr.  Barr  pre¬ 
sented  a  public  lecture  on  aquatic  mite  biology  to  the 
Toronto  Field  Naturalists. 

Major  Publications 

An  exhaustive  programme  of  research  carried  out  by  Dr. 
Wiggins  for  over  twenty  years  has  culminated  this  year 
with  the  publication  of  an  extensive  report  entitled  "Evolu¬ 
tionary  and  ecological  strategies  of  animals  in  annual  tem¬ 
porary  pools".  The  paper  appeared  as  a  supplement  to  the 
respected  European  periodical,  Archiv  fur  Hydrobiologie, 
and  was  co-authored  by  Dr.  R.J.  Mackay,  research  associate, 
and  Dr.  Ian  M.  Smith. 

Other  Public  Service 

Our  department  secretary,  Ms.  Susan  Pasch,  organized  the 
departmental  service  programme  of  insect  specimen  iden¬ 
tification,  answering  many  general  enquiries.  The  more 
unusual  requests  were  given  to  curatorial  and  technical 
staff.  Several  hundred  queries  on  all  types  of  arthropods 
from  garden  spiders  to  cockroaches  to  giant  silkworm 
caterpillars  were  received  by  telephone  and  mail  and  were 
answered.  In  addition,  a  number  of  written  identifications 
with  specific  biological  information  were  provided  for  pub¬ 
lic  health  services,  private  business,  and  various  hospitals 
and  private  physicians. 

Appointments  and  Awards 

Dr.  Barr  was  promoted  to  curator,  and  Dr.  Wiggins  assumed 
the  position  of  first  vice-president  of  the  Entomological 
Society  of  Canada. 


Department  of  Ichthyology 
and  Herpetology 

E.J.  Crossman 
Curator  in  Charge 

Work  on  specimens  from  the  Chagos  Indian  Ocean  expedi¬ 
tion  continued  to  loom  large  in  the  attention  of  both  staff 
and  public.  Wide  interest  was  generated  by  the  discovery  of 
the  new  holder  of  the  title  The  Smallest  Vertebrate  in  the 
World  and  the  appearance  of  the  scientific  manuscript  in 
which  it  was  announced.  This  tiny  new  goby,  Trimmatom 
nanus,  was  only  one  of  probably  forty  new  species  in  that 
collection  new  to  science. 

Canadian  fauna  and  the  needs  of  local  citizens  were  not 
ignored.  Collecting  trips  to  eastern  Ontario  and  Quebec 
and  a  study  initiated  in  the  Wainfleet  Bog  were  added  to 
continuing  projects.  Work  on  the  bullfrog  will  be  used  by 
the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Natural  Resources  in  decisions  on 
new  regulations  governing  the  harvest  of  the  diminishing 
numbers  of  Ontario's  largest  frog. 

Acquisitions  and  Collections 

Acquisition  of  two  large  collections  of  little-known  fresh¬ 
water  fishes,  crustaceans  and  amphibians  from  Sarawak, 
East  Malaysia,  the  result  of  a  project  supported  by  the 
Canadian  International  Development  Research  Centre, 
came  about  through  the  involvement  of  research  associate 
Dr.  E.K.  Balon.  This  Sarawak  material  includes  many 
forms  of  fishes  and  amphibians  not  previously  represented 
in  ROM's  collections,  among  them  our  first  specimens  of 
caecilians,  a  group  of  legless  specialized  burrowing  amphi¬ 
bians. 

There  were  65  other  accessions,  consisting  of  about  165 
lots  of  specimens,  from  nineteen  institutions  in  countries 
around  the  world,  including  Canada,  U.S.A.,  South  Africa, 
Australia,  Pakistan,  and  India.  The  Ontario  Ministry  of 
Natural  Resources  continued  to  make  large  numbers  of 
specimens  available. 

The  St.  Andrews  Biological  Station,  Canada  Department 
of  Fisheries  and  Oceans,  made  available  a  large  Atlantic  cod 
from  which  the  ROM's  art  department  made  three  latex 
models  for  use  in  displays. 

Important  Caribbean  specimens  were  purchased  from 
Bellairs  Research  Institute,  Barbados,  and  Spanish  speci¬ 
mens  from  St.  Mary's  University,  Halifax.  Others  were 
acquired  as  a  result  of  collecting  and  field  work  by  the  staff. 

Special  study  and  display  needs  for  specimens  were  satis¬ 
fied  by  nineteen  loans  from  institutions  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  South  Africa,  Australia,  England,  Germany,  and  vari¬ 
ous  collections  in  the  U.S.A.  The  department  made  thirty- 
two  loans,  totalling  150  lots  of  specimens,  to  borrowers  in 
the  U.S.  A.,  Australia,  Germany,  and  Hawaii,  and  to  various 
Ontario  universities. 

There  were  twenty-three  exchanges  and  outright  gifts  of 
uncatalogued  specimens  surplus  to  our  needs,  as  a  result  of 
which  309  lots  of  fishes  went  to  collections  in  various 
centres  in  Canada  and  the  U.S. A.,  Italy,  England,  Brazil, 
South  Africa,  India,  Australia,  Taiwan,  and  Hawaii.  Of 
these,  193  lots  were  of  Chagos  specimens  distributed  to 
assure  their  wider  availability  to  the  world  research  com¬ 
munity. 

Research,  Study  Projects,  and  Field  Work 

Dr.  R.  Winterbottom,  with  Dr.  A.R.  Emery,  described  and 
named  a  new  genus  and  two  new  species  of  gobies,  Trim- 
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matom  nanus  and  T.  offucius,  and  sorted  and  identified  the 
Chagos  fishes  in  twelve  of  the  seventy-five  families, 
including  two  of  the  larger  families.  He  was  also  involved 
in  half-a-dozen  other  studies  and  revisions. 

In  addition  to  projects  carried  out  jointly  with  Dr.  Win- 
terbottom,  Dr.  Emery  pursued  ten  other  studies  and  proj¬ 
ects,  among  them  a  revision  of  the  genus  Lepidozygus, 
underwater  observations  on  Labisomus  filamentosus ,  and 
a  checklist  of  the  fishes  of  the  Barbados. 

Mr.  J.  Lovisek  initiated  a  study  of  the  biology  of  the 
spotted  turtle  in  the  Wainfleet  Bog  and  continued  work  on 
the  biology  of  the  bullfrog  in  Ontario. 

Dr.  E.J.  Crossman,  assisted  by  Mrs.  C.  Goodchild  and  Mr. 
E.  Holm,  has  begun  the  sorting  and  identification  of  the 
poorly  known  freshwater  fishes  in  the  two  large  collections 
from  the  island  of  Borneo.  He  was  involved  in  several  other 
projects,  among  them  the  preparation  of  An  annotated 
bibliography  to  the  world  literature  on  the  pike,  Esox 
lucius ;  The  cleithrum  aging  project-,  Continuing  research 
on  the  muskellunge-,  and  Distribution  of  Ontario  fishes. 
The  Ontario  Ministry  of  Natural  Resources  kindly  made 
available  funds  and/or  personnel  to  help  advance  each  of 
these  projects.  The  first  two  projects  also  involve  a  research 
associate,  Dr.  J.M.  Casselman. 

Accumulating  and  entering  recent  information  for  a 
planned  revision  of  the  text  Freshwater  Fishes  of  Canada  is 
in  part  the  work  of  a  volunteer,  Mrs.  Margaret  Crossman. 

Mr.  E.  Holm  and  Mr.  G.  Coker  carried  out  much  of  the 
original  morphological  examination  of  the  lake  whitefish 
for  the  study  of  fish  stocks.  Mr.  Holm  also  surveyed  the 
collection  holdings  of  redhorse  suckers  and  the  holdings  of 
certain  darters,  carried  out  ( with  Mr.  Coker  and  Dr.  Winter- 
bottom)  trials  of  the  comparative  effectiveness  of  different 
collecting  chemicals,  and  compiled  information  on  type 
specimens  to  be  used  eventually  in  a  catalogue  of  ROM 
types. 

Mrs.  Goodchild,  responsible  for  the  departmental  library 
and  a  special  part  of  the  collection,  also  gathered  and 
analyzed  data  for  various  curators'  research  projects. 

Field  work  was  carried  out  by  A.R.  Emery  in  Barbados 
and  on  the  Atlantic  coast  of  Canada;  by  J.  Lovisek  in  Nogies 
Creek  and  Wainfleet  Bog,  Ontario;  by  E.  Holm  and  G. 
Coker  in  the  Niagara  District,  Lake  Ontario,  and  the  St. 
Lawrence  tributaries  from  the  Bay  of  Quinte  to  Quebec 
City;  and  by  E.J.  Crossman  in  Nogies  Creek,  Stony  Lake, 
and  Lake  Ontario. 

Funding 

As  in  the  past,  at  least  98  per  cent  of  the  funding  for 
research  on  the  collections  in  the  field  was  acquired  by 
individual  curators  from  outside  sources  rather  than  from 
the  operating  budget.  Dr.  Winterbottom  received  $13  000 
from  nserc  to  study  the  anatomy,  phylogeny,  and  biogeog¬ 
raphy  of  perciform  fishes;  Dr.  Emery  received  $5000  from 
nserc  to  study  mechanisms  of  speciation  in  fishes,  includ¬ 
ing  geographic  variation;  and  Dr.  Crossman  received  a  total 
of  $17  000  from  four  separate  sources  to  study  muskellunge 
at  Nogies  Creek  and  Stony  Lake,  and  also  $4000  from  nserc 
to  study  the  evolutionary  history  of  esocoid  fishes. 

Exhibits 

The  Museum  is  at  present  without  an  aquarium  exhibit  for 
only  the  second  time  since  1933.  A  start  was  made  on  the 
building  of  the  new  herpetology  galleries,  while  plans  were 
laid  for  the  new  ichthyology  gallery. 

Important  exhibits  were  The  Chagos  Expedition, 
Toronto-Dominion  Centre,  Toronto;  Introducing 


Ontario’s  Amphibians,  a  travelling  exhibit;  specimens  of 
marine  fishes  for  the  Discovery  Room;  and  travelling 
school  cases  on  amphibia. 

Exhibits  planned,  and  in  part  prepared,  included  Skele¬ 
tons  in  our  Closet  for  the  Museum  subway  station  (Good- 
child);  Fish  Communities  in  a  Cold  Water  and  a  Warm 
Water  Stream  (Holm);  the  renovated  ichthyology  gallery 
(Winterbottom  and  Emery);  the  relocated  herpetology  gal¬ 
lery  (Lovisek  and  Crossman);  and,  with  gallery  design 
teams,  the  permanent  galleries:  Introducing  the  Life  Scien¬ 
ces  (Crossman)  and  Mankind  Discovering  (Emery). 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

All  three  curators  are  cross-appointed  to  the  staff  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  as  professors  "without  salary".  Dr. 
Crossman  serves,  under  the  same  conditions,  as  adjunct 
professor  in  the  Department  of  Zoology,  University  of 
Guelph. 

Dr.  Winterbottom  supervised  one  graduate  student  and 
one  project  student.  He  and  Dr.  Emery  taught  "Ichthyol- 
ogy",  while  Dr.  Emery  taught  half  a  course,  "Resource 
Ecology".  Dr.  Crossman  supervised  three  graduate  stu¬ 
dents,  and  all  three  curators  acted  on  advisory  committees 
and  examining  boards  at  the  University  of  Toronto  and  the 
University  of  Guelph.  Dr.  Crossman  was  a  member  of  the 
Promotions  and  Tenure  and  LAS  Policy  committees  of  the 
Department  of  Zoology,  University  of  Toronto. 

Thirty-eight  talks  or  lectures  were  given  to  various  uni¬ 
versity,  school,  naturalists',  and  public  groups  in  Ontario 
under  the  auspices  of  government  ministries  and  the  ROM 
Speakers'  Bureau,  and  by  direct  request.  Dr.  Emery  and  Dr. 
Winterbottom  gave  ten  lectures  on  marine  biology  to 
senior  citizens  under  the  auspices  of  "Learning  Unlim¬ 
ited".  Mr.  Lovisek's  many  talks,  given  privately  to  15  000 
citizens  in  southern  Ontario,  attempted  to  create  a  better 
public  understanding  of  amphibians  and  reptiles. 

Publications 

During  the  year  various  members  of  the  staff  prepared 
eighteen  scientific  and  interpretive  articles  (see  staff  bibli¬ 
ography).  Two  hundred  and  forty  copies  of  publications  by 
various  staff  members  were  sent  out  as  a  result  of  direct 
mail  requests.  In  addition,  hundreds  of  other  publications 
were  mailed  out  in  order  to  acquire  by  exchange  the 
research  of  others. 

Meetings  Attended  and  Papers  Presented 

Mr.  Lovisek  presented  papers  both  at  the  symposium  on 
the  reproductive  biology  and  conservation  of  crocodilians, 
in  Milwaukee,  and  at  the  ROM  research  colloquium. 

Dr.  Winterbottom  was  a  panel  member  for  a  symposium 
on  "Phylogenetics  or  Cladistics,  the  Continuing  Debate", 
presented  in  Toronto  by  the  Classification  Society. 

Dr.  Emery  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Institute  and  of  its  board  of  governors,  and  he  and  Dr. 
Crossman  attended  the  meetings  of  the  American  Society 
of  Ichthyologists  and  Herpetologists  in  Corvallis,  Oregon. 

Cheryl  Goodchild  attended  the  ROM  research  col¬ 
loquium;  a  Zodiak  word-processing  workshop  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Toronto;  and  O.M.N.R.  Acid  Rain  Open  House, 
Dorset,  Ontario. 

Dr.  Crossman  attended  meetings  of  the  American 
Fisheries  Society  in  Louisville,  participating  in  a  sym¬ 
posium  on  biomonitoring  and  presenting  an  invited  paper. 
He  attended  a  symposium  on  identification  of  stocks  of 
fishes  and  was  co-author  of  a  paper  presented  there.  Dr. 
Crossman  attended  meetings  of  the  Canadian  Conference 
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for  Fisheries  Research;  the  Canadian  Society  of  Environ¬ 
mental  Biologists;  and  the  executive  council  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Society  of  Zoologists,  all  in  Montreal;  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Association  for  Great  Lakes  Research  and  the 
taxonomy  committee  of  that  association  in  Columbus, 
Ohio;  and  the  Canadian  Society  of  Zoologists,  Waterloo. 

Professional  and  Public  Services 

During  the  year  the  department  performed  fifty-four  differ¬ 
ent  identification  services.  Among  the  objects  identified 
were  fish  bones  for  archaeologists,  and  imported  manufac¬ 
tured  articles  and  tourists'  purchases  for  the  rcmp  and 
Canada  Customs.  An  investigation  was  also  carried  out  for 
the  Toronto  Public  Works  Department  of  the  housing  of  a 
water-main  valve  that  trapped  snakes. 

Various  members  of  the  staff  assisted  photographers,  art¬ 
ists,  illustrators,  and  radio,  film,  and  television  producers. 
They  also  served  as  contest  judges,  refereed  scientific  man¬ 
uscripts,  reviewed  grant  requests  by  other  scientists,  and 
sat  as  members  on  international,  national,  and  local  com¬ 
mittees. 

The  department  provided  consultation  to  dozens  of  indi¬ 
viduals  and  to  twenty-eight  different  government,  public, 
and  private  agencies.  Some  of  these  were  the  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children;  Ontario  Hydro;  the  Ontario  ministries  of 
Agriculture  and  Food,  Natural  Resources,  Environment, 
and  Labour;  the  federal  departments  of  Fisheries  and 
Oceans,  and  Supplies  and  Services;  the  International 
Development  Research  Centre;  and  state  government 
departments  in  the  U.S.A.  The  department  also  provided 
information  by  letter  and  telephone  to  people  not  only  in 
North  America  but  also  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

The  department  received  thirty  groups  of  special  visitors 
during  the  year.  In  addition  to  Canadian  visitors,  there  were 
six  groups  from  the  U.S.A.  and  individuals  or  groups  from 
Finland,  England,  Australia,  Hong  Kong,  Japan,  Singapore, 
and  South  Africa. 

Appointments,  Awards,  and  Honours 

Dr.  Emery,  a  governor  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Institute,  was 
appointed  editor  for  that  group.  He  also  serves  on  the  edito¬ 
rial  board  of  the  journal  Copeia  and  is  a  governor  of  the 
sponsoring  American  Society  of  Ichthyologists  and  Her¬ 
petologists  and  its  representative  to  the  Association  of  Sys- 
tematics  Collections.  Dr.  Crossman  was  appointed  associ¬ 
ate  editor  of  the  journal  Environmental  Biology  of  Fishes, 
and  was  elected  a  fellow  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Fisheries  Research  Biologists,  second  vice-president  of  the 
Canadian  Society  of  Zoologists,  and  a  governor  of  the 
American  Society  of  Ichthyologists  and  Herpetologists. 
Mrs.  Cheryl  Goodchild  was  elected  secretary  of  the  ROM 
Joint  Curatorial  Council.  Dr.  Winterbottom  is  a  governor  of 
the  American  Society  of  Ichthyologists  and  Herpetologists. 

Following  their  success  on  the  Chagos  Expedition,  Dr. 
Emery  and  Dr.  Winterbottom  were  invited  to  participate  in 
the  planning  of  a  subsequent  British  tri-service  expedition 
to  the  Indian  Ocean  or  elsewhere. 

As  a  result  of  his  increased  responsibilities,  Mr.  Holm 
was  promoted  from  curatorial  assistant  I  to  curatorial 
assistant  n. 

Dr.  Russell,  University  of  Calgary,  was  appointed 
research  associate. 

Dr.  Emery  was  awarded  sabbatical  leave  from  1  June  to  30 
November  1981. 


Department  of  Invertebrate 
Palaeontology 

Peter  H.  von  Bitter 
Curator  in  Charge 

This  year  the  department  welcomed  a  very  special  visitor 
—  a  live  Nautilus  pompilius  from  the  Philippine  Islands. 
He  immediately  captured  our  interest  and  was  affection¬ 
ately  named  Norbert.  The  purpose  was  to  determine 
whether  a  live  Nautilus  could  be  maintained  in  our 
aquaria.  The  Nautilus  is  a  fascinating  creature.  It  has  been 
termed  a  "living  fossil",  and  fossil  remains  of  its  ancestors 
occur  commonly  in  the  rocks  of  Ontario  and  elsewhere. 

Another  pleasing  event  was  the  approval  by  Parks  Can¬ 
ada  of  our  plans  to  search  for  additional  areas  of  soft-bodied 
fossils  in  the  Burgess  Shale  in  British  Columbia.  The  pro¬ 
ject  is  being  funded  by  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada. 
The  Burgess  Shale  has  now  been  designated  as  a  World 
Heritage  Site  by  UNESCO  so  that  investigation  and  research 
of  its  fauna  have  become  even  more  important.

Acquisitions 

Of  particular  interest  this  year  was  the  repatriation  from 
the  United  States  of  seventy  Cambrian  trilobites  from 
Newfoundland.  The  Canadian  government  granted  the 
necessary  funds  for  the  acquisition.  Purchase  of  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  Ontario  eurypterids  from  Mr.  J.  Eckert  of  St. 
Catharines  along  with  judicious  purchases  at  fossil  shows 
added  representative  specimens  for  display  and  research  to 
our  collections.  Significant  donations  included  four  speci¬ 
mens  of  a  trilobite  ( Ceraurus )  from  Mr.  B.  Hessin  of 
Cobourg,  a  beautiful  example  of  hippuritid  clams  from  Ms. 
Tea  Kolar  of  Yugoslavia,  and  a  large  Ontario  crinoid  from 
the  State  University  at  Buffalo,  New  York. 
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Field  Work,  Research,  and  Conferences 

During  a  six-month  sabbatical  leave,  Dr.  Peter  von  Bitter 
worked  on  his  research  of  conodonts  (microscopic  tooth¬ 
like  fossils)  and  visited  colleagues  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
West  Germany,  and  Yugoslavia.  A  stay  at  the  University  of 
Southampton  involved  a  joint  project  with  Dr.  Ronald 
Austin  and  field  work  with  Dr.  Ian  West  in  Ireland.  Dr.  von 
Bitter  attempted  to  minimize  the  effects  on  conodont  evo¬ 
lution,  attributed  to  continental  drift,  which  is  reflected  in 
current  conodont  taxonomy.  During  the  year  Dr.  von  Bitter 
also  continued  his  research  with  Dr.  Peter  Storck  on  the 
sources  of  chert  used  as  tools  by  Palaeo- Indians  of  southern 
Ontario  some  11  000  years  ago. 

The  25th  International  Geological  Congress  was  held 
this  year  and  Dr.  D.H.  Collins  and  Dr.  von  Bitter  attended 
the  ECOS  II  meeting  of  this  congress.  Dr.  von  Bitter  pre¬ 
sented  two  papers  on  conodonts  and  one  on  Christian  Hein¬ 
rich  Pander,  who  was  the  father  of  conodontology.  While 
attending  this  meeting,  Dr.  Collins  and  Dr.  von  Bitter  col¬ 
lected  fossils  at  world-famous  fossil  localities  near  Prague. 

Dr.  Collins  continued  his  research  projects  on  Nautilus 
and  on  the  Burgess  Shale  fauna  with  Mr.  David  Rudkin. 

Dr.  Madeleine  Fritz  proceeded  with  her  research  on  the 
redescriptions  of  the  bryozoan  fauna  of  Workman's  Creek, 
Ontario. 

Dr.  Collins  and  Mr.  Rudkin  attended  the  second  annual 
ROM  research  colloquium,  Dr.  Collins  and  Dr.  von  Bitter 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Geological  Association  of  Can¬ 
ada,  and  Mr.  Rudkin  and  Mrs.  Hilary  Geberl  the  Canadian 
palaeontology  and  biostratigraphy  seminar.  At  each  meet¬ 
ing  the  ROM  representatives  presented  papers. 

Mrs.  Janet  Waddington  had  the  unenviable  task  of 
organizing  and  planning  the  move  of  the  approximately 
250  000  specimens  to  our  new  facilities,  and  the  sequence 
of  events  was  presented  in  a  paper  at  a  natural  history 
workshop  in  Ottawa  by  Mrs.  Waddington  and  Mr.  Rudkin. 

Exhibitions 

The  museumobile  Fossils  of  Ontario  and  the  Fossil  Myths 
and  Legends  exhibit  travelled  throughout  Ontario  to 
schools,  libraries,  and  fairs.  The  department  also  set  up  a 
display  highlighting  Ontario  trilobites  for  a  show  in  Lon¬ 
don,  Ontario,  and  organized  an  exhibit  of  fossil  wood  for 
the  outside  display  cases. 

Members  of  the  department  are  involved  in  ongoing  dis¬ 
cussions  with  the  exhibit  design  team  and  provide  assist¬ 
ance  both  to  the  edt  for  new  galleries  and  to  Extension 
Services  for  travelling  and  school  displays. 

Loans  and  Visitors 

Although  the  department  was  in  the  midst  of  organizing  its 
move  to  the  Curatorial  Centre,  single  specimens  and  suites 
of  fossils  from  the  collections  were  loaned  to  universities  in 
Canada,  the  United  States,  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

Visitors  from  universities,  institutions,  and  museums 
throughout  Canada  and  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from 
Australia,  Belgium,  the  People's  Republic  of  China,  and 
England,  were  welcomed,  both  to  look  at  the  collections 
and  to  confer  on  joint  research  projects. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  Collins  taught  a  course  on  the  geological  record  of 
evolution  at  the  University  of  Toronto  and  lectured  at  a 


Actinoceras  crebriseptum,  a  fossil  nautiloid  from  Upper  Ordovi¬ 
cian  (400  000  000  years  old)  rocks  in  Toronto.  Actinoceras  is  a 
straight-shelled  ancestor  of  modern  Nautilus. 


McMaster  University  seminar.  Dr.  von  Bitter  lectured  to 
the  regional  stratigraphy  class  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
and  on  his  research  in  eastern  Canada  and  the  United 
Kingdom  at  the  University  of  Southampton. 

Popular  lectures  were  given  by  Dr.  Collins  and  Mr.  Rud¬ 
kin  to  the  Parks  Palaeontology  Society,  a  University  of 
Toronto  anthropology  class,  and  the  Saugeen  Field  Natural¬ 
ists. 

Publications 

Twelve  manuscripts,  papers,  and  articles  were  published  by 
members  of  the  department,  and  Dr.  Collins  and  Dr.  von 
Bitter  acted  as  editors  for  the  ROM  life  sciences  publication 
series,  as  well  as  reviewing  and  editing  manuscripts  for 
outside  journals. 

Public  Service 

As  part  of  its  service  to  the  public,  the  department  iden¬ 
tified  numerous  fossils  and  also  provided  advice  on  the 
preservation  of  fossils  and  information  on  likely  spots  for 
eager  fossil  hunters. 

Consultation  played  a  part  in  our  public  service,  and  Dr. 
von  Bitter,  with  Mrs.  Geberl,  analyzed  residues  for  the  New 
Brunswick  Department  of  Mineral  Resources  and  Gulf 
Minerals  Canada  Ltd.  Dr.  Collins  conferred  with  Govern¬ 
ment  personnel  and  participated  in  a  public  enquiry  regard¬ 
ing  pipe  line  excavation  at  Craigleith,  Ontario. 

The  department  donated  duplicate  fossil  specimens  to 
the  University  of  Toronto  and  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  North¬ 
ern  Heritage  Centre  in  Yellowknife  to  assist  in  their  teach¬ 
ing  and  display  programmes. 

Dr.  Collins  gave  interviews  to  newspapers  on  Norbert 
the  Nautilus,  and  was  also  interviewed  for  a  radio  pro¬ 
gramme  to  discuss  the  Burgess  Shale  fauna. 

Appointments 

Dr.  Peter  H.  von  Bitter  was  appointed  curator  in  July  1980 
and  was  awarded  tenure  in  June  1981.

Preparations  for  the  move  to  the  Curatorial  Centre  and 
under-staffing  of  this  growing  department  made  the  past 
year  one  of  the  most  challenging  faced  by  curatorial  assist¬ 
ant  Renate  Carson,  who  was  responsible  for  the  operation 
of  the  department  in  consultation  with  the  acting  head. 
Early  in  January  the  department's  collections  were  moved 
into  vacated  galleries  in  the  Museum's  east  wing,  and  staff 
had  to  share  laboratory  space  with  four  members  of  the 
Department  of  Entomology  and  their  equipment  for  the 
rest  of  the  year.  Nevertheless,  Mrs.  Carson  again  succeeded 
in  promoting  an  active  departmental  programme. 

During  the  year,  the  department  received  permission  to 
hire  a  full-time  curatorial  staff  member  to  assume  the 
responsibilities  of  departmental  headship.  With  new  lead¬ 
ership  and  improved  facilities  in  the  Curatorial  Centre,  the 
Department  of  Invertebrate  Zoology  in  the  ROM  can  look 
forward  to  an  active  and  productive  future  and  to  rapid 
growth  that  will  make  it  a  major  Canadian  centre  for  work 
in  this  field. 

Acquisitions  and  Research 

Mrs.  Carson  and  Dr.  Janis  Speel,  research  collaborator, 
made  a  collecting  expedition  to  a  fringing  reef  off  the  island 
of  Andros  in  the  Bahamas.  Specimens  of  a  variety  of  marine 
invertebrates,  in  particular  Bryozoa  and  stony  corals,  were 
preserved  and  shipped  back  to  the  Museum.  The  most 
notable  acquisitions  from  this  trip  are  two  crinoids  of  the 
genus  Nemaster. 

A  paratype  of  the  stylasterine  coral  Adelopora  fornicula 
was  deposited  in  the  collection  by  Dr.  S.  Cairns  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution.  The  collections  were  also 
enlarged  by  a  donation  of  many  specimens  of  freshwater 
crustaceans  from  Sarawak,  courtesy  of  Dr.  E.J.  Crossman, 
Department  of  Ichthyology  and  Herpetology;  several  vials 
of  freshwater  invertebrates  collected  during  a  study  on 
temporary  pools  conducted  by  Dr.  G.  Wiggins,  Department 
of  Entomology;  and  thirty  collections  of  freshwater  inver¬ 
tebrates  collected  by  Entomology  staff  in  the  Yukon. 

Mrs.  Carson  continued  her  research  on  the  moss  animals 
(Bryozoa)  and  made  considerable  progress  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  a  manuscript  entitled  "Scallop  encrusting  Bryozoa 
from  George's  Bank".  Measurements  of  most  specimens 
were  completed,  and  identifications  were  verified. 

Exhibitions 

Mrs.  Carson  worked  with  designers  and  programmers  to 
prepare  the  detailed  plans  for  invertebrate  zoology  cases  to 
be  installed  in  the  renovated  galleries.  Mrs.  Carson  also 
consulted  with  the  Mankind  Discovering  gallery  develop¬ 
ment  team  concerning  methods  used  in  invertebrate  zool¬ 
ogy  field  work.  A  temporary  exhibit  of  mollusc  shells  was 
prepared  for  the  Shell  Carnival  which  took  place  in  July  of 
1980  at  Harbourfront. 


Department  of  Mammalogy 

Randolph  L.  Peterson 
Curator  in  Charge 

With  collections  containing  almost  90  000  specimens, 
including  20  000  from  Ontario,  the  Department  of  Mam¬ 
malogy  is  one  of  the  principal  Canadian  centres  for  the 
study  of  mammals. 

For  nearly  four  decades  after  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
of  Zoology  was  established  in  1914,  extensive  faunal  sur¬ 
veys  were  made  in  various  regions  of  Ontario.  During  the 
past  few  years  the  department  has  again  focused  field 
activities  on  regions  of  Ontario,  conducting  field  studies  in 
the  Fort  Frances  District,  Quetico  Provincial  Park,  and  the 
Sutton  Ridges  near  Hudson  Bay.  These  expeditions  are 
cooperative  ventures  with  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Natural 
Resources  and,  in  addition  to  collecting  research  speci¬ 
mens,  have  obtained  considerable  ecological  data. 

Acquisitions 

During  the  1980-81  fiscal  year,  we  acquired  1327  specimens 
through  purchases,  collecting  by  staff,  and  donations.  Not¬ 
able  acquisitions  included  277  mice,  shrews,  voles,  and 
other  mammals  from  Aquatuk  Lake  in  the  Hudson  Bay 
Lowlands;  50  mammals  (including  a  pangolin  and  other 
unusual  species)  from  East  Africa;  36  bats  from  Nigeria, 
donated  by  Mrs.  Mary  Dyer;  107  coyote  skulls,  donated  by 
Mr.  Gary  Moore  of  the  New  Brunswick  Department  of 
Natural  Resources;  and  60  marten  skeletons,  donated  by 
the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Natural  Resources.  Specimens 
from  Chile,  Colombia,  El  Salvador,  and  Peru  also  aug¬ 
mented  our  collections. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

The  least-known  fauna  of  Ontario  is  that  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
Lowlands.  Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  David  Nagorsen, 
the  department  initiated  a  long-term  study  of  this  region, 
concentrating  its  field  work  at  Aquatuk  Lake  in  the  Sutton 
Ridges.  About  270  mammals  representing  12  species  were 
collected  with  detailed  data  on  populations  of  small  mam¬ 
mals  in  different  plant  communities.  The  rare  northern  bog 
lemming  ( Synaptomys  borealis )  and  the  water  shrew 


The  red-backed  vole  ( Clethrionomys  gapperi )  is  the  most 
common  small  mammal  in  subarctic  forests  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
Lowland. 
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( Sorex  palustris )  were  among  the  mammals  obtained.  The 
Ontario  Ministry  of  Natural  Resources  provided  logistic 
support,  and  the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Show 
funded  the  project. 

Curatorial  staff  continued  research  on  a  variety  of  mam¬ 
mals.  Dr.  Peterson  completed  his  systematic  review  of 
bent- wing  bats  of  the  genus  Minioptems ,  and  his  monog¬ 
raph  on  the  bats  of  Malagasy  is  in  final  manuscript.  In 
addition,  he  began  a  systematic  review  of  the  bats  of  Java 
and  adjacent  islands  and  studied  specimens  at  the  Smith¬ 
sonian  Institution  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  at  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Museum  of  Natural  History  in  New  York  City.  Dr. 
Peterson's  research  was  supported  by  the  Natural  Sciences 
and  Engineering  Research  Council  of  Canada  (nserc). 

Dr.  James  Tamsitt  continued  research  on  neotropical 
bats  and  studied  important  collections  in  Bogota,  Colom¬ 
bia.  He  also  completed  studies  of  a  well-preserved  fossil  bat 
of  the  family  Mormoopidae  from  El  Salvador.  Ms.  Judith 
Eger  continued  to  study  the  geographic  variations  in 
Neararctic  mammals  for  her  Ph.D.  degree,  and  concen¬ 
trated  on  an  analysis  of  the  relationship  between  weather 
and  the  morphology  of  the  collared  lemming  ( Dicrostonyx 
torquatus ).  As  part  of  his  M.Sc.  research,  Mr.  Nagorsen 
studied  specimens  of  snowshoe  hares  ( Lepus  americanus) 
at  eleven  museums  in  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

Exhibition 

A  selection  of  ten  bronze  sculptures  of  African  mammals 
was  displayed  at  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Library  from  10 
May  to  21  June.  The  extraordinarily  lifelike  sculptures  are 
the  work  of  Nairobi-born  Robert  Glen,  sculptor,  taxider¬ 
mist,  and  naturalist. 

Loans 

Because  of  the  need  to  pack  specimen  cabinets  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  move  to  new  quarters  in  the  Curatorial  Centre, 
loans  were  fewer  than  in  previous  years.  Nevertheless, 
twelve  loans  were  made  to  institutions  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  The  department  also  lent  specimens  to 
teachers  and  artists  for  educational  and  illustrative  pur¬ 
poses. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  Peterson  and  Dr.  Tamsitt  taught  the  zoology  course  in 
mammalogy  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Dr.  Peterson 
supervised  research  by  three  M.Sc.  students  and  a  Ph.D. 
student.  Dr.  Tamsitt  served  on  the  committee  of  a  Ph.D. 
student. 

Ms.  Eger  presented  a  paper  entitled  "Analysis  of  geo¬ 
graphic  variation  in  North  American  populations  of  the 
Arctic  fox  ( Alopex  lagopus )"  at  the  second  annual  ROM 
research  colloquium.  Mr.  Nagorsen  and  Dr.  Tamsitt  pre¬ 
sented  data  on  the  systematics  of  bats  of  the  Anoura 
cultrata  group  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  in  Toronto. 
Mr.  Nagorsen  talked  on  "Small  Mammals  of  Ontario"  to 
the  Toronto  Field  Naturalists'  Club,  and  Dr.  Peterson  dis¬ 
cussed  "Geographic  Dispersal  of  Bats"  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Canadian  Society  of  Zoologists  at  Waterloo, 
Ontario. 

Major  Publications 

Thirteen  publications  were  authored  by  staff  and  research 
associates.  Dr.  Peterson  published  a  systematic  review  of 
the  tristis  group  of  the  bat  genus  Miniopterus,  and  Mr. 
Nagorsen  and  Dr.  Tamsitt  published  a  systematic  review  of 
long-tongued  bats  of  the  Anoura  cultrata  group.  Dr.  M.

Other  Public  Service 

Staff  participated  in  the  Saturday  Morning  Club;  answered 
enquiries  and  identified  objects  for  the  public;  supplied 
data  for  the  news  media;  provided  research  space  for  visit¬ 
ing  scientists;  and  identified  mammals  for  Canada  Cus¬ 
toms  and  the  RCMR 

Appointments,  Honours,  and  Other  Staff  Activities 

Dr.  Peterson  served  on  the  board  of  management  and  the 
Animal  Acquisition  and  Animal  Research  Committee  of 
the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Zoo.  He  continued  serving  on 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  American  Society  of  Mam- 
malogists  and  as  the  ROM  representative  with  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Systematics  Collections  and  was  elected  president 
of  the  ROM  Curatorial  Association. 

Dr.  Tamsitt  was  resource  person  for  the  ROM  Members' 
Volunteer  Committee's  "Great  Whales  of  Newfoundland" 
tour  in  September. 

Ms.  Eger  continued  to  serve  as  chairwoman  of  the 
Nomenclature  Committee  and  as  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Information  Retrieval,  American  Society  of 
MammalogistS;  she  was  also  on  the  Nomenclature  Com¬ 
mittee,  Association  of  Systematics  Collections. 

Dr.  A.G.  Chabaud,  Museum  National  d'Histoire 
Naturelle,  Paris,  France,  honoured  Mr.  Nagorsen  by  nam¬ 
ing  a  new  species  of  nematode  ( Pennisia  nagorseni )  after 
him.  These  rare  worms  were  discovered  in  the  wings  of 
African  free-tailed  bats.

The  department  has  enjoyed  another  active  and  productive 
year  engaged  in  field  work,  research,  lecturing,  many 
aspects  of  public  service,  and,  in  particular,  preparation  of 
the  collections  for  the  move  to  the  Curatorial  Centre.  Dr. 
J.A.  Mandarino  stepped  down  as  curator  in  charge  and  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  S.B.  Lumbers. 

Acquisitions 

Both  the  mineralogy  and  petrology  collections  were 
increased  considerably  by  the  collecting  efforts  of  the  staff, 
and  by  purchases,  donations,  and  exchanges.  More  than 
1 100  mineral  specimens  were  registered,  including  fifty-six 
species  new  to  the  collection  and  six  type  specimens.  Many 
of  these  were  acquired  by  purchase  from  dealers  in  rare 
species,  a  project  undertaken  by  Mr.  Darko  Sturman  who 
used  the  micro-computer  to  compile  the  necessary 
catalogue  information.  An  important  acquisition  was  a 
specimen  of  gold  and  rare  tellurides  from  the  Robb 
Montbray  Mine  in  Quebec,  donated  by  Mr.  Gordon  M. 
Robb.  The  petrology  collection  increased  by  more  than  600 
specimens.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  many  donors  of 
specimens  and  funds  who  have  made  it  possible  to  add 
important  items  to  the  collections.  In  early  January, 
seventy-four  items  were  stolen  from  the  opal  display  case 
in  the  mineral  gallery. 

Field  Work 

Dr.  Lumbers  and  Mr.  Vincent  Vertolli  continued  their 
major  geological  study  of  the  rocks  of  the  Grenville  geolog¬ 
ical  province  this  year,  with  an  emphasis  on  the  Bancroft 
area.  Dr.  T.E.  Krogh  did  field  work  in  the  area  to  support  the 
geological  research  with  geochronological  data.  Dr.  Man¬ 
darino  and  Mr.  Robert  Ramik  collected  at  various  mines  in 
the  Yukon  Territory,  a  trip  made  possible  through  the 
generosity  and  courtesy  of  United  Keno  Mines  Limited. 

Staff  members  did  field  work  at  many  localities,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Strathcona  Mine,  Sudbury;  Madawaska  Mine,  near 
Bancroft;  the  Noranda  area,-  and  Mont  St.  Hilaire,  Quebec. 

Research 

Research  continued  to  play  a  major  role  in  the  department's 
work.  Progress  has  been  made  on  many  fronts,  particularly 
in  geochronology.  Major  advances  in  the  U-Pb  isotopic  dat¬ 
ing  of  zircons  by  Dr.  Krogh  and  Dr.  D.W.  Davis  have 
allowed  ages  to  be  measured  with  unprecedented  accuracy; 
on  rocks  as  old  as  3000  milhon  years,  measurements  with 
errors  as  small  as  1-3  million  years  have  been  achieved.  The 
application  of  these  techniques  has  for  the  first  time 
allowed  the  resolution  of  the  complex  series  of  events  that 
led  to  the  formation  of  many  regions  of  the  Canadian 
Shield.  Nine  professors  and  four  graduate  students  from 
Canadian  universities,  as  well  as  two  geologists  from  the 
Geological  Survey  of  Canada,  are  working  with  Dr.  Krogh 
on  geological  investigations. 

Dr.  Lumbers  continued  to  interpret  the  geological  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Grenville,  with  the  aid  of  rocks  collected  near 
Bancroft  during  the  1980  field  season.  The  purpose  of  these 
studies  is  to  unravel  the  complex  series  of  geological  events 
that  led  to  the  development  of  the  Canadian  Shield  in  this 
area  and  to  interpret  the  relationships  between  these  par-

ticular  rocks  and  the  associated  radioactive  mineral 
deposits.  Mr.  Vertolli  assisted  Dr.  Lumbers  in  this  project. 

Dr.  R.I.  Gait  continued  his  work  of  compiling  an 
annotated  list  of  Canadian  type  specimens. 

Dr.  Mandarino  has  been  using  the  Gladstone-Dale  rela¬ 
tionship  to  assess  the  compatibility  of  mineralogical  data. 
His  other  interests  include  studies  of  the  minerals  of  Mont 
St.  Hilaire,  Quebec;  the  mineralogy  of  a  tin  deposit  in  Nova 
Scotia;  and  an  investigation  of  some  borate  minerals  from 
New  Brunswick. 

Mr.  Sturman,  in  collaboration  with  colleagues  at  the  ROM 
and  other  institutions,  worked  on  the  descriptions  of  sev¬ 
eral  new  minerals;  four  of  these  are  in  press  and  another  has 
recently  been  approved  by  the  Commission  on  New  Miner¬ 
als  and  Mineral  Names  of  the  International  Mineralogical 
Association. 

Dr.  Fred  Wicks  continued  his  studies  of  the  Serpentine 
Group  of  minerals,  in  particular  carrying  out  statistical 
analyses  of  electron  microprobe  results.  With  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  Ms.  Judit  Ozoray  he  has  also  been  assembling  and 
studying  a  set  of  serpentine  specimens  to  be  used  as  refer¬ 
ence  standards. 

Exhibitions 

The  department  prepared  a  display  of  spectacular  speci¬ 
mens  of  Canadian  silver  minerals  for  the  Greater  Detroit 
Gem  and  Mineral  Show,  and  part  of  this  display  was  later 
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exhibited  at  the  annual  show  of  the  Central  Canadian  Fed¬ 
eration  of  Mineralogical  Societies  in  London,  Ontario.  A 
display  of  Yukon  phosphates  was  prepared  for  the  Gem  and 
Mineral  Club  of  Scarborough. 

The  geology  and  mineralogy  galleries  are  now  disman¬ 
tled  and  it  is  hoped  that  plans  can  soon  be  initiated  for  a 
major  earth  science  gallery. 

Loans 

The  department  drew  extensively  on  its  collections  to  aid 
researchers  in  other  institutions  in  Canada  and  around  the 
world  in  their  mineralogical  and  geological  studies.  Several 
rock  specimens  were  specially  collected  and  loaned  to  Edu¬ 
cation  Services  for  use  in  their  in-school  programme.  An 
important  and  valuable  collection  of  gold  specimens  was 
loaned  for  a  special  exhibit  at  the  William  Penn  Memorial 
Museum  in  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  Mandarino  gave  a  half-course  series  of  lectures  in  X-ray 
powder  diffraction  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Several 
staff  members  gave  papers  and  lectures  at  various  scientific 
meetings  and  symposia.  Three  lectures  were  given  in  the 
second  ROM  colloquium.  Seven  popular  lectures  were  deliv¬ 
ered  to  meetings  of  amateur  mineralogical  societies.  Mr. 
Sturman  assisted  a  graduate  student  in  learning  special 
techniques  on  the  optical  goniometer. 

Dr.  Lumbers  was  appointed  to  the  M.Sc.  committees  of 
two  graduate  students.  Dr.  Krogh  supervised  the 
geochronological  research  of  four  Ph.D.  candidates  from 
Queen's  University,  McMaster  University,  University  of 
Toronto,  and  Memorial  University,  Newfoundland. 

Major  Publications 

Dr.  Lumbers,  in  co-authorship  with  Dr.  W.M.  Schwerdtner 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  published  a  major  paper  con¬ 


cerning  important  diapiric  structures  in  the  Grenville  and 
Superior  provinces  of  the  Canadian  Shield.  This  paper  and 
publications  by  other  staff  members  are  listed  in  the  staff 
bibliography. 

Public  Service 

As  usual  many  identifications  and  enquiries  relating  to 
mineralogy  and  geology  were  dealt  with  by  the  staff  of  this 
department.  The  Canadian  Gemmological  Association 
was  given  a  tour  of  the  gallery  and  behind-the-scenes  areas, 
and  the  members  of  the  Walker  Mineralogical  Club  were 
our  guests  during  the  last  few  days  that  the  mineral  gallery 
was  open  to  the  public. 

The  department  received  visits  from  many  distinguished 
scientists  during  the  year.  Dr.  Lumbers  organized  several 
geological  field  trips  to  the  Bancroft  area  at  the  request  of 
various  organizations.  Dr.  Gait  and  Dr.  Mandarino  con¬ 
tinued  to  serve  as  officers  of  the  Mineralogical  Association 
of  Canada. 

Appointments,  Awards,  and  Honours 

Natural  Sciences  and  Engineering  Research  Council  of 
Canada  (  nserc)  grants  were  awarded  to  two  staff  members: 
$12  000  to  Dr.  Krogh  to  continue  his  geochronological 
studies  and  $8000  to  Dr.  Mandarino  to  further  his  investi¬ 
gations  into  the  Gladstone-Dale  relationship.  Dr.  Wicks 
was  the  recipient  of  a  New  Technology  Employment  Grant 
from  the  Employment  and  Immigration  Commission 
enabling  him  to  hire  a  research  assistant  for  one  year.  Dr. 
Mandarino  was  unanimously  elected  chairman  of  the 
International  Mineralogical  Association's  Commission  on 
New  Minerals  and  Mineral  Names,  effective  January  1982. 
The  latter  organization  recently  approved  the  new  mineral 
sturmanite,  named  in  honour  of  Mr.  B.  Darko  Sturman.  Dr. 
Gait  took  a  four-month  sabbatical  leave  in  South  Africa.

The  Department  of  Ornithology  pursues  as  its  principal 
research  goal  the  furtherance  of  man's  knowledge  of  the 
evolution  and  classification  of  birds.  Because  birds  are  con¬ 
spicuous  and  aesthetically  pleasing  and  have  been  studied 
intensively  throughout  the  world,  more  is  known  about 
their  evolution  than  about  that  of  perhaps  any  other  group 
of  organisms.  However,  a  significant  controversy  exists 
about  the  relationship  between  the  flightless  ratites 
(ostrich,  emu,  cassowary,  rhea,  kiwi,  and  the  extinct  moa 
and  elephant  bird)  and  the  remaining  flying  or  carinate 
birds. 

Most  ornithologists  believe  that  the  ratites  evolved  from 
flying  ancestors  and  subsequently  lost  the  power  of  flight, 
but  some  think  they  are  descendants  of  primitive  birds  that 
never  flew.  Central  to  this  controversy  is  a  group  of  strange 
South  American  birds  called  tinamous,  which  possess  a 
mixture  of  both  ratite  and  carinate  features  and  therefore 
appear  to  be  a  key  to  understanding  the  evolution  of  birds. 

A  joint  study  of  skeletons  of  fossil  and  living  birds,  con¬ 
ducted  with  staff  of  the  Department  of  Vertebrate  Palaeon¬ 
tology,  has  suggested  that  ratites  are  indeed  primitive  birds 
and  that  tinamous  are  primitive  carinates.  A  highlight  of 
the  year  has  been  the  successful  culture  of  tinamou 
chromosomes  in  the  laboratory  — a  scientific  first.  We  were 
very  excited  to  discover  that  tinamou  chromosomes  are 
intermediate  in  form  between  those  of  ratites  and 
carinates.  Biochemical  and  immunological  studies  will  be 
conducted  next,  but  already  it  seems  clear  that  our  work 
will  be  of  great  importance  in  clarifying  the  evolution  of 
birds. 

Acquisitions 

Almost  2500  specimens  from  around  the  world  were  added 
to  our  collections  in  1980-81.  Notable  acquisitions 
included  700  seabirds  from  the  Northwest  Territories,  600 
passerines  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  300  starlings 
from  Great  Britain,  and  32  purple  sandpipers  from  New 
Brunswick. 

With  generous  support  from  Wintario  funds,  we  were 
most  fortunate  to  acquire  exquisite  bronze  sculptures  of 
nuthatches  and  a  song  sparrow  for  gallery  display.  The 
sculptures  are  by  Robert  Phinney,  a  Nova  Scotian  whose 
work  was  acclaimed  recently  in  an  article  in  Nature  Can¬ 
ada. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

Much  of  our  field  work  was  directed  towards  acquiring 
display  material  for  the  renovated  bird  gallery,  the  evolu¬ 
tion  gallery,  and  the  new  Discovery  Room.  Mr.  Jim  Dick 
and  taxidermist  Mr.  Peter  Knapton  from  Exhibit  Design 
Services  returned  from  Belize  with  some  beautiful  speci¬ 
mens  of  tinamous.  Mr.  Glenn  Murphy  and  Mr.  Knapton 
obtained  common  Ontario  birds  in  Parry  Sound,  Ontario. 

With  the  support  of  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Natural 
Resources  and  the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Fund, 
Dr.  Ross  James,  Mr.  Stephen  Nash,  and  Mr.  Martin  Peck 
carried  out  a  census  and  general  survey  in  the  South  Ridges, 
Hudson  Bay  Lowlands.  Dr.  Jon  Barlow  continued  his 
studies  of  a  banded  population  of  gray  vireos  in  west  Texas 
and  of  European  tree  sparrows  in  Illinois.  He  also  col¬ 
laborated  with  Dr.  Storrs  Olson  of  the  U.S.  National 
Museum  on  the  systematics  of  West  Indian  thick-billed

vireos  and  with  Dr.  Rosemary  Johnson  on  the  jaw  anatomy 
of  a  flycatching  vireo. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  Dr.  McGowan  of  Vertebrate 
Palaeontology  on  the  evolutionary  relationships  of  ratites, 
Dr.  Baker  continued  his  research  on  the  evolution  of  col¬ 
onizing  populations  of  house  sparrows  and  mynas.  Dr. 
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Howard  Ross,  nserc  (Natural  Sciences  and  Engineering 
Research  Council  of  Canada)  postdoctoral  fellow,  worked 
with  Dr.  Baker  to  determine  the  amount  of  genetic  and 
morphologic  change  in  introduced  populations  of  starlings. 

Exhibitions 

Dr.  Allan  Baker  assisted  Exhibit  Design  Services  in  mount¬ 
ing  the  taxidermy  display  in  the  Museum  subway  station; 
the  display  was  later  modified  and  moved  to  the  Canadian 
National  Sportsmen's  Show.  Dr.  Baker  also  worked  closely 
with  the  gallery  design  team  to  plan  exhibits  for  the  new 
gallery  of  evolution.  Ornithology  staff  completed  plans  for 
renovating  the  bird  gallery. 

Loans 

Our  loans  service  was  seriously  curtailed  by  the  move  to 
the  new  Curatorial  Centre.  Nevertheless,  we  made  thirty- 
three  loans  to  artists  in  various  parts  of  Canada  and  sent 
thirty-one  loans  to  professional  colleagues  in  Canada,  the 
United  States,  and  the  Netherlands.  We  also  completed  an 
exchange  with  the  Queen  Victoria  Museum  in  Tasmania, 
sending  skins  of  common  Canadian  birds  in  return  for  a 
fine  collection  of  Tasmanian  birds. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  Baker  taught  the  course  "Statistical  Methods  of  Clas¬ 
sification  in  Biology"  at  the  University  of  Toronto  and 
supervised  three  graduate  students  in  zoology.  Dr.  Barlow 
taught  "Systematic  Ornithology"  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  and  supervised  seven  graduate  students  in  zoology. 

Dr.  James  gave  a  lecture  entitled  "Bird  Song",  arranged  by 
the  Speakers'  Bureau  of  Extension  Services,  to  a  group  of 
naturalists  in  Barrie. 

Major  Publications 

Dr.  Ron  Ornstein  and  Dr.  Barlow  published  a  primary  paper 
on  the  jaw  muscles  of  vireos.  Dr.  Baker  had  his  work  on 
differentiation  in  New  Zealand  house  sparrows  published 
in  the  international  journal  Evolution. 

Other  Public  Service 

Mr.  Dick  acted  as  a  judge  of  the  taxidermy  exhibits  at  the 
Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Show.  With  the  help  of  an 
article  and  questionnaire  in  the  Ontario  Museum  Associa¬ 
tion  Quarterly ,  Dr.  Barlow  surveyed  biological  materials 
housed  in  small  museums  throughout  Ontario.  Dr.  Baker 
did  one  radio  programme  on  ostriches  for  the  CBC's  "Quirks 
and  Quarks"  and  another  on  the  Galapagos  Islands  for  the 
radio  series  "The  Collectors".  He  also  acted  as  a  consultant 
research  editor  for  the  nature  magazines  Owl  and  Chick¬ 
adee. 

Appointments,  Awards,  and  Honours 

For  his  services  to  North  American  ornithology  Dr.  Barlow 
was  honoured  by  being  elected  a  fellow  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  an  elective 
councillor  of  the  American  Ornithologists'  Union,  a  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Cooper  Ornithological  Society,  and  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Scientists  of  Chihuahuan  Desert 
Institute.  He  was  also  re-elected  editor  of  the  Wilson  Bulle¬ 
tin. 

Dr.  Baker  was  invited  to  submit  a  biography  for  the 
forthcoming  Cambridge  University  Press  publication  Dis¬ 
tinguished  Men  of  Science.

Palaeontology

This  may  have  been  the  year  in  which  the  people  were 
unable  to  visit  the  dinosaurs,  but  it  was  also  the  year  when 
plans  were  laid  to  let  the  dinosaurs  visit  the  people.  By 
preparing  moulds  of  several  dinosaurs  during  the  tempo¬ 
rary  closure  of  our  galleries,  we  have  made  it  possible  to 
send  casts  for  research  and  display  to  institutions  the  world 
over.  Casts  of  our  dinosaurs  are  on  display  in  Alberta, 
Manitoba,  England,  Italy,  Poland,  and  Japan.  Several  of 
these  spectacular  skeletons  will  form  a  new  Extension 
Services  exhibition.  Mr.  Gordon  Gyrmov,  chief  technician, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Peter  May  and  Mr.  Rudolph  Zimmerman, 
made  moulds  of  the  dinosaurs  Prosaurolophus , 
Kritosaurus,  and  Parksosaurus,  and  the  skull  of 
Arrhinoceratops .  Once  a  mould  of  the  horned  dinosaur 
Chasmosaurus  is  completed,  we  will  be  able  to  make 
replicas  of  almost  all  of  our  mounted  skeletons. 

Acquisitions 

A  replica  of  the  marine  reptile  Askeptosaurus  was  obtained 
from  Milan,  Italy,  in  exchange  for  a  cast  of  the  skull  of 
Prosaurolophus.  From  France  we  received  dinosaur 
eggshells  and  Miocene-age  mammals  in  exchange  for 
surplus  North  American  fossil  mammals.  Replicas  of 
palaeozoic  amphibian  skulls  were  obtained  from  Los 
Angeles  in  return  for  permission  to  make  moulds  from 
some  of  our  material. 

Field  Work  and  Research 

Assisted  by  M.Sc.  student  Kevin  Seymour  and  several  field 
associates,  Dr.  A.G.  Edmund  excavated  a  three- 
million-year-old  site  near  Port  Charlotte,  Florida,  recover¬ 
ing  the  remains  of  a  small  sabre-tooth  cat  and  other  fossil 
mammals,  and  establishing  the  stratigraphic  history  of  the 
site.  Mr.  Seymour  then  joined  Ph.D.  student  Gregory 
McDonald,  who  was  supervising  a  field  crew  of  twenty  in 
Garnett,  Kansas.  The  purpose  of  this  project,  developed  by 
research  associates  Dr.  M.  Heaton  and  Dr.  R.  Reisz,  is  to 
investigate  the  geological  history  of  the  site  containing  the 
earliest  known  reptile  fauna. 

As  part  of  his  joint  study  with  Dr.  A.J.  Baker  of  the 
Department  of  Ornithology  on  the  evolution  of  birds,  Dr. 
C.  McGowan  travelled  to  Germany  and  England  in  March 
to  examine  the  rare  skeletons  of  the  earliest  bird  Arch¬ 
aeopteryx.  In  May,  Dr.  McGowan  examined  radiographs  of 
immature  birds  at  the  San  Diego  Zoo  and  returned  with 
several  tinamou  eggs  for  study  at  different  stages  of  their 
development.  Close  collaboration  and  assistance  in  the 
bird  evolution  study  has  also  been  established  with  the 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Zoo. 

Dr.  L.S.  Russell,  curator  emeritus,  studied  rocks  and  fos¬ 
sils  in  the  Red  Deer  River  Valley,  as  part  of  his  project  to 
locate  the  latest  occurrence  of  dinosaurs  and  the  earliest 
occurrence  of  Tertiary  mammals  in  this  transitional  area. 
The  project  formed  a  segment  of  his  study  of  the  physical 
and  biological  environment  at  the  time  of  dinosaurian 
extinction.  Dr.  Russell  also  completed  a  revision  of  the 
fossil  rhinoceroses  and  a  study  of  the  fossil  marsupials  from 
the  Cypress  Hills  Formation  (Oligocene)  of  Saskatchewan. 

Dr.  C.S.  Churcher,  research  associate,  recovered  further 
fossil  remains  of  Quaternary  and  Cretaceous  vertebrates 
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Dr.  Loris  Russell,  curator  emeritus. 

from  the  Dakhleh  Oasis  in  Egypt's  Western  Desert  work¬ 
ing  in  cooperation  with  the  Egyptian  department.  Dr. 
Churcher  continues  his  work  on  African  zebras  and  North 
American  sabre-toothed  cats. 

A  small  group  led  by  Dr.  J.H.  McAndrews  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Botany  visited  Bothwell,  Ontario,  the  site  of  a 
mastodon  tooth  find. 

Exhibitions  and  Loans 

For  the  enlarged  Discovery  Gallery,  Dr.  Edmund  planned 
several  units  on  the  general  subject  of  bones.  As  part  of  the 
Mankind  Discovering  gallery,  he  is  planning  a  segment 
depicting  the  work  on  fossil  deposits  near  Port  Charlotte, 
Florida,  to  demonstrate  how  field  work  and  research  lead 
from  random  collections  to  a  systematic  field  programme 
based  on  an  understanding  of  the  area's  geological  history. 

A  gallery  presenting  the  evidence  for  evolution  is  being 
planned  by  Dr.  Polly  Winsor,  Department  of  the  History 
and  Philosophy  of  Science,  University  of  Toronto;  Mr. 
Michael  Blythin,  Exhibit  Design  Services;  Mr.  Terry  Valdo, 
a  freelance  audio-visual  specialist;  and  Dr.  Baker  and  Dr. 


McGowan.  Much  assistance  for  this  specimen-oriented 
gallery  was  given  by  several  curatorial  departments  and  the 
University  of  Toronto. 

During  the  year  the  department  made  sixteen  loans  to 
scientists,  students,  educators,  and  film  producers  in  Can¬ 
ada  and  the  United  States,  and  several  renewals,  including  a 
dinosaur  trackway  and  a  replica  of  the  dinosaur 
Dilophosauius  to  the  London  Regional  Children's 
Museum. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

Dr.  McGowan  supervised  a  Ph.D.  student.  Dr.  Edmund, 
cross-appointed  to  the  Department  of  Geology,  University 
of  Toronto,  taught  a  course  on  advanced  palaeontology  and 
supervised  one  M.Sc.  and  one  Ph.D.  student. 

Dr.  McGowan  and  Dr.  Churcher  participated  in  a  semi¬ 
nar  on  "creation  versus  evolution"  at  the  Bruce  Peninsula 
District  School.  Dr.  McGowan  later  spoke  on  the  same 
controversial  subject  on  television  and  radio.  Dr.  McGo¬ 
wan  also  gave  a  paper  to  the  Society  of  Vertebrate  Paleon¬ 
tology  in  Gainesville,  Florida,  entitled,  "Did  the  flightless 
birds  ever  have  a  flying  ancestry?" 

Public  Service 

A  variety  of  specimens  were  identified  for  the  public. 
Enquiries  by  phone  or  mail  included  questions  on  the  evo¬ 
lution,  ecology,  and  extinction  of  dinosaurs;  the  evolution 
of  man,  horses,  mastodons,  and  mammoths;  and  techni¬ 
ques  of  bone  preservation  and  museum  display.  Talks  were 
given  at  the  Markham  Centennial  Library  and  the 
Richmond  Hill  Rotary  Club.  A  bone  brought  in  by  a  young 
boy  with  severe  learning  disabilities  was  identified  and 
presented  to  the  Discovery  Room.  A  grateful  letter  was 
received  from  the  boy's  mother  for  the  encouragement 
shown  to  her  son.  Dr.  Russell  identified  for  the  Kelowna 
Centennial  Museum  four  specimens  from  the  Middle 
Eocene  rocks  of  the  Princeton  area.  He  reported  on  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  fossil  molluscs  in  a  well-core  from  the  Fraser  River 
Valley,  B.C.,  for  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada. 

Dr.  Philip  Currie  of  Edmonton  visited  our  new  labora¬ 
tory  and  specimen  storage  facilities  to  assist  in  his  planning 
of  the  new  centre  for  palaeontology  in  Drumheller, 
Alberta.  Visiting  scientists  came  from  Los  Angeles,  Scot¬ 
land,  Regina,  Edmonton,  Ottawa,  Alabama,  Argentina,  and 
Germany  to  study  our  collections  and  galleries. 

Appointments 

Dr.  McGowan  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  curator.  He 
continued  to  receive  substantial  NSERC  support  for  his 
research  on  the  origin  of  birds,  and  other  projects.  Dr. 
Edmund  was  awarded  an  NSERC  grant  which  will  permit 
him  to  study  fossil  giant  armadillos  in  several  institutions 
in  South  America. 
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Conservation  Department 

George  deW  Rogers 
Head 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  changes  for  the  Conservation 
Department.  Following  eight  months  during  which  the 
department  was  without  a  head,  Mr.  George  deWitt  Rogers 
was  appointed  to  the  position  in  October  1980.  The  ensuing 
eight  months  were  filled  with  preparations  for  the  May 
move  to  the  Curatorial  Centre,  where  the  department  now 
occupies  spacious  quarters  on  the  fifth  floor.  The  Chinese 
wall-painting  project,  however,  remains  at  Scollard  Street 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Phillimore,  paintings 
conservator. 

Special  Projects 

The  emphasis  this  year  was  on  readying  artifacts  for  display 
in  the  renovated  galleries.  Each  gallery  development  team 
has  an  assigned  conservator  who  not  only  acts  as  a  team 
resource  person  but  also  keeps  the  other  conservators 
informed  on  the  needs  for  the  new  galleries.  Each  artifact  is 
carefully  assessed,  with  regard  for  both  its  environmental 
and  handling  requirements  and  its  need  for  conservation. 
Gallery  development  work  occupied  a  great  deal  of  time  for 
members  of  the  department. 

An  exciting  project  being  undertaken  by  the  department 
is  that  of  the  Chinese  wall  paintings.  A  generous  grant  of 
$119  688  was  received  from  the  Macdonald  Stewart  Found¬ 
ation  for  the  cleaning  and  restoration  of  these  three  huge 
paintings  from  the  Bishop  White  gallery.  Through  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  Phillimore  the  grant  funds  were  used  to  set 
up  and  equip  a  laboratory  at  79  Scollard  Street  and  to  hire 
four  contract  conservators  and  technicians. 

Ms.  Gillian  Watts,  decorative  arts  conservator,  cleaned 
and  treated  the  surface  of  a  group  of  life-size  wooden  figures 
which  also  will  be  displayed  in  the  Bishop  White  gallery. 
Ms.  Julian  Fenn,  ethnographic  conservator,  has  been  con¬ 
serving  Canadian-Indian  artifacts  for  the  new  ethnology 
galleries  and  Miss  Susan  Wilson,  wood  conservator,  has 
been  restoring  a  steady  stream  of  furniture  for  the  new 
European  galleries.  The  renovation  of  the  galleries,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  case  of  European  furniture,  has  provided  a

welcome  opportunity  to  do  complete  conservation  treat¬ 
ments  on  artifacts  that  could  not  be  protected  from  the 
unsuitable  environmental  conditions  in  the  old  building. 
Mr.  George  Pawlick,  ceramics,  stone,  and  glass  conserva¬ 
tor,  has  been  working  on  Chinese  tomb  figurines  and  other 
Far  Eastern  material  for  the  new  galleries.  Mrs.  Izabella 
Krasuski,  textiles  conservator,  spent  51  hours  on  the 
355  cm  x  232  cm  (IT  9lk"  x  7'  3/4 " )  Coptic  curtain  formerly 
on  display  in  the  Greek  and  Roman  galleries;  this  massive 
piece  of  embroidered  linen  will  require  complete  remount¬ 
ing. 

Loans 

The  staff  of  this  department  has  an  important  role  to  play 
when  the  ROM  lends  artifacts  to  other  institutions.  Each 
object  is  carefully  checked  to  determine  whether  it  is  fit  to 
travel,  and  if  so,  whether  it  needs  some  conservation  treat¬ 
ment  before  it  can  safely  leave  the  Museum.  Conservation 
of  loan  material  can  sometimes  turn  into  a  major  project. 
The  Comfortable  Arts:  Traditional  Spinning  and  Weaving 
in  Canada,  an  exhibit  of  Canadian  textiles  mounted  by  the 
National  Gallery  of  Canada,  involved  both  Ms.  Fenn  and 
Mrs.  Krasuski.  A  particularly  challenging  piece  was  a 
woven  cedar-bark  mat  from  the  northwest  coast  which 
required  extensive  repair.  Tiles  Tell  The  Story,  an  Exten¬ 
sion  Services  travelling  exhibit,  required  Mr.  Pawlick  to 
clean  and  restore  over  thirty  ceramic  tiles. 

Every  artifact,  as  it  enters  or  leaves  the  ROM,  receives  a 
condition  report  in  which  every  sign  of  wear,  damage,  and 
missing  or  fragile  parts  is  recorded.  The  person  responsible 
for  such  documentation  is  Mrs.  Susan  Richardson.  During 
the  year  she  examined  a  total  of  2542  artifacts,  883  of  which 
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were  on  loan  from  outside  the  Museum.  Canadiana  exhibi¬ 
tions  of  paintings  and  works  of  art  on  paper  generated  a 
great  deal  of  her  workload.  The  exhibit  Great  Expectations 
included  a  loan  of  111  pictures,  while  a  show  of  New 
Brunswick  landscape  prints  contained  116  pieces.

Educational  and  Public  Service 

In  the  past  year  the  Conservation  Department  supervised 
two  interns  from  the  Master  of  Art  Conservation  pro¬ 
gramme  at  Queen's  University.  Preparators  and  technicians 
from  other  ROM  departments,  notably  New  World  Arch¬ 
aeology  and  Textile,  also  received  instruction  from  conser¬ 
vators. 

Ms.  Fenn  spent  four  weeks  as  a  guest  lecturer  for  the 
museology  programme  of  the  South  African  Museum  in 
Capetown,  South  Africa,  and  served  as  an  outside  examiner 
for  the  conservation  section  of  this  programme. 

Miss  Wilson  lectured  to  students  of  the  Master  of  Art 
Conservation  programme  at  Queen's  University  on  the 
conservation  of  wooden  objects.  Ms.  Gillian  Watts  taught 
at  a  three-day  Ontario  Museum  Association  seminar  on 
artifacts,  while  Mr.  Pawlick  lectured  at  an  oma  two-day 
workshop,  "Identification,  Care,  and  Use  of  Ceramics". 

Various  members  of  the  department  were  involved  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  in  writing,  giving  interviews,  and  consult¬ 
ing  with  Museum  staff  and  members  of  the  public.  Tele¬ 
phone  enquiries  and  personal  consultations  with  staff  of 
the  ROM  and  other  museums,  and  with  the  public,  can  take 
up  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  department's  working  time. 

Mrs.  Krasuski  was  featured  in  two  newspaper  articles  on 
textile  conservation,  Miss  Wilson  was  interviewed  for  two 
newspaper  articles,  and  Mr.  Chris  Toogood,  metals  conser¬ 
vator,  and  Mrs.  Krasuski  were  both  interviewed  for  televi¬ 
sion  programmes.  Mrs.  Phillimore  made  two  commercials 
for  the  fund-raising  project,  and  was  also  interviewed  for 
the  radio  series  "The  Collectors". 

Mr.  Toogood  and  Ms.  Watts  collaborated  on  an  article  on 
the  conservation  of  Etruscan  bronze  mirrors  for  a  forth¬ 
coming  catalogue;  the  exhibition,  Reflections  on  Etruscan 
Mirrors  is  being  coordinated  by  the  Classics  Department, 
Florida  State  University. 

External  services  included  a  trip  to  the  London  Museum 
of  Indian  Archaeology  by  Ms.  Fenn  and  Mr.  Toogood  to 
advise  on  the  excavation  of  a  basket.  Mrs.  Richardson  con¬ 
ducted  environmental  surveys  of  two  Toronto  locations  for 
possible  use  as  temporary  exhibition  sites. 


The  Laboratory  of  Analytical  Systematics,  a  centralized 
facility  providing  new  techniques  in  systematic  biology, 
originated  through  a  grant  from  the  National  Research 
Council  of  Canada,  and  continues  as  a  jointly  funded  facil¬ 
ity  of  the  Museum  and  the  Department  of  Zoology,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Toronto. 

In  the  biochemistry  and  histology  section,  work  on 
chromosome  analysis  of  birds  involves  culture  of  living 
tissue,  for  which  the  maintenance  of  sterile  conditions  has 
been  difficult  during  Museum  renovation.  New  data  on 
differences  between  closely  related  species  of  insects  are 
being  derived  from  chromosome  number  and  morphology, 
and  also  from  comparison  of  body  proteins  through 
electrophoresis.  Work  on  projects  for  Museum  research 
associates  and  for  members  of  the  university's  Department 
of  Zoology  continues  steadily.  In  conjunction  with  the 
Institute  for  Environmental  Studies,  the  University  of 
Toronto,  and  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conser¬ 
vation  Authority,  the  laboratory  was  involved  in  a  study  of 
polluted  sediments  in  Toronto  harbour. 

A  new  Faxitron  soft  X-ray  machine  was  added  to  the 
radiography  section  this  year  through  a  pooling  of  funds 
from  several  Museum  departments.  The  Faxitron  provides 
remarkably  clear  radiographs  of  the  internal  structures  of 
small  and  soft-bodied  animals. 

To  ensure  uninterrupted  service  during  Museum  renova¬ 
tion,  the  laboratory's  scanning  electron  microscope  was 
installed  in  the  Department  of  Zoology,  on  the  basis  of  an 
agreement  that  the  microscope  would  be  returned  after  the 
Museum's  renovation.  This  agreement  has  been  rescinded 
unilaterally  by  the  Department  of  Zoology,  with  the  result 
that  a  scanning  electron  microscope  will  not  be  available 
for  the  Laboratory  of  Analytical  Systematics  in  the  manner 
anticipated.

Library  Division 

"We  are  building  for  the  future  whilst  preserving  the  past" 
has  special  meaning  for  the  Museum  library.  Its  unique 
collections  in  archaeology,  astronomy,  decorative  arts, 
earth  sciences,  life  sciences,  and  palaeontology  have  long 
attracted  researchers  from  within  the  Museum  and  from 
other  institutions.  The  combination  of  older,  out-of-print 
books  and  journals,  and  new,  up-to-date  material  makes  the 
ROM  library  an  active  place  of  study  for  graduate  students 
from  the  university  community.  As  a  member  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Campus  Libraries,  the  holdings  of  the  ROM  library  are 
listed  in  the  catalogue  of  the  University  of  Toronto  library, 
allowing  outside  researchers  broad  access  to  information 
on  the  collections. 

The  library  serves  as  the  bibliographic  centre  of  the 
Museum.  It  purchases  new  books,  borrows  material  from 
other  libraries  on  interlibrary  loan,  maintains  subscrip¬ 
tions  to  scholarly  journals,  and  catalogues  material  for 


entry  into  the  collection.  It  circulates  material  to  staff 
members  and  prepares  material  for  the  bindery.  The  staff 
librarians  provide  reference  assistance  to  Museum  staff  and 
to  extramural  readers.  Keeping  abreast  of  technological 
developments,  the  library  has  automated  its  cataloguing 
operations  using  utlas,  and  its  reference  procedures  using 
the  SDC  orbit  data  bases  for  bibliographic  searching. 

New  Facilities 

The  library  experienced  a  quantum  leap  in  facilities  when 
it  moved  into  new  quarters  in  the  Curatorial  Centre. 
Climate  control  and  a  clean  environment  will  aid  in  pre¬ 
serving  the  collection  for  researchers,  and  several  new 
amenities  will  make  their  research  more  pleasant.  As  part 
of  its  move,  the  library  added  new  shelving  in  the  stacks, 
study  carrels,  reading  tables,  and  microfiche  readers.  A 
comfortable  reading  room  is  available  to  staff  and  public, 
and  the  library  work  room  is  now  separated  from  the  read¬ 
ing  areas.  In  addition  readers  will  discover  that  a  new 
microfiche  com  catalogue  has  supplemented  the  old  card 
catalogue,  and  that  the  books  and  journals  from  the  previ¬ 
ously  separate  Planetarium  library  have  been  merged  into 
the  main  collections. 
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Acquisitions  and  Cataloguing 

While  the  rising  costs  of  books  and  subscriptions  have 
reduced  the  library's  ability  to  meet  its  goal  of  maintaining 
a  comprehensive  research  collection,  1  600  records  were 
added  to  the  cataloguing  data  base  and  the  subscription  list 
of  over  440  academic  journals  was  sustained  with  no  cuts. 
The  library's  major  acquisition  of  the  year  was  a  microfiche 
set  of  The  American  Anthropologist,  volumes  1-63 
(1899-1961),  completing  our  holdings  of  this  title.  The 
library  received  two  fine  gifts:  an  impressive  18th-century 
edition  of  Cramer's  Lepidoptera  from  Mrs.  Edgar  J.  Stone 
and  eleven  out-of-print  natural  history  books  from  the 
Brodie  Club. 

Special  Activities 

The  library  staff  was  especially  busy  with  the  move  to  new 
quarters,  typing  hundreds  of  labels  for  the  periodical  reclas¬ 
sification  project  and  reorganizing  the  entire  collection. 
Even  so,  there  was  time  for  several  special  projects  and 
activities. 

Mr.  Eugene  Wilburn,  head  librarian,  received  a  grant 
from  the  Canadian  National  Sportsmen's  Fund  to  organize 
and  oversee  the  microfiche  publication  of  the  Kerr  diaries 
in  the  department's  manuscript  collection.  He  also  assisted 
Exhibit  Design  Services  in  mounting  an  exhibit  of  Edward 
S.  Curtis  photographs  in  the  Toronto-Dominion  Centre. 
These  extraordinary  photographs  of  North  American 
Indians  were  reproduced  from  the  original  photogravure 
plates  in  the  library's  rare  book  collection. 

Ms.  Sharon  Hick,  associate  librarian,  compiled  a  bibliog¬ 
raphy  entitled  "Physical  Geography  and  the  Quaternary 
Environmental  History  of  Iran"  to  assist  researchers  in  the 
West  Asian  Department.  She  also  provided  an  on-line  dem¬ 
onstration  of  the  sdc  orbit  data  bases  as  part  of  the  com¬ 
puter  workshop  for  the  second  annual  ROM  colloquium. 

Miss  Isabella  Guthrie,  assistant  librarian,  served  as  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  ROM  libraries  at  meetings  of  the  Council  of 
Campus  Libraries  and  the  Campus  Union  Catalogue  Sub¬ 
group  on  Automation.  She  also  oversaw  the  completion  of 
the  periodical  reclassification  project. 

Mrs.  Marian  Press,  assistant  librarian,  compiled  a  histor¬ 
ical  bibliography  on  the  freshwater  fishes  of  Sarawak  to 
assist  researchers  in  the  Department  of  Ichthyology  and 
Herpetology. 

Mrs.  Pat  Trunks,  library  technician,  compiled  the  annual 
list  of  staff  publications  that  appears  on  pages  66  to  70. 

Archives  Division 

It  was  an  eventful  year  for  the  Museum  archives  division  in 
its  role  of  collecting,  maintaining,  and  organizing  docu¬ 
ments,  photographs,  correspondence,  minutes,  and  other 
material  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Museum.  Mr.  Wil¬ 
liam  Roedde  was  appointed  Museum  archivist,  and  under 
his  direction  archives  assistants  Mr.  Robert  Nixon  and  Mr. 
Gary  Friedman  spent  an  active  year  collecting  and  describ¬ 
ing  archival  records.  Seeing  the  archives  moved  from  its 
former  inadequate  quarters  to  special  quarters  within  the 
new  library  was  particularly  gratifying. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  for  the  archives  division  was 
the  acquisition  of  the  Walker  illuminated  manuscript.  This 
work  is  an  illuminated  copy  of  the  address  delivered  by  Sir 
Edmund  Walker  on  the  occasion  of  the  original  opening  of 
the  Museum  in  1914.  The  manuscript  was  created  by 
Toronto  artist  A.H.  Howard.  Purchase  of  the  manuscript 
was  made  possible  through  the  assistance  of  a  federal  cul¬ 
tural  property  grant.

Once  again,  the  Preparators  Department  was  fully  involved 
with  the  movement  of  the  collections.  In  some  instances  it 
was  the  second  move,  in  others  the  final  move  into  perma¬ 
nent  storage  areas  within  the  various  departments'  new 
quarters  in  the  Curatorial  Centre.  A  small  portion  of  the 
collections  will  remain  in  the  galleries  in  the  main  building 
while  awaiting  placement  in  newly  designed  exhibition 
areas. 

Exhibitions  and  Loans 

Exhibitions  were  mounted  for  display  in  such  locations  as 
the  Museum  subway,  outside  show-cases,  and  the  Met¬ 
ropolitan  Toronto  Library.  In  addition,  artifacts  were  pre¬ 
pared  for  such  exhibits  as  High  Stepping,  Fluorescent  Min¬ 
erals,  and  Pipes  of  the  Iroquois  of  Extension  Services. 

The  largest  loan  processed  during  the  year  was  the  The 
Lands  of  the  Bible  material;  it  was  packed  and  shipped  to 
Europe  for  a  travelling  exhibition. 

Lectures  and  Publications 

Lectures  were  given  by  Mrs.  Joyce  Lister  on  the  packing  of 
glass,  pictures,  pottery,  and  jewellery  at  the  Ontario  Craft 
Council,  Midwest  Region,  Kitchener;  the  Art  Gallery  of 
Ontario,  Toronto;  and  again,  at  the  OCC  Central  Region, 
Erindale  College,  Mississauga. 

Mrs.  Lister  and  Miss  Linda  Ritchie  published  an  article, 
"Handling  and  Packing  of  Art  Objects",  in  the  Canadian 
Collector,  July- August  1980. 

Awards  and  Staff 

Mr.  Peter  Mitchell  was  successful  in  passing  to  Govern¬ 
ment  requirements  the  examination  on  fumigation  and 
was  awarded  a  Class  6  licence,  which  now  enables  him  to 
manage  and  operate  the  fumigation  chambers. 

The  department  suffered  the  loss  of  one  of  its  staff  mem¬ 
bers  by  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  John  McDonald  in 
August  1980  after  a  relatively  short  illness. 

Mr.  David  Gillespie  resigned  in  May  1981.

Collections  make  museums  unique  and  different  from 
other  educational  or  cultural  institutions.  The  documenta¬ 
tion  of  these  collections  now  plays  a  significant  role  in  the 
operation  and  management  of  the  contemporary  museum, 
assisting  the  institution  to  fulfil  its  responsibilities  to  both 
the  scholarly  community  and  the  general  public. 

The  movement  of  collections  is  hardly  an  unknown 
operation  to  the  Registration  Department;  two  of  our  oper¬ 
ational  sections,  the  loans  section  and  the  customs  and 
shipping  section,  specialize  in  that  very  activity.  This  year, 
collections  movement  has  focused  upon  the  internal  relo¬ 
cation  of  Museum  collections  and  added  to  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  the  acquisitions  and  records  section. 

Acquisitions  and  Records  Section 

In  September  198 1  Mrs.  Heather  Maximea  assumed  respon¬ 
sibility  for  this  section.  While  the  total  number  of  new 
acquisitions  has  remained  stable,  the  work  of  documenting 
additions  to  the  collections  has  steadily  increased,  particu¬ 
larly  as  a  result  of  institutional  policies  and  procedures 
developed  in  response  to  requirements  for  improved  public 
accountability. 

Since  1978  the  department  has  been  active  in  securing 
grants  from  the  National  Museums  Corporation  in  order  to 
undertake  an  important  new  function,  a  computerized 
location  record  project  made  possible  through  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  National  Inventory  Programme.  This  project  is 
supervised  by  Ms.  Gillian  Pearson  with  a  staff  of  three 
recorders  and  four  student  assistants  supplied  by  the  fed¬ 
eral  summer  jobs  corps  programme.  The  project  was  origi¬ 
nally  designed  as  a  skeletal  record  of  the  300  000  items  in 
the  ROM  art  and  archaeology  collections  in  order  to 
facilitate  relocation  in  the  Curatorial  Centre  storage  areas, 
but  it  is  now  moving  into  a  new  phase.  Longer,  more  com¬ 
plex  records  are  being  tested  for  a  variety  of  collections 
management  purposes,  such  as  the  automation  of  loans 
records,  quarterly  reporting,  location  identification,  and 
even  conservation  checks.  For  the  second  time,  the  year- 
end  audit  by  Clarkson  Gordon  upon  a  random  selection  of 
artifacts  proved  the  accuracy  of  the  location  record  project. 

Loans  Section 

In  addition  to  outgoing  loans,  this  section  is  responsible  for 
the  coordination  of  all  incoming  and  internal  loans  and 
loan  renewals.  To  accomplish  this  effectively,  loans  man¬ 
ager  Mrs.  Lissa  Peck  chairs  a  loans  sub-committee  which 
carefully  examines  all  proposed  loans,  in  order  to  schedule 
a  smooth  and  secure  transition  between  each  lender  and 
borrower. 

During  the  year  the  Museum  answered  loan  requests 
from  institutions  across  the  country,  sending  such  varied 
items  as  a  Chinese  bridal  costume  to  the  Newfoundland 
Museum  in  St.  John's  and  Roman  sculptures  and  North¬ 
west  Coast  Salish  rattles  to  the  University  of  British 
Columbia  Anthropology  Museum  in  Vancouver. 

Within  Toronto  a  number  of  loans  were  arranged  for  local 
borrowers;  since  the  Canadiana  galleries  are  still  open  to 
visitors,  the  loans  section  has  worked  with  the  department 
to  organize  incoming  material  for  temporary  exhibitions 
such  as  House  Proud:  Canadian  Houses  as  seen  by  19th- 
Century  Artists,  which  contained  works  from  the  Museum 

collections  as  well  as  from  ten  lenders  in  eastern  Canada.

Customs  and  Shipping  Section 

In  spite  of  our  temporary  closure,  curatorial  departments 
continue  to  make  loans,  add  to  their  collections,  exchange 
scientific  specimens,  and  order  specialized  equipment  and 
supplies  for  research.  The  customs  and  shipping  section, 
headed  by  Mr.  Barry  McQuade,  assisted  by  Ms.  Amy  Whit¬ 
more,  coordinated  more  international  and  domestic  ship¬ 
ments  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  October  1980  federal  budget  brought  about  signifi¬ 
cant  changes  in  customs  duties  and  federal  sales  tax  appli¬ 
cable  to  museums.  In  concert  with  provincial  and  national 
museum  associations,  the  ROM  customs  and  shipping  man¬ 
ager  has  worked  to  secure  favourable  interpretations  of  the 
regulations  and  has  summarized  the  main  points  in  articles 
published  in  professional  journals. 

Teaching,  Lecturing,  and  Publications 

In  addition  to  satisfying  requests  for  occasional  lectures  on 
specific  topics,  the  staff  offered  an  in-house  training  and 
development  seminar;  organized  a  three-day  seminar, 
"Registration,  Records,  and  Research",  for  the  Ontario 
Museum  Association's  basic  certificate  in  museum 
studies;  and  provided  a  series  of  graduate  lectures  in  the 
museum  studies  programme  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 

Staff  continued  to  contribute  to  a  number  of  professional 
journals  and  popular  publications. 

Other  Public  Service 

Staff  members  not  only  answer  enquiries  and  provide  advi¬ 
sory  and  consultative  services  to  sister  institutions,  gov¬ 
ernment  agencies,  and  the  general  public,  but  also  are 
active  members  of  provincial  and  national  associations.  In 
May,  Mrs.  Sonja  Tanner  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Museums  Association  Registrars'  Committee,  and 
organized  and  chaired  a  panel  discussion  on  collections 
management  at  the  association's  annual  conference  in 
Ottawa.

The  Voyager  I  fly-by  of  the  planet  Saturn  provided  a  focus  of 
interest  and  activity  for  much  of  the  year  in  the 
Planetarium.  Planetarium  producer  Paul  Deans  was  able  to 
be  present  at  the  Jet  Propulsion  Laboratory  in  Pasadena, 
California,  as  the  photographs  and  results  were  received. 
His  Planetarium  show  Voyages  to  Giant  Worlds  produced 
an  unexpected  but  welcome  increase  in  attendance  during 
the  winter  and  spring  months,  delaying  to  some  extent  the 
inevitable  decline  caused  by  closure  of  the  main  building. 

Aside  from  the  Star  Theatre  show,  a  significant  number 
of  media  events  and  public-speaking  engagements  dealt 
with  the  Saturn  results.  Also  Voyager-related  was  the  first- 
ever  Extension  Services  show  involving  the  Planetarium.

Star  Theatre  Programmes  — Public  Shows 

The  public-show  schedule  included  a  carry-over  from  the 
spring  of  1980,  the  annual  Christmas  show,  and  three  new 
productions.  In  addition,  a  special  evening  and  week-end 
Star  Talk  was  provided  during  our  January  maintenance 
period  and  during  show  installation  weeks.  Earth,  Moon 
and  Sky,  a  programme  for  young  children,  was  presented  at 
selected  times  in  October  and  during  the  March  school 
break.

Highlights  of  the  production  efforts  directed  by  Mr.  Fred 
Jessop,  production  supervisor,  were  new  photographic 
panoramas  of  the  Algonquin  Radio  Observatory,  the  David 
Dunlap  Observatory,  and  downtown  Toronto.  For  Explor¬ 
ing  the  Milky  Way,  actors  were  filmed  playing  the  parts  of 
Galileo  and  William  Herschel.  This  film  was  projected  into 
the  scenes  from  which  they  talked.  In  Voyages  to  Giant 
Worlds  a  similar  technique  was  used  to  film  a  rotating 
model  of  Uranus  in  order  to  demonstrate  the  Voyager  fly-by 
in  1986. 

School  Shows 

School  shows  are  presented  ten  times  each  week  from 
October  through  June.  Seven  different  grade-related  school 
shows  were  offered  this  year.  Following  established  policy, 
they  were  updated  versions  of  previous  shows. 

Light  Shows 

Laser  Images  Incorporated  provided  two  light  shows  on  a 
contractual  basis  during  the  year:  Laserock  2  and  Laserium 
Starship. 

Attendance 

For  the  year  ending  30  June  198 1,  nine  hundred  and  thirteen 
public  shows  were  attended  by  128  694  patrons,  up  19  per 
cent  over  the  previous  year.  Attendance  in  the  period  from 
January  through  April  was  particularly  high,  and  during  the 
March  school  break  the  Planetarium  recorded  the  highest 
weekly  attendance  for  public  shows  (9138)  in  its  thirteen- 
year  history.  However,  by  May  and  June  attendance  was  in 
decline. 

School  shows  were  presented  on  241  occasions  to  49  493 
students  and  teachers,  down  13  per  cent  from  last  year.  This 
decline  reflects  both  the  decrease  in  school  population  and 
the  closure  of  ROM  galleries. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty-five  light  shows  were  attended 
by  93  964  people,  down  one  per  cent  from  a  year  ago. 

Seventy-eight  shows  involving  5217  people  were  pro¬ 
vided  for  special  groups,  such  as  scouts  and  guides,  post¬ 
secondary  students,  participants  in  Planetarium  courses, 
and  teachers. 

Teaching  and  Lecturing 

A  total  of  1307  post-secondary  students  from  six  institu¬ 
tions  attended  one  or  more  of  the  thirteen  demonstrations 
provided  by  Dr.  Thomas  Clarke  and  Mr.  Ian  McGregor.  In 
addition,  509  members  of  Power  Squadrons  from  various 
southern  Ontario  locations  attended  two  special  evenings 
in  the  Star  Theatre. 

This  year  the  Planetarium  staff  expanded  their  teaching 
activities  rather  significantly.  Seven  separate  courses  were 
offered;  three  were  organized  by  the  Planetarium,  one  by 
the  ROM  Saturday  Morning  Club,  and  three  by  other  agen¬ 
cies. 

As  a  continuing  project  with  Extension  Services,  Dr. 
Clarke  and  Mr.  McGregor  prepared  copy  and  visual  mate¬ 
rial  for  a  broadsheet  entitled  Sky  Show  ‘80.  Featuring  cur¬ 
rent  astronomical  phenomena,  a  star  finder,  and  useful

data,  this  large  poster-like  publication  was  circulated  to 
schools  throughout  Ontario. 

A  total  of  eleven  public  lectures  was  given  by  Mr. 
McGregor  and  Mr.  Deans  to  a  combined  audience  of  745 
people;  they  spoke  on  a  variety  of  astronomical  topics  from 
black  holes  to  giant  planets.  During  International 
Planetarium  Week  staff  were  involved  in  telescope  demon¬ 
strations,  an  astronomy  workshop,  and  a  sponsored  public 
lecture  by  Dr. }.  Veverka  of  Cornell  University. 


Display 

In  conjunction  with  Extension  Services,  Dr.  Clarke  pro¬ 
vided  concept,  copy,  and  visual  material  for  a  major  travel¬ 
ling  display,  Voyages  to  Giant  Worlds.  With  its  excellent 
design  and  production  this  colourful  and  informative  dis¬ 
play  is  the  first  of  a  number  of  proposed  circulating 
astronomical  exhibits. 


Research  and  Technical  Development 

A  programme  of  improvements  to  the  Star  Theatre  con¬ 
tinued  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Jessop.  A  mounting  sys¬ 


tem  for  panorama  projectors  was  developed,  fabricated,  and 
installed.  The  purchase  of  an  Oxberry  copy  stand  ensured 
that  the  production  of  graphic  and  slide  materials  would  be 
maintained  at  a  high  standard.  To  further  improve  the 
sound  reproduction  in  the  Star  Theatre  the  system  was 
redesigned  for  tri-amplification. 

Special  Distinctions 

Dr.  Clarke  was  elected  president  of  the  Planetarium  Asso¬ 
ciation  for  the  period  30  June  1981  to  30  June  1983.  Mr. 
McGregor  was  elected  secretary-treasurer  of  the  same 
organization.  Mr.  McGregor  was  re-elected  to  a  full  term  as 
president  of  the  Toronto  Centre  of  the  Royal  Astronomical 
Society  of  Canada,  to  which  he  has  given  invaluable  service 
over  the  past  year.  At  the  national  level  of  the  society  he 
serves  as  an  editor  of  the  national  newsletter  and  member 
of  the  executive  committee.  Mr.  Deans  completed  his  third 
and  final  year  as  editor  of  North  Star,  the  publication  of  the 
Planetarium  Association  of  Canada.  Recently  he  was 
appointed  an  information  provider  on  the  Telidon  project 
for  TV  Ontario.

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Development  and 
Membership  Services

Several  hundred  new  life  members  joined  the  ROM  this  year 
by  giving  generous  donations  to  the  renovation/expansion 
project,  and  membership  activities  continued  to  be  well 
supported.  Membership  services  are  coordinated  by  Mrs. 
Jean  Charing.  The  development  office  has  worked  towards 
establishing  the  ROM  development  trust,  a  future  fund¬ 
raising  arm  of  the  Museum. 

Membership  Services 

Many  ROM  members  maintained  their  support  of  the 
Museum  in  spite  of  closure.  At  the  end  of  June  1981,  there 
were  5572  members,  including  300  new  members  at  the  life 
level,  who  had  donated  to  the  renovation/expansion  pro¬ 
ject.  An  additional  600  new  individuals  and  families  joined 
at  the  annual  level.  We  also  offered  a  special  three-year 
membership  at  a  reduced  rate;  800  members  chose  this 
option. 

All  membership  records  are  now  processed  by  an  IBM 
information  processor  leased  by  the  department;  the  result 
has  been  greater  accuracy  in  record  management  and  faster 
retrieval  of  information.  One  special  project  of  the  Mem¬ 
bers'  Volunteer  Committee,  a  telephone  appeal  for  dona¬ 
tions,  was  made  easier  with  the  help  of  this  machine. 

Other  mvc  projects  assisted  were:  the  world  civilization 
and  natural  science  tours,  ROM  walks,  and  a  special  lecture 
series,  "Bronze,  Marble,  and  Sparkling  Wine".  Two  mem¬ 
bers'  previews  and  a  new  members'  reception  with  a 
Christmas  theme  were  held  in  the  Sigmund  Samuel 
(Canadiana)  Building. 

In  November  1980,  The  Arctic— Views  of  Early  Explora¬ 
tion  was  launched  with  receptions  on  four  nights  for 
Museum  members.  Another  reception  in  January  marked 
the  opening  of  Great  Expectations:  The  European  Vision  in 
Nova  Scotia,  1749-1848.  Mary  Sparling,  director  of  the  Art 
Gallery  of  Mount  Saint  Vincent  University,  Halifax, 
organized  this  collection  of  paintings.  The  evening  was 
hosted  jointly  by  the  Museum  and  the  university. 

Beryl  Bradford  resigned  at  the  end  of  June  1981.  A  cheer¬ 
ful  worker,  she  was  a  source  of  great  help  to  the  member¬ 
ship  office  during  the  past  three  years. 

Although  the  activities  of  the  Members'  Volunteer  Com¬ 
mittee  are  reported  separately,  the  department  would  like 
to  thank  these  volunteers  for  their  enthusiasm  and  cooper¬ 
ation. 

Development  Office 

The  development  office  was  approved  in  its  present  form 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1980.  As  the  executive  arm  of 
the  ROM  development  trust,  this  office  will  help  raise  funds 
for  the  Museum  once  the  building  fund  campaign  is  com¬ 
pleted.  In  the  meantime,  all  the  legal  formalities  necessary 
for  the  establishment  of  this  trust  have  been  finalized.  The 
development  office  is  engaged  in  assisting  the  fund  raisers, 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  management  of  the  Museum 
by  developing  the  structure  for  the  next  phase  of  the  build¬ 
ing  campaign,  with  a  goal  of  $3  500  000. 


Education  Services 

Ronald  Miles

The  year  1980-8 1  was  one  of  complete  change  and  consider¬ 
able  challenge. 

Although  it  has  been  a  stimulating  year  and  we  have  had 
the  satisfaction  of  devising  new  programmes  that  have 
been  evaluated  as  successful  by  our  peers  in  the  field  of 
education,  we  look  forward  to  the  Museum's  re-opening  in 
1982  and  to  the  resumption  of  our  gallery-related  program¬ 
mes. 

From  September  to  December  we  continued  to  schedule 
classes  for  our  gallery  education  programme  in  the  natural 
science  galleries  while  fulfilling  our  commitments  to  in¬ 
school  teaching,  but  once  the  main  building  of  the  Museum 
was  completely  closed  our  activity  became  classroom- 
oriented.

In-School  Programme 

The  in-school  programme  became  a  full-fledged  pro¬ 
gramme  of  teaching  in  the  classrooms  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto.  We  learned  to  pack  and  transport  numerous  suit¬ 
cases  of  teaching  materials,  to  find  schools  in  the  far 
reaches  of  Metropolitan  Toronto,  and  to  adjust  to  widely 
divergent  conditions  in  281  school  facilities.  We  taught 
17  848  students  in  510  classes  from  Grades  1  to  13.  The 
fifteen  in-depth  topics  we  offered  relate  to  most  of  the 
Museum's  collections  of  art  and  archaeology  and  the  natu¬ 
ral  sciences.  We  also  taught  500  classroom  teachers,  librar¬ 
ians,  and  principals  how  to  use  and  benefit  from  the  in¬ 
school  programme. 

The  aims  of  the  in-school  programme  have  been  to  main¬ 
tain  the  vital  link  between  the  Museum  and  the  schools  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  and  to  provide  educational  experi¬ 
ences  that  will  encourage  teachers  to  use  the  Museum's 
resources  in  the  future. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  anew  the  cooperation  of 
the  curatorial  departments  with  regard  to  the  loan  of 
artifacts  and  specimens.  The  success  of  the  in-school  pro¬ 
gramme  is  heavily  dependent  on  the  support  of  such  mate¬ 
rial  evidence.  The  excitement  of  the  students  while  work¬ 
ing  with  actual  objects  from  the  ROM  collections  has  been 
more  than  worth  the  physical  effort  involved  in  selecting, 
packing,  and  transporting  the  objects. 

All  full-time  teaching  staff  who  conduct  the  in-school 
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programme  also  serve  on  gallery  design  teams  concerned 
with  galleries  that  will  re-open  during  1982-83.  Our  experi¬ 
ence  in  this  planning  process  with  other  Museum  staff  is 
most  beneficial  and  will  greatly  facilitate  the  development 
of  future  programmes.  The  teaching  staff  is  constantly 
planning  methods  of  presentation  suitable  to  the  new  gal¬ 
leries  as  they  re-open.  Enquiries  from  school  teachers  about 
re-opening  assure  us  that  the  Museum  is  where  they  would 
like  to  be. 

Staff  and  Volunteers 

In  addition  to  our  permanent  staff  of  six  teachers,  we  have 
had  invaluable  assistance  from  one  seconded  teacher  from 
the  Toronto  Board  of  Education  and  two  part-time  teachers 
on  contract.  We  greatly  regretted  having  to  relinquish  the 
services  of  all  three  at  the  end  of  June  1981. 

Mr.  Peter  Ziliotto  has  completed  his  two-year  term  of 
secondment  and  will  return  to  the  Toronto  board.  Peter  has 
contributed  to  our  knowledge  by  his  serious  commitment 
to  the  research  of  our  Far  Eastern  teaching  objects,  and  has 
also  kept  us  informed  of  current  and  future  changes  in 
school  curricula  and  lifted  our  spirits  with  his  sense  of 
humour.  We  hope  he  left  as  enriched  from  his  experience 
with  us  as  we  have  been  by  having  him. 

Mrs.  Dolores  Torney  has  been  with  us  on  a  part-time 
basis  for  many  years  and  has  been  exceptionally  versatile  in 
the  scope  of  subjects  she  has  taught  as  well  as  in  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  her  teaching  experience  to  a  wide  range  of  student 
levels  and  abilities.  We  shall  miss  her  greatly  but  hope  to 
have  her  back  with  us  for  gallery  teaching  after  the 
Museum  re-opens. 

Mr.  Richard  Hood's  contributions  in  research  and  teach¬ 
ing  for  the  past  two  years  will  leave  us  with  enriched 
knowledge.  He  has  researched  and  written  texts  under  the 
guidance  and  approval  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  Depart¬ 
ment  for  our  learning  resources  materials  slide  sets,  and 
has  contributed  to  the  "Roman  Kit"  for  the  student  partici¬ 
pation  campaign.  Richard  left  us  for  a  teaching  post  at 
Upper  Canada  College,  armed  with  much  gratuitous  advice 
but  sincere  good  wishes. 

The  suspension  in  January  1981  of  our  gallery  education, 
Discovery  Room,  Saturday  Morning  Club,  and  art  instruc¬ 
tion  programmes  necessitated  suspension  of  the  involve¬ 
ment  of  the  more  than  150  teachers,  instructors,  and  volun¬ 
teers  who  have  worked  closely  with  us.  We  look  forward  to 
a  renewed  association  with  these  people  in  1982-83. 

Discovery  Room 

The  Discovery  Room,  having  had  a  very  successful  six 
months  with  approximately  30  000  visitors,  closed  its 
doors  in  January  1981  with  the  official  closing  of  the  main 
building.  Mrs.  Frances  MacArthur,  manager,  moved  her 
offices  temporarily  to  the  Curatorial  Centre  and  continues 
to  plan  for  a  new,  expanded  Discovery  Gallery  which  will 
open  early  in  1983. 

Clubs 

The  Saturday  Morning  Club  and  art  instruction  program¬ 
mes  continued  at  full  capacity  until  December  1980.  The 
young  people's  summer  art  programme  and  the  fall  semes-

ter  of  the  Saturday  Morning  Club  had  a  total  registration  of 
425  enthusiastic  youngsters. 

The  summer  and  fall  semesters  of  the  adult  art  instruc¬ 
tion  programme  had  a  total  registration  of  440  committed 
beginners  and  budding  artists.  The  success  of  both 
children's  and  adults'  programmes  may  be  measured  by  the 
steady  stream  of  enquiries  we  have  had,  with  some  people 
expressing  disbelief  and  some  restrained  annoyance  that 
the  programmes  could  not  be  offered  while  the  Museum 
was  closed. 

Learning  Resource  Material 

Research  and  organization  for  our  learning  resource  mate¬ 
rials  programme  continued.  Work  was  done  on  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  slides  and  texts  intended  for  use  in  the  schools  and 
for  purchase  by  the  general  public  at  the  ROM.  The  sets  of 
Egyptian  and  Greco-Roman  materials  are  now  completed 
and  ready  for  commercial  reproduction. 

FOROM 

The  club  for  senior  citizens,  which  meets  on  Thursdays, 
has  continued  to  thrive  even  without  the  gallery  tours. 
Films  and  outings  arranged  by  Mr.  Arthur  Jamieson  of  the 
education  teaching  staff  have  been  enjoyed  by  about 
thirty-five  club  members  each  week.  Mrs.  Jan  Fishlock  and 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Smith  of  the  Members'  Volunteer  Committee 
assisted  with  the  programme  and  also  invited  club  mem¬ 
bers  to  tea  at  their  homes.  Their  hospitality  was  much 
appreciated. 
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Exhibit  Design  Services

The  dismantling  of  existing  galleries  and  the  planning  of 
new  galleries  have  occupied  much  of  the  time  of  Exhibit 
Design  Services  this  year. 

Galleries 

With  the  closing  of  the  east  wing,  the  clearing  of  the  life 
sciences  galleries  began.  A  particularly  complex  move  was 
that  of  the  full-size  dioramas  from  the  third  floor  to  the 
second  floor.  The  specimens  and  three-dimensional  com¬ 
ponents  were  removed  and  then  the  floors  and  painted 
backgrounds  had  to  be  cut  for  moving.  The  dioramas,  now 
in  their  new  location,  will  be  reassembled  and  renovated. 
The  photography  section  continues  to  record  the  transfor¬ 
mation  of  the  Museum. 

The  gallery  development  teams  have  been  extensively 
involved  in  planning  the  new  galleries.  Five  concept 
reports  were  completed  and  three  are  in  the  final  stages  of 
preparation.  The  planning  of  the  galleries  has  been  a 
demanding  function  not  only  for  this  department  but  for  all 
the  departments  in  the  Museum. 

Research  and  Development 

During  the  last  three  years  the  exhibit  programming  sec¬ 
tion  has  been  compiling  research  conducted  in  various 
countries  on  how  people  learn  in  the  museum  environ¬ 
ment.  The  section  is  also  examining  aspects  of  print  com¬ 
munication  and  how  people  use  text  while  standing  in  a 
public  gallery.  One  product  of  this  research  has  been  a  draft 
report  on  programming  guidelines  for  the  ROM  which  pro¬ 
vides  both  theoretical  and  practical  approaches  to  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  this  work  in  our  galleries  and  exhibitions. 

The  artists,  taxidermists,  and  photographers  have  under¬ 
taken  several  field  trips  to  do  research  and  to  gather  docu¬ 
mentation  and  specimens  for  the  new  galleries.  Mr.  Peter 


Knapton,  taxidermist,  travelled  in  Ontario  and  as  far  afield 
as  South  America  to  collect  specimens.  In  South  America 
he  managed  to  bag  some  rare  specimens  of  several  species 
of  tinamous,  which  are  to  be  used  in  the  new  evolution 
gallery. 

The  exhibit  programming  internship  programme, 
started  last  year,  has  met  with  great  success.  The  pro¬ 
gramme  provides  a  twelve-week  training  period  involving 
not  only  theory  but  also  practical  work.  Applications  have 
been  received  from  across  Canada.  This  year  the  pro¬ 
gramme  accepted  individuals  from  the  University  of 
Toronto,  the  University  of  Leicester,  and  the  National 
Museums  Corporation. 

Exhibitions 

Exhibit  Design  Services  continues  to  undertake  the  design 
and  production  of  travelling  exhibits  for  Extension  Ser¬ 
vices. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  exhibition  programme 
was  transferred  from  the  Programmes  and  Public  Relations 
Department  to  Exhibit  Design  Services.  This  major  change 
concentrated  the  scheduling,  programming,  design,  and 
implementation  of  changing  exhibitions  in  one  depart¬ 
ment. 

Although  the  main  building  of  the  ROM  closed  at  the 
beginning  of  1981,  exhibitions  were  scheduled  through 
June  1981  at  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Library.  In  addition, 
exhibitions  were  placed  at  the  National  Sportsmen's  Show, 
the  Sigmund  Samuel  (Canadiana)  Building,  the  Toronto- 
Dominion  Centre,  the  Museum  subway  case,  and  the 
Museum  outdoor  cases. 

Appointments 

Mr.  Charles  S.  Tomsik  joined  the  ROM  as  exhibitions  man¬ 
ager.  He  comes  to  the  museum  from  the  Glenbow 
Museum,  Calgary,  where  he  was  the  controller  and  corpo¬ 
rate  secretary.  While  Mr.  Tomsik  will  be  responsible  for  all 
the  temporary  exhibitions,  he  will  concentrate  particularly 
on  major  shows  for  the  renovated  exhibition  hall.

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Extension  Services

During  the  year  the  Department  of  Extension  Services 
reached  600  communities  through  its  travelling  exhibi¬ 
tions  and  school  cases,  museumobiles,  and  Speakers' 
Bureau.  Although  the  Museum  closed  its  main  doors  in 
1981,  Extension  Services'  programmes  continued  the 
Museum's  mandate  of  service  to  smaller  communities  and 
kept  collections  circulating.  For  the  175  000  people  who 
attended  libraries  and  museums  involved  in  "Discover  the 
ROM"  van  tours,  the  Museum,  if  not  the  main  building, 
remained  open  for  browsing  and  study. 

Travelling  Exhibitions 

The  department  continued  to  offer  a  wide  variety  of  exhib¬ 
its  to  borrowers:  thirty-one  displays  of  varying  sizes,  two 
travelling  suitcases,  and  two  slide  kits.  An  estimated 
300  000  visitors  saw  these  exhibits  at  various  museums, 
exhibition  centres,  libraries,  and  art  galleries. 

Six  new  exhibits  were  placed  in  circulation:  Edward  S. 
Curtis:  Photographer,  Amphibians  of  Ontario,  Fluores¬ 
cent  Minerals,  Pipes  of  the  Iroquois,  Voyages  to  Giant 
Worlds ,  and  High  Stepping.  In  addition,  three  existing 
shows:  Parasaurolophus,  Birds  of  Many  Feathers,  and 
Flights  of  Fancy,  were  revised  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of 
new  audiences.

Of  special  note  is  the  production  of  a  bilingual  exhibit, 
Amphibians  of  Ontario,  which  consists  of  four  dioramas 
and  informative  specimen  identification  panels.  Another 
undertaking  of  the  year,  Voyages  to  Giant  Worlds,  includes 
over  forty  spectacular  colour  and  black-and-white  photo¬ 
graphs  taken  by  cameras  aboard  the  Voyager  spacecraft. 
Charts  and  diagrams  provide  up-dated  information  on  Jupi¬ 
ter,  Saturn,  and  the  moons  orbiting  each  of  these  giant 
planets.  A  supplementary  materials  package  containing 
news  releases,  slides,  tapes,  and  a  film  was  prepared  for  the 
exhibit,  and  an  edited  version  of  the  McLaughlin 
Planetarium's  show  of  the  same  title  was  reprinted  in  book¬ 
let  form  for  public  use. 


"Discover  the  ROM"  Van 

Approximately  175  000  people  in  smaller  Ontario  commu¬ 
nities  benefited  from  materials  brought  to  libraries  or 
museums  by  the  "Discover  the  rom"  van.  Two  more  exhib¬ 
its  were  added  to  the  van  series  this  year.  For  the  bilingual 
Pipes  of  the  Iroquois  the  Department  of  New  World  Arch¬ 
aeology  chose  twenty-two  pipes  and  pipe  fragments  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Iroquois,  while  for  the  High  Stepping 
exhibit  the  Textile  Department  lent  thirty-four  pieces  of 
footwear.

School  Services 

Twenty-one  school  travelling  cases  were  available  to 
Ontario  school  boards  in  September  1980.  Traces  de  la  vie 
was  produced  for  French  language  and  French  immersion 
schools,  and  four  additional  travelling  cases  began  circulat¬ 
ing  in  April. 

Duplicate  cases  entitled  Of  Water  and  Land:  The  Story 
of  Amphibians  were  completed  in  the  first  half  of  1981. 
These  cases  required  that  latex  moulds  of  twenty-two  dif¬ 
ferent  amphibians  be  made  and  painted  and  that  twenty- 
two  small  dioramas  be  made,  so  that  students  can  view  the 
amphibians  as  they  would  appear  in  nature. 

Production  work  was  completed  for  three  duplicate 
copies  of  our  newest  case,  A  Case  of  Dolls.  The  doll  cases 
are  designed  to  encourage  primary-grade  students  to  use 
the  world  of  dolls  to  investigate  the  history,  geography,  and 
culture  of  other  lands. 

The  Metro  loan  programme  is  growing;  over  eighty 
resource  boxes  are  available  for  loan  to  teachers  in  and  near 
Metropolitan  Toronto.  During  the  school  term  up  to  31 
March  1981,  boxes  were  loaned  to  sixty-four  different 
schools  both  within  and  beyond  Metro. 

Museumobiles 

Eighteen  museums,  libraries,  and  provincial  parks  hosted 
the  Fossils  of  Ontario  mobile  gallery  during  the  summer 
tour  of  1980,  and  8018  visitors  took  a  trip  into  the  past.  The 
vehicle  participated  in  five  Festival-Ontario-sponsored 
events.  The  archaeology  museumobile  also  appeared  at 
four  of  these  Festival  Ontario  events.  By  the  end  of  the 
summer,  twenty-three  communities  had  received  a  visit 
from  the  vehicle  and  an  estimated  8641  people  had  been 
treated  to  the  mini-ROM  on  wheels. 

During  the  fall  tour,  the  Sudbury  Board  of  Education 
hosted  the  vehicles  at  twenty-six  public  and  separate 
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schools,  and  another  sixteen  elementary  schools  of  the 
Nipissing  board  took  part  in  the  programme.  In  all,  8316 
students  viewed  the  exhibits  in  the  travelling  galleries. 
Interpreters  then  concentrated  on  schools  in  the  Barrie  and 
Burlington  regions,  where  fifty  school  stopovers  allowed 
6801  students  to  see  the  specimens  and  artifacts  in  the 
displays. 

Staff  from  ROM  Extension  Services  arranged  with  TV 
Ontario  for  archaeology  and  fossil-oriented  videotapes  to 
be  aired  on  cable  TV  in  North  Bay,  Barrie,  and  Burlington 
while  the  museumobiles  were  in  these  areas. 

Speakers'  Bureau 

The  fifty-six  members  of  the  Speakers'  Bureau  offered  a 
total  of  143  topics.  For  the  period  ending  30  June  1981, 
eighty-seven  speaking  engagements  were  provided  by 
members  of  the  bureau  to  communities  throughout 
Ontario;  they  spoke  to  a  total  of  5800  people. 

During  a  week-end  "Astronomy  for  Campers"  pro¬ 
gramme  at  Arrowhead  Provincial  Park  in  Huntsville  in 
August,  an  average  of  400  campers  were  involved  in  various 
day  and  evening  astronomical  programmes  provided  by  a 
staff  member  from  the  Planetarium. 

Media  Extension 

The  popular  radio  series  "The  Collectors"  was  produced  for 
the  third  season  and  distributed  for  fall  scheduling  to 
twenty-eight  subscribing  radio  stations.  The  third  series 
consisted  of  thirteen  programmes  with  Mr.  Jay  Ingram 
continuing  his  talks  with  Museum  staff  about  their  work. 

In  one  week  in  September  1980,  radio  stations  in  Bel¬ 
leville,  St.  Catharines,  and  Sudbury  that  subscribed  to  the 
series  interviewed  ROM  Speakers'  Bureau  members  who 
were  in  these  cities  for  speaking  engagements. 


Members'  Volunteer 
Committee

For  the  Members'  Volunteer  Committee  (mvc),  the  year 
encompassed  many  changes.  Some  services  provided  for 
Museum  visitors  ceased  as  galleries  closed,  while  research 
began  on  projected  facilities  contingent  on  re-opening,  and 
new  ways  of  coping  with  disruptions  and  loss  of  amenities 
were  devised.  Originally  formed  in  1958  to  assist  the  board 
and  staff  in  departmental  placement  and  encouragement  of 
public  interest,  in  its  twenty-fourth  year  the  MVC  recog¬ 
nizes  that  fund-raising  has  become  a  necessary  part  of  its 
service  today  and  the  project  and  executive  committees 
seek  new  ways  to  raise  awareness  and  financial  support  for 
such  projects  as  the  renovation/expansion  fund. 

Revenue-Producing  Projects 

In  November,  the  MVC  undertook  a  telephone  canvass  of 
Museum  members  to  appeal  for  support  of  the  renovation 
and  expansion  campaign.  In  ten  evenings  of  telephoning 
from  a  large  downtown  brokerage  firm,  members  drew  an 
overwhelming  response,  and  the  renovation  and  expansion 
campaign  netted  $94  607. 

Committee  members  initiated  and  coordinated  "Bronze, 
Marble,  and  Sparkling  Wine",  a  three-evening  lecture  series 
by  Mr.  K.  Corey  Keeble  of  the  European  Department, 
which  gained  $3000  for  the  campaign. 

The  travel  committee's  world  civilization  and  natural 
science  tours  included  such  diverse  itineraries  as  whale¬ 
watching  in  Newfoundland  and  a  chartered  luxury-liner 
cruise  of  the  Mediterranean's  ancient  shores.  This  past 
year's  subscriptions  to  trips  contributed  $52  520  in  dona¬ 
tions. 

Not  so  far  afield,  the  ROMbus  group  chartered  buses, 
ordered  meals,  arranged  tours,  and  coordinated  experts  and 
participants  for  eleven  trips  in  and  around  Toronto.  A  "Gar¬ 
rison  Dinner"  at  Old  Fort  York  provided  a  most  successful 
finale  to  the  season. 

Ongoing  Activities 

ROMwalk,  so  successful  in  its  first  summer,  was  repeated  in 
the  summer  of  1981.  These  free,  hour-long  Wednesday- 
morning  tours  of  Toronto's  civic  and  commercial  core 
helped  Torontonians  and  visitors  to  appreciate  Toronto's 
history  and  architectural  heritage. 

While  the  main  building  was  open,  free  twice-weekly 
public  tours  by  docent  members  continued,  and  self-guided 
Audiotours  of  the  science  galleries  continued  to  be  avail¬ 
able.  Mini-theatre  slide  talks  on  world  civilization  topics 
were  well  supported.  After  closure  of  the  main  building, 
tours  of  the  Canadiana  galleries  and  special  exhibitions 
continued.  A  special  luncheon  tour  series  in  April,  "Diary 
of  a  Lady  in  Early  Canada",  attracted  sell-out  audiences. 
Training  sessions  were  given  to  new  docents  in  these  gal¬ 
leries. 

The  decorating  committee  again  created  dried-flower 
bouquets  for  the  north  and  south  galleries  of  the  Sigmund 
Samuel  ( Canadiana)  Building  and  provided  fresh  flowers  for 
receptions  and  membership  viewings. 

MVC  members  were  hostesses  at  new  members'  recep¬ 
tions  and  membership  viewings  of  special  exhibitions. 
These  receptions  and  other  programme  events,  as  well  as 
committee-sponsored  projects,  were  made  known  to  ROM 
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Participants  in  a  ROMwalk  view  Toronto  City  Hall. 


membership  and  the  public  through  a  valued  working  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the  mvc  publicity  group  and  the  ROM's 
Programmes  and  Public  Relations  Department. 

A  stimulating  series  of  lectures  on  awareness  of  the 
ROM's  function  in  collecting,  preserving,  and  interpreting 
world  and  natural  history,  planned  by  the  mvc  education 
committee,  was  given  by  staff  members  and  volunteers  to 
mvc  members  and  Museum  volunteers.  Bus  trips  to  Ottawa 
and  Kitchener  galleries  and  to  Niagara-on-the-Lake 
enriched  our  appreciation  of  a  museum's  interpretive  role 
in  its  community. 

Recruiting  and  training  Museum  volunteers  who  help  at 
the  information  and  membership  desks,  in  the  Discovery 
Room,  and  with  school  groups  is  one  of  this  committee's 
responsibilities.  Even  as  galleries  and  services  closed  down, 
would-be  volunteers  were  being  welcomed;  monthly  lec¬ 
tures,  slide  programmes,  and  a  newsletter  all  developed  by 
our  Museum  volunteer  sub-committee  helped  to  keep 
these  important  Museum  helpers  busy  and  informed. 


Special  Activities 

Amid  packing  and  storing  of  committee  files,  books,  and 
properties,  our  archivist  was  learning  what  constitutes 


archival  records  and  retrieving  our  history.  In  addition, 
volunteers  assisted  in  recording  living  history  in  conversa¬ 
tions  with  long-time  staff  members  and  friends  of  the 
Museum. 

In  cooperation  with  the  administration,  research  and 
planning  of  new  services  to  follow  re-opening  of  full 
Museum  facilities  challenged  many  of  our  members.  Some 
worked  with  task  groups  planning  restaurant  and  lounge 
areas,  and  the  possibilities  of  a  volunteer-operated 
Museum  shop  were  researched.  Staff-volunteer  commit¬ 
tees  working  towards  a  Museum  ethics  policy,  special 
interest  groups,  and  continuing  education  programmes 
welcomed  volunteer  and  membership  viewpoints.  Several 
mvc  members  were  part  of  the  Campaign  Communica¬ 
tions  Committee. 

The  Members'  Volunteer  Committee  reports  with  regret 
the  suspension  of  activities  of  the  young  career  committee. 
Once  Museum  doors  re-open,  it  is  hoped  that  career-age 
volunteers  will  again  wish  to  establish  themselves  as  a 
working  group  within  the  Museum.

In  view  of  Dr.  Tovell's  impending  retirement  on  30  June 
1981  and  his  move  to  the  position  of  honorary  curator, 
Department  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology,  and  also  because 
of  ongoing  commitments  with  other  academic  institu¬ 
tions,  the  department's  activities  during  the  period  were 
somewhat  curtailed. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  visits  were  made  to  south¬ 
eastern  Ontario,  where,  by  request,  discussions  were  held 
with  museums  in  Napanee,  Belleville,  and  Brighton.  Sev¬ 
eral  visits  were  made  to  Beaverton  to  assist  the  Beaverton 
Thorah  Eldon  Historical  Society  with  problems  connected 
with  the  completion  of  an  historic  house.  This  house  was 
opened  and  dedicated  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
Ontario  late  in  June  1981. 

Dr.  Tovell  attended  the  biennial  conference  of  the  con¬ 
servation  authorities  of  the  province  of  Ontario  in  Trenton, 


Ontario,  and  lectured  on  Ontario  geology  to  classes  in  the 
Faculty  of  Landscape  Architecture,  University  of  Toronto. 
He  continued  his  course  at  Scarborough  College  entitled 
"Geology  in  the  Urban  Environment"  and  also  conducted 
seminars  on  geological  education  for  the  Faculty  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  University  of  Toronto.  As  the  guest  of  Michael  Lands- 
berg  on  cruises  of  the  CFRB  boat  Arbee,  he  outlined  some  of 
the  interesting  history  of  the  Toronto  waterfront,  including 
the  origin  of  Lake  Ontario  and  Toronto  Island. 

In  January  the  American  Association  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Science  met  in  Toronto  and  Dr.  Tovell  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  organizing  committee  with  particular  responsi¬ 
bility  for  arranging  excursions  to  laboratories  in  the 
Toronto  area  engaged  in  scientific  work.  Also  in  January  he 
spoke  to  the  Etobicoke  Historical  Society  on  the  environ¬ 
mental  history  of  the  Greater  Toronto  area. 

As  a  result  of  Dr.  Tovell's  interest  in  the  Niagara  Escarp¬ 
ment  he  presented  arguments  to  hearings  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board,  defending  some 
of  the  interpretations  that  the  commission  had  made  with 
respect  to  the  buried  escarpment  in  Dufferin  County.  He 
also  assisted  in  the  programme  "Glen  Haffy  Day",  coor¬ 
dinated  by  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region  Conserva¬ 
tion  Authority,  on  which  occasion  he  answered  questions 
about  the  Niagara  Escarpment.  A  rom  museumobile  was 
also  present. 

One  of  Dr.  Tovell's  most  interesting  activities  during  the 
year  was  organizing  and  acting  as  resource  person  for  the 
five-day  Ojibway  Tour,  a  ROM  world  civilization  and  natu¬ 
ral  science  tour  to  northern  Ontario.  This  provided  many 
ROM  members  with  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  Bruce 
Peninsula  and  Manitoulin  Island  and  to  gain  a  better 
appreciation  of  the  mining  activities  in  the  Sudbury  dis¬ 
trict.  The  ROM  bus  tour  to  the  Humber  Valley  and  the 
Kortright  Centre  for  Conservation  enabled  members  to 
observe  the  open  spaces  in  the  Humber  Valley  acquired  by 
public  funds  as  part  of  the  flood  prevention  programme  of 
the  conservation  authority. 

Addresses  were  given  to  the  Mineral  Club  of  Owen 
Sound  and  to  the  Oakville  Historical  Society;  these 
stressed  certain  features  of  the  geological  heritage  of  the 
province  of  Ontario. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  department  received  a 
request  to  assist  in  a  project  known  as  the  Petrolia  Discov¬ 
ery.  This  project  dealt  with  the  development  of  the  earliest 
oilfield  in  Canada,  located  near  Sarnia. 

To  mark  his  retirement,  Dr.  Tovell  was  honoured  with  a 
dinner  given  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  which  his  appoint¬ 
ment  as  honorary  trustee  of  the  Museum  was  announced. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  mention  of 
the  valued  assistance  of  Miss  Margaret  Coutinho,  who  has 
worked  with  Dr.  Tovell  since  the  beginning  of  the  OMSAAS 
operation,  and  of  his  wife  Mrs.  G.  Ruth  Tovell,  who  looked 
after  the  many  details  that  ensured  a  very  successful  pro¬ 
gramme. 

On  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Tovell,  ongoing  contact 
between  the  ROM  and  Ontario  communities  will  be  main¬ 
tained  through  Extension  Services. 
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Programmes  and  Public 
Relations

The  primary  work  of  the  department  during  the  year  was 
sustaining  the  link  with  the  community  during  closure  of 
the  main  building.  The  community  was  kept  informed 
about  the  renovation/expansion  project,  the  continuing 
services  and  work  pursued  by  Museum  staff,  and  program¬ 
mes  offered  at  the  Sigmund  Samuel  (Canadiana)  Building 
and  McLaughlin  Planetarium. 

Media  Relations 

Our  media  relations  programme  generated  an  average  of 
seventy  articles,  ninety  listings  and  mentions,  and  sixteen 
short  Museum  items  in  the  print  news  media  every  month. 
The  average  monthly  free  coverage  of  Museum  events  and 
activities  on  radio  and  television  was  approximately  two 
hours.  It  is  difficult  to  attach  a  dollar  value  to  this  free 
coverage,-  however,  to  give  one  example,  cfrb  reported  the 
cash  value  of  its  eighteen  broadcasts  of  one  public-service 
announcement  on  the  Planetarium  show  Voyages  to  Giant 
Worlds  at  $2250. 

News  stories  dealt  not  only  with  exhibitions  and  specific 
research  projects  but  also  with  art  forgeries,  illegal  traffick¬ 
ing  in  antiquities  or  endangered  species,  the  "evolution 
versus  creation"  debate,  and  the  border  clash  between  Iraq 
and  Iran.  A  story  on  the  hazards  of  Middle  East  field  work 
ran  in  twenty-six  daily  papers.  The  donation  of  the 


Yaremko  glass  collection  was  covered  by  thirty  Canadian 
papers  as  well  as  national  and  international  antique  maga¬ 
zines.  Both  print  and  electronic  media  were  particularly 
generous  in  their  support  of  our  fund-raising  campaign. 
Over  a  two-week  period  at  the  peak  of  the  campaign,  the 
Director  was  interviewed  about  the  building  project  on 
more  than  half-a-dozen  public  affairs  programmes. 

Publications  and  Audio-visual  Productions 

Progress  on  the  renovation/expansion  project  was  reported 
to  members,  donors,  and  all  levels  of  government  by  means 
of  the  Annual  Report,  five  issues  of  Expansion  News,  and  a 
number  of  personal  letters.  Every  Ontario  school  received 
copies  of  our  School  Broadsheet  with  current  information 
about  the  building  project  and  a  variety  of  other  subjects. 
Our  internal  newsletter,  ROM  News,  and  carefully  main¬ 
tained  bulletin  boards  located  throughout  the  Museum 
complex  kept  staff  informed  about  the  building  project  and 
current  Museum  events. 

The  department  also  initiated  two  new  revenue¬ 
generating  programmes.  ROM  Report,  articles  written  and 
illustrated  by  ROM  staff,  was  a  bimonthly  feature  in  the 
children's  Starship  Column  of  the  Toronto  Star  and  was 
reprinted  for  distribution  to  students.  In  the  magazine 
Home  Decor  /Canada,  a  column  by  Mr.  Peter  Kaellgren  of 
the  European  Department  identified  antiques  for  collectors 
who  send  in  photographs  and  letters. 

To  support  the  Development  and  Membership 
Department's  public  campaign  for  funds,  we  produced  two 
video-tapes  in  which  the  Director  made  a  direct  appeal  for 
funds.  These  tapes  were  played  free  of  charge  on  fourteen 
Ontario  television  stations  including  major  Metropolitan

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Toronto  stations.  An  eight-minute  slide/sound  presenta¬ 
tion  on  the  building  project  was  produced  for  use  by  the 
Director  and  volunteer  canvassers  in  their  fund-raising 
efforts. 

Tapes  of  six  public-service  announcements  by  curatorial 
staff  were  produced  and  distributed  to  forty-two  radio  sta¬ 
tions,  and  written  public-service  announcements  for  the 
building  fund  campaign  were  distributed  to  an  additional 
eighteen  radio  stations  in  Ontario. 

The  radio  series  "The  Collectors",  fifteen-minute  taped 
interviews  with  curatorial  staff,  was  increased  by  thirteen 
programmes,  and  segments  from  the  full  series  of  fifty-two 
programmes  were  broadcast  on  thirty-two  radio  stations. 

Graphics  Programme 

Students  and  scholars,  book  publishers,  government  agen¬ 
cies,  and  a  broad  spectrum  of  other  institutions  from  many 
parts  of  the  world  request  permission  to  reproduce  photo¬ 
graphs  of  ROM  artifacts  and  specimens  in  magazines,  text 
books,  and  other  media.  This  programme,  coordinated  by 
our  supervisor  of  office  services,  includes  permission  to 
outside  organizations  to  shoot  film  in  the  Museum. 
Although  the  programme  is  for  the  most  part  a  public 
service,  it  also  generates  several  thousand  dollars  of  reve¬ 
nue  for  the  Museum  every  year. 

Public  Programmes 

Over  the  past  year,  the  Museum  continued  to  offer  a  wide 
selection  of  programmes  to  the  public,  including  Sunday 
concerts  and  a  series  of  Christmas  concerts.  One  of  the 
year's  highlights  was  Opera  Close-ups ,  a  preview  of  the 
Canadian  Opera  Company's  fall  season.  The  exhibition 
The  New  Brunswick  Landscape  Print,  1760-1880  was 
complemented  by  a  series  entitled  Maritime  Concerts  at 
the  Canadiana  Building. 

Pepi  Puppet  Theatre  presented  "The  Great  Totem-pole 
Caper",  produced  especially  for  the  ROM;  "The  Boy  Who 
Forgot";  "Hansel  and  Gretel";  and  "Peter  Pan".  The  ROM 
also  offered  a  varied  selection  of  film  programmes,  among 
them  How  Yukong  Moved  the  Mountains,  an  exceptional 
series  on  present-day  China,  and  Cinema  Showcase,  which 
presented  a  number  of  international  film  masterpieces. 
The  ROM  and  the  Canadian  Film  Institute  worked  together 
on  a  programme  entitled  The  Science  of  the  Future  — The 
Future  of  Science. 

Advertising  and  Promotion 

ROM  programmes  were  advertised  in  newspapers  and  maga¬ 
zines,  through  public  service  announcements  on  Toronto 
radio  stations,  and  in  a  variety  of  brochures  and  flyers.  Six 
issues  of  the  Museum  calendar  of  events,  What’s  On  at  the 
R  OM,  were  produced  and  distributed  to  Museum  members 
and  to  an  average  of  70  000  members  of  the  general  public 
by  bulk  distribution  to  supermarkets,  major  Toronto 
attractions,  tourist  outlets,  hotels,  and  motels. 

Three  posters  featuring  exhibitions  at  the  Sigmund 
Samuel  (Canadiana)  Building  and  one  for  a  McLaughlin 
Planetarium  show  were  displayed  in  ttc  subway  cars  and 
Toronto  store-fronts  and  had  a  marked  impact  on  attend¬ 
ance.  Sales  of  the  posters  to  the  public  recovered  a  large 
percentage  of  our  production  costs. 

Total  attendance  for  the  main  building,  Sigmund  Samuel 
(Canadiana)  Building,  and  Planetarium  was  471  948. 
Adding  to  this  figure  the  number  of  people  reached  by 
Extension  Services  gives  a  total  of  853  214  for  the  year, 
compared  with  1  123  170  for  the  previous  year. 


Publication  Services

The  bulk  of  the  department's  book  production  in  1980-81 
was  concentrated  in  the  academic  programme.  On  the  life 
sciences  side,  four  Contributions  (nos.  125  through  128), 
two  Occasional  Papers  (nos.  34  and  35),  and  one  Miscel¬ 
laneous  publication  ( The  Huntsman  Collection)  were  pro¬ 
duced.  Work  also  proceeded  on  a  major  publication,  Soper 
and  Heimburger's  Shrubs  of  Ontario,  to  be  published  in  the 
current  year. 

In  the  art  and  archaeology  field,  two  large  works  came 
out  under  the  ROM  imprint  conjoined  with  that  of  a  pub¬ 
lisher  in  the  U.K.  In  both  cases  the  production  was  done  in 
Britain,  with  funds  largely  supplied  by  the  ROM  through 
Publication  Services.  One  of  these  publications  was  John 
Hayes's  first  Canadian  fascicule  of  Corpus  Vasorurn 
Antiquorum  containing  full  photographic  coverage  of  the 
ROM's  collection  of  Attic  black-figure  and  related  wares. 
Co-published  with  the  British  Academy,  this  is  the  first 
Canadian  contribution  to  an  international  series  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  1920s  for  the  photographic  documentation  of 
painted  Greek  vases  throughout  the  world.  A  grant  in  aid  of 
publication  was  provided  by  the  Canadian  Federation  for 
the  Humanities.  The  second  work  in  the  art  and  arch¬ 
aeology  programme  was  Francis  Pryor's  Excavation  at  Fen- 
gate:  the  Third  Report,  co-published  with  the  North¬ 
amptonshire  Archaeological  Society.  It  describes  the 
ditched  enclosure  system  of  the  2nd  millenium  B.c.  at  this 
important  site  on  the  outskirts  of  Peterborough,  England. 

While  these  were  the  only  two  works  in  this  part  of  the 
programme  to  reach  publication,  work  went  forward  on  a 
number  of  other  major  productions  that  will  be  published 
during  the  current  fiscal  year.  These  include  W A.  Kenyon's 
The  Grimsby  Site:  A  Historic  Neutral  Cemetery-,  D.A. 
Pendergast's  Excavation  at  Altun  Ha,  Belize,  1964-1970, 
Volume  IT,  Corey  Keeble's  European  Bronzes  in  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum-,  the  late  Veronika  Gervers's  The  Influ¬ 
ence  of  Ottoman  Turkish  Textiles  and  Costume  in  Eastern 
Europe-,  and  G .J.P.  McEwan's  The  Late  Babylonian  Tablets 
in  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum . 

General  publications  included  Mary  Jones's  La  patrie 
quebecoise  au  debut  de  la  Confederation  (now  on  the 
Ontario  Ministry  of  Education's  Circular  14),  H.  Hickl- 
Szabo's  Portrait  Miniatures  in  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum, 
Basil  Johnston's  Tales  the  Elders  Told,  Donald  Webster's 
Canadian  Georgian  Furniture,  and  Peter  Storck's  Ontario 
Prehistory.  The  last  two  of  these  titles  initiate  a  new  series 
of  art  and  archaeology  booklets  to  be  known  as  the  ROM 
Insight  Series. 

Four  issues  of  Rotunda,  the  Annual  Report  for  1979-80, 
and  some  scores  of  miscellaneous  print  items  completed 
the  department's  output  for  the  year. 

The  sale  of  both  U.S.  rights  and  Commonwealth  rights 
(excluding  Canada)  to  Dorothy  Burnham's  Warp  and  Weft: 
A  Textile  Terminology  made  this  the  first  ROM  book  to 
achieve  three-way  publication. 

Sales  and  Promotion 

Sales  of  publications  dropped  fairly  sharply  from  the  all- 
time  high  achieved  in  1979-80,  as  we  expected  after  the 
unusually  rapid  expansion  of  the  last  few  years.  There 
were,  in  addition,  a  number  of  special  reasons:  the  closing 
of  the  Book  and  Gift  Shop;  our  concentration  on  the 
academic  programme;  the  termination  of  some  of  our  past

distribution  arrangements  and  the  initiation  of  new  ones, 
which  are  not  yet  in  full  operation.  In  support  of  the  sales 
effort,  we  continued  our  programme  of  exhibits  at  meet¬ 
ings  and  conferences.  Miss  Isabelle  Hambleton  took  a  book 
display  to  the  Ontario  Museum  Association's  Meeting 
Place  during  the  association's  annual  meeting  in  Windsor, 
Ontario,  on  30  October  1980;  Mrs.  Sharon  Dalton  organizd 
a  ROM  display  booth  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  in  Toronto 
from  4  January  to  7  January  1981;  and  Ms.  Francesca  Terrell 
organized  a  booth  at  the  American  Library  Association's 
100th  annual  conference  in  San  Francisco  from  26  June  to 
2  July  1981,  which  Mr.  John  Campsie  also  attended.  In 
addition  to  the  displays  mounted  by  the  department,  ROM 
publications  are  on  view  as  part  of  combined  exhibits  at 
some  dozens  of  displays  in  Canada  and  the  U.S.A. 
organized  throughout  the  year  by  the  Canadian  Book  Infor¬ 
mation  Centre.  ROM  books  were  also  exhibited  through 
agencies  at  the  American  Association  of  School  Librarians' 
first  national  conference  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  in  Sep¬ 
tember  1980;  at  the  Ontario  Archaeological  Society's 
annual  symposium  in  London,  Ontario,  in  October;  at  the 
American  Anthropological  Association's  meeting  in  Wash¬ 
ington  D.C.  in  December;  at  the  meeting  of  Learned  Soci¬ 
eties  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  in  May-June  1981;  and  at  a 
number  of  Ontario  schools. 

Conferences,  Workshops,  and  Seminars 

The  graphic  arts  and  the  publishing  industry  are  areas  of 
rapid  and  continuous  change  (particularly  technological) 


and  many  members  of  the  department  have  attended  pro¬ 
fessional  development  seminars  during  the  year.  Among 
these  were  seminars  on  marketing  to  libraries,  colour 
reproduction,  "finance  for  the  nonfinancial",  bindery  oper¬ 
ations,  and  word-processing,  all  organized  by  the  Canadian 
Book  Publishers'  Council;  seminars  on  design-and- 
production  and  buying  printing  organized  by  Performance 
Seminars;  a  subsidiary  rights  seminar  organized  by  the 
Association  of  Canadian  Publishers;  and  a  seminar  on  bind¬ 
ing  materials  organized  by  Columbia  Finishing  Mills. 
Christine  Lockett  and  Jean  Lightfoot  also  attended  a 
twelve-session  Advanced  Workshop  in  Book  and  Magazine 
Publishing  arranged  by  the  Coach  House  Press  and 
Calumet  College  at  York  University  in  the  fall  of  1980.  All 
these  were  held  in  Toronto.  Further  afield,  Miss  Mary  Ter- 
ziano  and  Mr.  Campsie  attended  a  seminar  on  scholarly 
communications  held  in  Ottawa  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Social  Science  Federation  of  Canada  and  the  Canadian  Fed¬ 
eration  for  the  Humanities  in  October  1980,  and  Miss  Ter- 
ziano  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  Schol¬ 
arly  Publishing  in  San  Francisco  in  June  1981.  Mr.  Hugh 
Porter  represented  the  department  at  the  Canadian  Book 
Publishers'  Council's  annual  meeting  in  Toronto  in  Febru¬ 
ary. 

In  April  Mr.  Campsie  conducted  a  half-day  seminar  on 
museum  publishing  for  students  in  the  museum  studies 
programme  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 
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Administration  and  Facilities

The  Administration  and  Facilities  stream  provides  the 
business-related  functions  not  traditionally  associated 
with  the  Museum's  primary  objectives  of  collection,  pres¬ 
ervation,  research,  and  education. 

The  effective  and  efficient  management  of  the  ROM's 
resources  becomes  even  more  critical  as  we  move  towards 
completion  of  our  renovation  and  expansion  project.  As  the 
fabric  of  the  Museum  continues  to  become  more  complex 
in  financial,  physical,  and  personnel  structure,  Administra¬ 
tion  and  Facilities  departments  are  called  upon  to  provide 
expertise  in  an  increasing  number  of  areas:  for  example, 
financial  information,  computer  services,  environmental 
control  systems,  security,  and  labour  relations. 

Financial  Services 

The  Financial  Services  Department  enjoyed  outstanding 
successes  in  the  past  year.  The  Museum  achieved  full 
access  to  all  the  accounting  potential  offered  by  the  in- 
house  computer  system.  The  ROM  now  has  the  capability  to 
produce  in-house  a  portfolio  valuation  of  all  investments 
held  by  the  Museum.  Our  documentation  is  comparable  to 
that  of  any  major  Toronto  brokerage  house.  An  accounting 
package  designed  to  meet  our  specific  requirements  was 
implemented  with  the  assistance  of  an  independent  sys¬ 
tems  analyst.  The  ROM  is  unique  among  other  similar 
institutions  in  having  such  a  cash  management  system.  A 
new  travel  advance  ledger  reporting  system  enables  man¬ 
agement  to  review  all  pertinent  expenditure  information  in 
detail.  In  addition,  the  employer  portion  of  all  benefits  has 
been  set  up  on  the  semi-monthly  payroll,  enabling  manage¬ 
ment  to  determine  the  cumulative  cost  to  the  ROM  of  each 
benefit.  The  staff  complement,  unchanged  during  the  year, 
remained  steadfast  through  much  adversity  and  upheaval 
connected  with  the  ongoing  computerization  programme. 

Computer  Services 

The  Computer  Services  Department  provides  support  to 
the  Financial  Services  Department.  In  addition,  the  depart¬ 
ment  continued  cataloguing  specimens  from  three  of  the 
life  sciences  departments  as  well  as  producing  file  cards, 
labels,  and  catalogue  lists.  The  department  participated  in 
the  second  annual  ROM  colloquium,  helping  to  give  a 
noon-hour  workshop  on  computers.  Throughout  the  year 
visitors  from  other  museums  who  came  to  compare  com¬ 
puter  systems  and  see  our  accomplishments  were  wel¬ 
comed. 

Personnel  Services 

Personnel  Services  was  responsible  for  the  preparations 
needed  to  negotiate  the  Ontario  Public  Service  Employees' 
Union  contract,  following  the  certification  of  the  union  in 
June  1980.  The  union  will  represent  our  secretarial,  cleri¬ 
cal,  and  technical  staff.  Negotiations  began  in  October  and 
are  continuing.  The  department  acknowledged  and  sorted 
for  circulation  almost  2000  applications  for  employment 
under  the  Experience  '81  programme,  and  was  able  to  wel¬ 
come  twenty-two  students  allocated  by  the  Ministry  of 
Culture  and  Recreation  for  summer  employment.

Revenue  Services 

Mr.  Bob  Deslslets,  head  of  Revenue  Services,  retired  in  June 
after  five  years  of  service.  Mr.  Deslslets  was  kept  very  busy 
during  his  last  year  of  service  sorting  out  the  details  of  the 
design  of  the  new  shops  with  the  design  consultant,  prepar¬ 
ing  the  shops  for  closing,  planning  for  their  re-opening,  and 
assembling  a  buy  book  which  should  prove  invaluable  for 
the  shop's  manager  in  ordering  new  merchandise.  We 
extend  best  wishes  to  Mr.  Deslslets  on  his  retirement  and 
thank  him  for  his  service  at  the  Museum. 

Physical  Plant 

The  Physical  Plant  Department  was  created  to  assume  the 
expanded  responsibilities  of  running  the  complex  Curato¬ 
rial  Centre  and  renovated  facilities.  During  January  and 
February,  the  engineering  staff  was  increased  to  run  the 
ROM's  sophisticated  new  environmental  control  systems. 
The  new  plant  has  the  ability  to  provide  the  ROM  with 
chilled  water  for  the  air  conditioning  system.  In  the  past 
this  service  was  bought  from  the  University  of  Toronto; 
now  the  University  will  buy  it  from  us.  A  new  computer¬ 
ized  system  will  monitor  the  fire  alarm  sensors,  air  temper¬ 
ature,  and  humidity.  Additional  electronic  security  devices 
will  back  up  our  security  staff.  Plans  were  laid  to  restruc¬ 
ture  the  security  staff  in  preparation  for  re-opening  in  1982. 
Modern  cleaning  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  service 
workers. 

Public  Service 

The  Personnel  Association  of  Toronto,  the  Institute  of 
Power  Engineers,  the  Certified  General  Accountants' 
Association,  the  Payroll  Association  of  Canada,  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Management  Association,  and  the  Board  of  Trade  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  are  representative  of  the  associa¬ 
tions  in  which  the  Museum's  administrative  personnel  par¬ 
ticipate,  in  addition  to  the  Canadian  Museums  Associa¬ 
tion. 
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Auditors'  Report 


To  the  Trustees  of 

The  Royal  Ontario  Museum: 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  as  at 
June  30, 198 1  and  the  statements  of  financial  operations  of  the  operating  fund, 
trust  funds  and  renovation  and  expansion  fund  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  and  other  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances,  except  as  noted  in  the  following 
paragraph. 

Bequests,  grants  to  trust  accounts  and  donations,  by  their  nature  are  not 
susceptible  to  complete  audit  verification.  Accordingly  our  verification  of 
receipts  from  these  sources  was  limited  to  a  comparison  of  recorded  receipts 
with  bank  deposits. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  of  any  adjustments  which  might  have 
been  required  had  we  been  able  to  completely  verify  bequests,  grants  to  trust 
accounts  and  donations,  the  accompanying  financial  statements  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Museum  as  at  June  30,  1981  and  the  results 
of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  the  accounting 
principles  described  in  note  1  applied,  except  for  the  change  in  accounting  for 
restricted  operating  funds  as  described  in  note  1( a) ( i),  on  a  basis  consistent 
with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

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NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS  JUNE  30, 1981 

1.  Summary  of  accounting  policies 

The  financial  statements  of  The  Royal  Ontario 
Museum  have  been  prepared  by  management  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  accounting  policies  generally  followed  by 
similar  organizations.  The  following  summary  of  these 
accounting  policies  is  set  forth  to  facilitate  the  under¬ 
standing  of  these  financial  statements. 

(a)  Fund  accounting  — 

In  order  to  ensure  observance  of  limitations  and 
restrictions  placed  on  the  use  of  resources  available 
to  the  Museum,  the  accounts  of  the  Museum  are 
maintained  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of 
fund  accounting.  Accordingly,  resources  for  various 
purposes  are  classified  for  accounting  and  reporting 
purposes  into  funds  that  are  held  in  accordance  with 
the  objectives  specified  by  the  donors  or  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  directives  issued  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Transfers  between  funds  are  made  when  it  is  consid¬ 
ered  appropriate  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  For  finan¬ 
cial  reporting  purposes,  the  funds  have  been  clas¬ 
sified  into  three  fund  groupings  as  follows: 

(i)  Operating  fund  — The  operating  fund  includes 
the  ordinary  day-to-day  operating  transactions 
of  the  Museum  and  certain  amounts  received 
by  the  Museum  or  designated  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  be  restricted  to  certain  expenditures 
of  a  current  operating  nature.  The  operating 
restricted  funds  include  the  following: 

(a)  Current  restricted  funds  — 

Expendable  funds  received  whose  use  is 
restricted  by  the  donor  for  special  purpose 
expenditures  of  a  current  nature. 

( b)  Board  designated  funds  — 

Expendable  funds  for  general  or  special  pur¬ 
poses  which  have  been  set  aside  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  directives  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  from  time  to  time.  Revenues 
earned  from  certain  auxiliary  activities 
(memberships,  publications,  and  cross¬ 
appointment  teaching)  are  also  included  as 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  expendable  bequests,  grants  and  dona¬ 
tions  and  investment  income  from  non- 
restricted  funds  from  donors  are  included  in 
this  category. 

In  prior  years  these  operating  restricted  funds 
were  included  in  the  balance  of  trust  funds  ( see 
below);  however,  in  the  1981  fiscal  year  the 
Museum  reclassified  these  as  part  of  the  oper¬ 
ating  fund  restricted  balance  and  accordingly 


the  1980  figures  have  been  restated  to  conform 
to  this  presentation. 

Reference  is  made  to  note  2  for  details  of  these 
accounts. 

(ii)  Trust  funds  — These  include  amounts  received 
and  expended  whose  use  is  restricted  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  objectives  as  specified  by  the  donors. 
These  trust  funds  consist  of  capital  funds 
received  which  are  non-expendable,  together 
with  the  unexpended  income  thereon. 
Reference  is  made  to  note  2  for  details  of  these 
accounts. 

( iii)  Renovation  and  expansion  project  fund  —  These 
include  all  amounts  received  and  expended  that 
relate  to  the  Museum's  present  project  of  major 
renovations  to,  and  expansion  of,  its  existing 
facilities  ( see  note  3 ) . 

(b)  Basis  of  recording  operating  and  trust  fund  receipts 
and  expenditures  — 

The  Museum  follows  the  accrual  basis  of  account¬ 
ing.  Operating  and  trust  fund  income  is  recorded 
when  earned,  and  expenditures  are  recorded  when 
materials  are  used  or  services  rendered.  Sustaining 
donation  revenue  and  current  restricted  funds  are, 
however,  included  in  revenue  as  received. 

(c)  Inventories  — 

Inventories,  which  consist  mainly  of  publications, 
book  and  gift  shop  items  for  resale,  and  supplies,  are 
stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  and  net  realizable  value. 

(d)  Marketable  securities  — 

Investments  are  recorded  in  the  accounts  at  cost. 
The  gain  or  loss  on  the  sale  of  securities  is  based  on 
the  average  carrying  value  of  the  securities  sold. 
Interest  income  is  recorded  on  the  accrual  basis  as 
earned. 

(e)  Fixed  assets — 

The  land  and  buildings,  and  collections  and  con¬ 
tents,  are  each  carried  in  the  accounts  at  a  nominal 
value  of  $1.  Construction  costs  incurred  during 
major  renovation  and  expansion  projects  are  written 
off.  Accordingly,  no  depreciation  is  recorded  in  the 
accounts. 

(f)  Renovation  and  expansion  project  revenue  and 
expenditures  — 

Capital  campaign  pledges  and  grants  related  to  the 
Museum's  renovation  and  expansion  project  are 
recorded  when  received.  Expenditures  are  recorded 
as  incurred.

3.  Renovation  and  expansion  project  and  related 
Province  of  Ontario  and  other  financing 

The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  is  continuing  its  planned 
project  of  major  renovation  and  expansion  of  its 
facilities.  With  respect  to  this  project,  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Museum  has  approved  to  date  (August  19, 
1981)  construction  of  a  Curatorial  Centre,  major  reno¬ 
vations  to  existing  buildings,  and  construction  of  a  Ter¬ 
race  Gallery  building  and  related  project  capital  costs,  at 
a  total  not  to  exceed  $54,650,000. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  project  there  has 
been  a  very  substantial  general  increase  in  construction 
and  other  costs.  The  Museum  has  made  some  modifica¬ 
tions  to  the  project  in  order  to  limit  the  impact  of  this 
inflation  with  the  net  result  that  total  project  costs  are 
now  estimated  to  amount  to  approximately 
$56,000,000  including  campaign  costs.  To  complete  the 
project  the  Museum  will  need  to  obtain  approximately 
$3,000,000  in  addition  to  the  amounts  committed  or 
pledged  to  date  ($53,161,300).  Sources  of  additional 
funding  are  being  actively  pursued  by  the  Board.

The  maximum  matching  grant  offered  by  Wintario, 
based  on  one  dollar  for  each  dollar  of  private  sector 
donations,  is  $10,338,000;  the  maximum  matching 
grant  offered  by  Metropolitan  Toronto  is  $5,000,000 
based  on  504  for  each  dollar  of  private  sector  donations; 
the  building  fund  campaign  has  attracted  the  maximum 
grants  available. 


Included  in  the  amounts  committed  is  a  grant  of 
$3,000,000  from  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  be  given  on 
the  understanding  that  the  Museum  will  continue 
fund-raising  in  the  private  sector  with  the  aim  of  raising 
$3,000,000  in  addition  to  the  private  support  required  to 
qualify  for  the  Wintario  capital  grant  of  $10,338,000. 

Included  in  the  amounts  received  to  date  is 
$3,600,000  from  The  Ontario  Universities  Capital  Aid 
Corporation,  which  until  March  31,  1979  was  the 
source  of  Province  of  Ontario  capital  funds  provided  to 
the  Museum.  In  connection  with  the  receipt  of  these 
amounts,  the  Museum  has  issued  debentures  payable  in 
such  amounts  to  The  Ontario  Universities  Capital  Aid 
Corporation  which  are  repayable  over  a  30  year  period. 
Payments  of  debenture  principal  and  interest  are  being 
made  on  behalf  of  the  Museum  by  the  Ministry  of  Cul¬ 
ture  and  Recreation  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  under  its 
related  program  of  financial  support  for  the  Museum; 
accordingly,  the  principal  amount  of  oustanding  deben¬ 
tures  (June  30,  1981 —  $3,487,379;  June  30,  1980  — 
$3,520,418)  has  not  been  recorded  as  a  liability  in  the 
accounts. 

4.  Unfunded  pension  liabilities 

The  administrator  of  the  pension  plan  covering  the 
Museum's  employees  notified  the  Museum  in  fiscal 
1980,  that  as  a  result  of  several  factors,  including  the 
carrying  forward  of  an  initial  past  service  liability,  sub¬ 
sequent  plan  improvements  and  experience  deficiencies 
in  recent  years,  there  is  estimated  a  substantial 
unfunded  past  service  pension  liability.  The  Museum 
has  provided  in  fiscal  1 980  for  past  service  pension  costs 
an  initial  amount  of  $200,000.  This  provision  was 
charged  to  1980  current  operating  expenditures  and  is 
included  in  operating  liabilities  at  June  30,  1981  and 
1980.  The  Museum  has  conducted  for  its  own  account 
an  independent  actuarial  review  of  this  liability.  Pend¬ 
ing  the  outcome  of  negotations  no  further  provision  for 
past  service  pension  costs  has  been  included  in  1981 
current  operating  expenditures.  The  accounting  policy 
with  respect  to  pension  costs  will  be  determined  after 
the  completion  of  these  negotiations.

The  Far  Eastern  Endowment  Fund 

The  Far  Eastern  Endowment  Fund  was  established  as  a 
memorial  to  Bishop  White,  the  first  curator  of  the  Far 
Eastern  collections  of  the  ROM,  and  to  support  the 
Museum's  outstanding  collections  of  Chinese  art  and 
archaeological  materials.  Each  year  the  Bishop  White  Com¬ 
mittee  organizes  lecture  courses  and  other  activities  in 
order  to  contribute  to  the  Fund's  goal  of  $1  000  000. 

In  this,  the  Committee's  twenty-first  year,  its  chairman 
Mrs.  E.J.  Stone  reports  the  inauguration  of  the  categories  of 
Friend  of  the  Far  East  and  Friend  Forever,  whose  contribu¬ 
tions  will  help  swell  the  Endowment  Fund. 

To  mark  the  Committee's  and  departmental  staff's  final 
meeting  in  the  old  Chinese  Library  before  its  transfer  to  the 
Curatorial  Centre,  the  Bishop  White  Committee  presented 
the  department  with  a  small,  rare  Han  Dynasty  jade  snake. 


The  Textile  Endowment  Fund 

The  Textile  Endowment  Fund  enjoyed  a  busy  and  success¬ 
ful  year.  On  a  "field  trip"  to  Scotland  members  visited 
museum  textile  collections  and  great  houses  to  view  need¬ 
lework  treasures.  The  needlepoint  rug  depicting  19th- 
century  Toronto  homes,  designed  by  David  Bain  and  begun 
in  the  spring  of  1980,  was  purchased  privately  prior  to 
completion  and  raffling.  This  sale  enabled  the  committee 
to  over-subscribe  its  pledge  to  the  renovation/expansion 
fund  for  a  total  gift  of  $8000. 

In  January,  the  committee  sponsored,  staged,  and  mod¬ 
elled  in  two  sellout  showings  of  couturier  fashions  by 
Meme  Dysthe  of  Montreal  at  the  Toronto  Ladies  Club.  In 
February,  a  series  of  three  lectures  on  the  history  and  craft 
of  fibre  dyeing  by  John  Vollmer,  Betty  Brett,  and  Edna 
Blackburn  filled  the  Planetarium  lecture  theatre  twice  for 
each  topic.  Members  finished  the  year  touring  the  new 
textile  workshop  and  storage  areas  in  the  Curatorial 
Centre. 

Committee  donations  of  items  to  the  textile  collections 
were  made  in  honour  of  Dorothy  Burnham  and  in  loving 
memory  of  Veronika  Gervers.  The  Textile  Endowment 
Fund  increased  by  $6000,  in  addition  to  the  sum  realized  by 
the  sale  of  the  needlepoint  rug.
